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City focus now on finance in asbestos removal debate

NEWIONVILLE — Debate over 
Temoval of asbestos from North High 
School is entering a new phase that 
will emphasize financial, rather than 
safety, considerations. 

Tonight at City Hall an $800,000 ap- 
propriation request for removal of 
asbestos in certain sections of the 
building gets its first airing before the 
Public Facilities Committee at 7:45 
p.m. 

There was no disagreement among 
a panel of asbestos experts gathered 
at North High Tuesday that exposure 
to the mineral presents a Ith 


hazard, and some members of the 

panel said asbestos at North is a 

“clear and present health hazard.” 
But it was Building Commissioner 





Allan B, Fraser who outlined what the 
serious financial burden removai 
could mean for the city, particularly 
because the extent of state and 
federal assistance is still an open 
question. 

And while some listeners urged a 
commitment from the city to remove 
all asbestos in the building, other 
panelists supported Fraser's cautious 
approach and his controversial 
estimate of $8 million for total 
removal. 

Removal of asbestos at North has 
always been a numbers game since 
the problem surfaced in 1973, whether 
the numbers were dollars or asbestos 
fibers per cubic centimeter of air.

Health commissioner 
resigning as of July 1 


NEWTON — The announced 
resignation effective July 1 of Health 
Commissioner J. Carolyn Zavarine, 
M.D., will soon reopen the question of 
whether Newton needs an M.D, for 
the job. 

That question was last answered in 
1976, when Zavarine took over as 
health commissioner. The debate had 
gone on for a year before her appoint- 
ment, after a committee of the Board 
of Aldermen had examined the per-

formance of then Health Commis- 
sioner John Athans, M.D., and found 
his part-time efforts inadequate. 

In early 1976 Mayor Theodore Mann 
asked the Board of Aldermen to seek 
state legislation to release Newton 
from its health-commissioner type of 
Health Department and to allow it to 
return to a board of health. 

The then health cqmmissioner 
recommended that a board of health 
is all that is needed.

pressed the exasperation with delay 
and the disagreement over the extent 
of the danger: ‘‘How do I get into a 
tured game with the life of my 
child.” 

The $800,000 appropriation, if 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen, 
will pay for removal of asbestos in 
areas of the building with slatted ceil- 
ings that were identified in a state 
Asbestos Commission report. 

The cost of removal increases 
dramatically, Fraser said, in inac- 
cessible areas of the building where 
heating, ventilating and electrical 
equipment will have to be replaced to 
meet at the asbestos. 

Removal on exposed surfaces costs 
about $6 per foot, according to Ellen 
Newlands, project engineer of the 


Massachusetts Special Legislative 
Commission on Asbestos, but com- 
licated surfaces can cost as much as 
15 per foot. “Newton North High 
School, she said, has the most com- 
plicated surface we have ever seen,”” 

A recently completed study of 
asbestos at North High by Dr. 
Charles Spooner recommended 
measures to eliminate exposure to 
asbestos over a three year period. 

That means treatment of about 10 
acres of interior space, Fraser said, 
and pumping an additional $6 million 
to $8 million into a building that to 
date has cost $22 million. 

Removal is a fairly new and very 
complicated process, Fraser said, 
there are few guidelines for drawing 
up contract specifications, and the ci- 


ty must make sure it can monitor the 
number of workmen in the building at 


one time. 


Encapsulation of asbestes cannot 
be recommended, Fraser said, 
because the lifespan of the encapsula- 
tion material is not know. 

Boxing in asbestos is a good alter- 
native, he said, but is susceptible to 
vandalisn and costs about the same as 
removal. 

But if the asbestos is removed a 
disposal site is necessary, and there is 
not a landfill in the state that will ac- 
cept Newton asbestos. There is a land- 
fill in Buffalo, N.Y., that will take the 
refuse, but at a cost of $80 per 55- 
gallon drum, and transportation costs 
are not included.

Country club funding 
falls far short of goal

NEWTON — State funding of the ac- 
uisition of the Chestnut Hill Country 
lub will fall far short of the $742,000 
requested, it was learned Tuesday, 
and the venture to save the open 
space is now dependent on the will- 
ingness of the Board of Aldermen to 
allow development of part of the land. 

The Executive ice of En- 
vironmental Affairs has announced 
funding allocations, but they will not 
be made public until later this week. 
Informed sources, however, feel that 
the city will receive about $125,000 of 
state money. 

Neighbors of the country club land 
now own the 81-acre parcel'and are in 
debt for about $1.3 million, according 
to Planning Director Barry Canner, 
including back taxes. 

The fa'lback position of the 
‘neighborhood group, the Newton 
Commonwealth Improvement Cor- 


Oak Hill 


NEWTON — An effort to rezone the 
Oak Hill Park shopping center land 
from business to single-family 
residential failed by five votes at the 
Board of Aldermen Monday night. 

Ald. Robert Katz changed his vote 
at the last instant, in order to be on the 
prevailing side and be able to file a 
reconsideration. 

Even with Katz's vote counting in 
favor of the rezoning, when the recon- 
sideration comes up, he is not likely to 
be able to persuade four more 
aldermen to change their minds. 

Because of opposition from the 
owner of the business block, 18 af- 


poration, in case state funding did not 
come through, has always been to sell 
about 10 acres for development and 
preserve the rest as a municipal golf 
course. 

The plan was to have the city ac- 
quire the land from the corporation by 
use of state funding. 

The development plan has already 
been been put into play, with petitions 
filed with the Board of Aldermen by 
Barkan Properties for special per- 
mits and site-plan approval for a total 
of 60 townhouses. The proposals will 
be presented at a public hearing 
before the Land Use Committee pro- 
bably next month. 

Sale price of the land for develop- 
ment has been estimated at $1.2 
million. Sale would be contingent on 


rezoning. 

Mayor Theodore Mann, during the 8 
long _ negotiations with the 
neighborhood groups in an effort to 
work out a method of acquisition by 


the city, often said he would agree to 
city acquisition and maintenance of 
the property as a golf course only if it 
cost the city no money. 

According to one source, the state 
funding has a string attached — the 
city must contribute something, 
perhaps matching funds. 

Since development, if approved at 
60 units, will bring in at least $300,000 
a year in property taxes, according to 
the mayor, there should be little 
hesitancy in putting in the city’s 
share. 

It appears thatthe neighborhood 
will not have to use the special better- 
ment district allowed by the 
Legislature, under which abutters 
and near-abutters would have been 
assessed over 20 years for the city’s 
share of the money, had the state 
given the full 80 percent funding. 

The betterment proposal was

firmative votes are needed to ac- 
complish the rezoning. 

* There is no urgency to settling the 
fate of the property, since the present 
business zoning is frozen for almost 
three years more because of a 
perimeter plan filed by the owner 
when he sold a portion of the land to 
developer Oscar Wasserman. 

It was Wasserman’s announced in- 
tention to build six apartments on his 
9800-foot purchase that initiated the 
proposed zone change, filed by Ald. 
Cynthia Creem and Terry Morris. 

Both were unaware at the time that 
the whole business block was frozen 


into business use for three years and 
were trying to remove the property 
from the possibility of being use for an 
apartment house, 

In business districts, apartment 
houses may be built without permis- 
sion of the Board of Aldermen. 

There appear to be two principal ob- 
Jections to the rezoning; First, there 
is no rush, since a rezoning would be 
of no effect until the three-year period 
is up; second, that rezoning to single- 
family use would create a nonconfor- 
ming business block, which many 
aldermen (not Morris) feel is a hin- 
drance to the possible revitalization of 


the shopping center. 

Although Creem assured the board 
that the proposed rezoning is not an 
“anti-housing” (multiple dwelling) 
move, Board President Matthew Jef- 
ferson sees it as at least trying to 
preclude the construction of any 
apartments. 

“This petition was triggered by a 
plan for a few units of (apartment) 
housing,” Jefferson said. 

“There is just as much need for 
housing today as there was then 
(when Oak Hill Park was built for

Discrepanciesin junior high 
class time before committee 


NEWTON — A proposed cut of 
more than 14 junior high teaching 
positions triggered questions Monday 
about discrepancies in class time 
among the city’s five junior highs. 

School Committee member Sandra 
Fleishman said the amount of class 
time for the average teacher varics 
from a high of 1,000 minutes a week at 
Meadowbrook Junior High to a low of 
800 minutes a week at Weeks Junior. 


One teacher at Weeks is in class 
three hours a week, she said, while 
another teacher at Bigelow Junior has 
less than 3 hours of class time a week. 

Mrs. Fleishman proposed junior 
high teachero may have to spend 
more time in the classroom to main- 
tain the quality of education. 

“Tt would be helpful to find out what 
junior high teachers are doing when 
they are not teaching classes," she 


Not a popular occupation

WABAN— Leo DeLollis loves his 
job, but he spends a lot of time 
defending it to people who wish he 
were doing something else for a liv- 


ing. 

Leo DeLollis designs nuclear 
power plants for the Stone and 
Webster Engineering Corporation. 
He has been at it for 35 years, star- 
ting at the company as a senior 
draftsman after his return from 
World War II, where he served in 
the Army Air Force in AirForce in- 
telligence and as a cadet pilot in 
the air corps. 

“T am extremely proud of what I 
am doing for my fellow man, When 
I first went to Stone and Webster in 
December of 1945, I was thrilled by 
it all. I could just see all these 
wonderful things happening, all of 
these tremendous developments, 
because of nuclear power," he said 
recently. 

Although Leo’s work is chiefly in 
the area of nuclear energy, he has 
studied the various uses of solar 
energy as well’ and he feels the 
same way as a lot of other pro- 
nuclear people about using the sun 


as a source of energy; the idea just 
isn't feasible, at least not a large 
scale. 

He cited a solar energy project 
that Stone and Webster is currently 
involved in at Beverly High School. 

“The Department of Energy is 
paying §2.7 million dollars for this 
project,” said Leo, ‘tand when it is 
completed, it will only provide 10 
percent of the school’s energy 
needs during the winter months. 
The solar panels are covering up 
three acres of good land for this 10 
percent, and it’s land that has gone 
to waste as far as I'm concerned.” 

DeLollis's feelings echo the fin- 
dings contained in a report publish- 
ed recently by the National 
Academy of Sciences which said 
that, although development of 
solar power should continue, this 
form of energy could contribute 
less than 5 percent to this country’s 
energy needs in the next 30 years. 
The report concluded that burning 
coal and building nuclear power 
plants are the only way to meet 
growing demands for electricity 
use ‘ the of coal will have to be cut 
in 1990 because of the dangers of 
putting so much carbon monoxide 


in the air. 

“T am not against any one form 
of energy. I’m just trying to tell 
people that every form of energy 
has its place,” said DeLollis. 

“People don't understand in all 
the cases what the alternative to 
nuclear power would be," he con- 
tinued. ‘‘The Department of 
Energy is paying that §2.7 million 
for the project in Beverly, which 
means you and me, the taxpayers. 
Hopefully, though, they will learn 
from things like this and get more 
efficient. 

“The problems with burning coal 
and the high cost of solar power are 

real problems, and as a taxpayer, 

I resent it when I know that we 
have safe and cheap forms of 
energy that we can’t use because 
people are afraid.”” 

Although DeLollis is adamant in 
his firm in his belief that nuclear 
power is the best form of energy, 
not only now but for the future , he 
says that he has not adopted this at- 
titude to protect his job. In addition 
to nuclear technology, he has also 
worked on oil refinery, solar 
energy, and various scientific 
digests. 


“There are 5,000 employees in 
this company, and we have offices 
all over the world,” he said. “If we 
never built another nuclear power 
plant again, we would still have 
plenty of jobs. Hey, I'm 59 years 
old, and I don't need to protect my 
job, I think engineering is a 
fascinating business.” 

DeLollis studied mechanical and 
electrical engineering at Lowell In- 
stitute and in night school at MIT. 
He grew up in the South End, in “a 
family of chefs," and has lived in 
Newton for four years. Some of the 

lants that he has helped design 
lane been the Yankee plants in 
Connecticut and in Massachusetts, 
an Army package unit in Belvoir, 
Va., the Beaver Valley plants in 
Pennsylvania, and the Shoreham 
plant on Long Island. 

The economics of the industry, 
and not the fear, are what concerns 
DeLollis and others like him, not in 
terms of what is in it for them, but 
in terms of the costs of delaying the 
building of plants in this country. 

“The whole enti-nuke thing is 
costing us more and more money,

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Housing target for three 
vacant school buildings

NEWTON — Murray Road School, 
already closed, and the Weeks Junior 
High School and Carr elementai 
school, to be closed in 1981 and 1986, 
faaica ote may be converted to 
housing despite wishes of the 
neighborhoods and recommendations 
of the reuse advisory groups. 

The ultimate decisions may come 
from a test of political strength of the 
neighborhoods and a test of the 
resistance power of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Among the most recent batch of 
surplus schools to be dealt with, the 
advisory reuse committees have sub- 
mitted a recommendation contrary to 
neighborhood wishes for only one of 
the four schools presently under con- 
sideration. 


The one contrary recommenda- 
tion— on the Murray Road School — 
was formulated in the absence of 
neighborhood participation in the 
reuse group meetings. Later the 
neighborhood said at a public hearin, 
that it wanted the school demolishe 
and the property developed with 
single-family houses, whereas the 
reuse committee advocated selling 


the building for conversion to up to 10 
apartments. 

The Administration & Planning 
Committee Wednesday night made it 
clear three times to groups interested 
in the three schools, Carr, Weeks, and 
Murray Road, that it would not agree 
to demolition of any of the buildings. 

The committee suggested that the 
reuse group reconvene and decide on 
how mee units of what type of hous- 
ing should be built in each of the 
schools, should the committee decide 
on housing. 

The committee also made it clear to 
the Carr reuse Li a people from 
the neighborhood that it did not en- 
tirely believe statements that there 
are three private schools or school 
groups interested in buying the Carr 
School, since one previously mention- 
ed has already backed out. The Carr 
reuse group recommended only 
school reuse. 

The reuse groups have been at 
somewhat of a disadvantage during 
the whole procedure of deliberating 
on the best disposition of the surplus 
schools, Until very recently they have 
had no money for advertising for 
signs of interest from developers, no 
money for advertising their meetings, 
and no clearcut instructions on what 


their function should be. 

The first two problems have been 
remedied to a certain extent in that 
they may now go ask the mayor for 
money. The scope of their task is ap- 

rently still not clear, since Eleanor 

‘osenblum of the Carr group thought, 
correctly’ that the group was to chose 
one best reuse for recommendation 
and not have to come up with the 
buyer to implement that recommen- 
dation’ but her view was not shared 
by all members of the Administration 
& Planning Committee. 

The reuse groups have no power 
and are purely advisory. 

People in the audience seemed stun- 
ned and resentful that the committee 
would even consider any solution to 
reuse other than what the 
neighborhood wants, which for the 
most part has been echoed by the 
reuse groups. 

Some even said, ‘‘We don’t want 
housing,”’ in discussion of Murray 
Road School, then added, ‘We want 
single-family houses.” 

The Carr reuse group was in- 
structed to advertise for potential 
buyers for the Carr School to be reus- 
ed as a school. 

All three schools will be. discussed 
again March 12. 


Woloski gets two years probation 


CAMBRIDGE — Newton Police Of- 
ficer Edward Woloski, who pleaded 
guilty to assault and battery in Mid- 
diesex Superior Court Jan. 14, was 
sentenced to two years of probation 
by Judge Arthur Sherman after a 
court-ordered psychiatric examina- 


tion determined that Woloski, 
although he is “mentally ill,"’ does not 
pose ‘a danger to himself or others.” 


Judge Sherman ordered Woloski to 
continue psychiatric treatment and 
ordered reports on that treatment to 


be filed with the probation office 
every two months. Woloski commit- 
ed himself to a mental hospital Dec. 
I 


A three-member medical panel will 
be appointed by the Newton Retire- 
ment Board to examine Woloski, who 
has applied for a disabilty pension 
(not work-related) which would enti- 
tle him to retire at one half of his pay 
as a police officer. One member of 
that panel will be selected by the 
Retirement Board, one by the state 
and one by the police officer. 


Woloski's disability claim stems 
from “organic brain damage” which 
he reportedly suffered when he was 
fixing his car and was overcome with 
carbon monoxide in 1976. Dr. Steven 
Reams testified at Woloski’s trial that 
the officer suffered a ‘frontal lobe le- 
sion” from the high level of carbon 
monoxide in his blood, Reams said 
that Woloski’s IQ is now 85, ‘at 
“borderline retardate” level. 

Woloski was charged with beating 
his former girlfriend, Barbara 
Delcore, with his fists May 21. 


New church forNewton 
Centre gains approval 


NEWTON — About 65 members of 
The Church in Newton literally sang a 
hymn of praise to the Board of 
Aldermen in the aldermanic chamber 
Monday night after The Church was 
granted site-plan approval for a new 
building on its property on Dudley 
Road, Newton Centre. 

The hymn was preceded by a state- 
ment of thanks and gratitude by Dr. 
Silas Wu, head of The Church in 
Newton. 

The Church plans to build an 
assembly hall and a parking lot on its 
S-acre parcel at 50 Dudley Rd. If The 
Church goes out of existence or sells 
the property, the property must be

restored to single-family use and the 
assembly hall torn down and the park- 
ing lot removed. 

Residents of Dudley Road were 
complimentary of members of The 
Church, who they said in a letter read 
by Ald. Cynthia Creem ‘displayed 
great sensitivities to our concerns.” 

“They have also agreed to a 
number of reasonable restrictions, in- 
cluding agreement to restore the pro- 
perty to its original residential 
character should they vacate.” 

But neighbors on Dudley Road ‘“‘will 
never accept the proposed plans for 
the new Church of St. John of 
Damascus’ the letter continued.

Anti-prayer resolution 
goes to teachers 


NEWTON-— Copies of the resolution 
passed by the Newton School Commit- 
tee to not comply with the new state 
prayer-in-school law have been sent 
to all the public schools in Newton, 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said Wednesday. 

The law’ which became effective 
Tuesday, requires the teacher to ask 
for a student volunteer to lead the 
class in prayer. Anyone not wishing to 
participate may leave the classroom. 
This amendment replaces a state law 
which allowed a minute of silence for 
meditation or prayer. 

“Of course we have decided to go 
along with the resolution!” said Fink. 
“The School Committee has decided 
to delay compliance until the legal 
questions are resolved. They want to 


see what the ruling is going to be.” 

The members of the School Com- 
mittee, and City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk, believe the amendment to be 
unconstitutional, and expect that it 
will be overturned when challenged in 
court. 

State Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci, 
however, feels that their decision 
violates their oaths of office, and that 
they are sworn to uphold state law. . 

DeNucci has submitted a formal re- 
quest with Attorney General Francis 
X. Bellotti that he enforce the law. He 
wrote to Bellotti: ‘‘It is my belief that 
the law is presumed constitutional 
unless proven otherwise in a court of 
law and the Newton School Commit-

NEWTON — State Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci has submitted 2 formal re- 
quest to the attorney general that he 
enforce a new prayer-in-school law 
when it becomes effective Tuesday. 
DeNucci (D-Newton) promised to call 
in Attorney General Francis X. 
Bellotti last week after the Newton 
School Committee decided it would 
not implement the new law. The 
legislation in dispute requires a 
teacher to announce a period of 
prayer and allows a student volunteer 
to offer a prayer. Students who do not 
want to participate may leave the 
classroom. The amendnent replaces a 
state law that allowed a minute of 
silence at the beginning of the school 
day for silent prayer or meditation. 
School Committee members, and City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk, believe the 
amendnent to be unconstitutional, 
and expect it will be overturned when 
challenged in court. The committee 
voted to delay compliance with the 
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new law until the constitutional issues 
are resolved. 

The committee also asked Funk to 
join with other organizations to settle 
the question as soon as possible. 
DeNucci wrote to Bellotti: ‘It is my 
belief that the law is presumed con- 
stitutional unless proven otherwise in 
a court of law and the Newton School 
Committee must conply with the let- 
ter of the law.” DeNucci contends 
members of the School Committee 
are sworn to uphold state law and the 
decision to disobey the prayer-in- 
school law is a violation of their oaths 
of office. He asked Bellotti to ‘‘take 
whatever mea ures are necessary” to 
enforce the law throughout the state. 


Backman 
against 
draft 


BOSTON — President Carter’s pro- 
posal to resume registration for the 
draft is ‘‘a foolish waste of our human 
resources and government energies,” 
according to State Senator Jack H. 
Backman (D-Newton-Brookline). 

Speaking before a rally of nearly 
1,000 students at Harvard College, 
Backman charged the plan is “a 
dangerous example of saber-rattling 
that makes a peaceful resolution of 
current international conflicts less 
likely.” 

Resuming the draft is one part of a 
new “Carter Doctrine” which also 
calls for hiking the military budget by 
$15 billion, removing Congressional 
oversight from CIA covert activities, 
and expanding nuclear weapons 
stockpiles, according to Backman. 
“That total policy is a further step 
towaid world chaos and collapse,” 
Backman argued. “It is the end result 
of the failure of American policy and 
politicians for 25 years."” 

Backman urged the students to con- 
tinue demonstrating for peace and to 
support Senator Kennedy’s position 
on the draft. Kennedy has said, ‘I op- 
pose the peacetime draft ... I oppose 
the President's plan for registra- 
tion...which is the first step in that 
direction...We should not be moving 
toward the brink of sending another 
generation of the young to die for the 
failures of the old in foreign policy.” 

Backman concluded, ‘Let us now 
call upon our leaders to declare for 
peace, to an end of jingoism and of 
threats of a draft. We must stop 
military registration and instead 
register for peace.”

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Burglars concentrating 
on 3 Newton areas

NEWTON — Three relatively small 
areas of Newton have experienced a 
high incidence of burglary in the last 
two months. Since Dec. 18 there have 
been 22 residential burglaries 
reported in the area bounded by 
Waltham Street, Watertown Street“ 
and the Waltham line. 


The area around the northern sec- 
tion of Waverley Avenue in Newton 
Corner (near the Brighton line) has 
also been hit with a rash of 10 residen- 
tial burglaries since Dec. 19 and there 
have been 13 residential breaks in the 
Chestnut Hill area since Dec. 1. 

The close clustering of the 
burglaries, according to Police Chief 
William Quinn, indicates that they 
may be the work of a single individual 
or group in each area. 

“You usually don’t get such a clear 
pattern,”’ Quinn said. ‘‘There's a very 
good chance that these people aren’t 
going too far from the areas they 
know.” 

Quinn says the burglary outbreaks 
can be stopped if people call police 
when they see suspicious activity. 
“These people should be caught,’’ he 
said “because they have been seen, 
but people have been reporting this 
too late.” 
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“Very few burglars are caught by 
police on regular patrol. We need 
more eyes and ears. These criminals 
can be caught if we receive calls from 
alert citizens,” he said. He added that 
callers are not required to give their 
names to police. 

The locations of the burglaries are a 
good indication of the effectiveness of 
the Neighborhood Watch Program in- 
stituted by the Police Department two 
years ago. 

That program brings neighbors 
together to exchange phone numbers 
and coordinate a system of 
surveillance in the area. At 
Neighborhood Watch meetings, which 
can be arranged by calling 552-7251, 
residents also learn about home 
security and Operation Identification, 
a program which helps them inven- 
tory and engrave their valuables. 

The engraving helps police identify 
stolen property and it makes it harder 
to sell once it is stolen. Items like 

china which cannot be engraved can 
be photographed. 

Both the Waltham line and Newton 
Corner burglary “‘clusters’’ are in 
areas which have no participation in 
Neighborhood Watch while nearby 
areas which participate in the pro- 
gram have been completely free of 
burglaries. 

The exception is Chestnut Hill 
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which was the first neighborhood to 
participate heavily in the program. 
Quinn says, however, that the prox- 
imity of that community to Route 9 
and the greater distance between 
house that makes it vulnerable to pro- 
fessional burglars. 

Lieutenant Charles Feeley said that 
Chestnut Hill residents may have 
become ‘‘a little complacent” after 
“a very good two-year period,” and 
he said the area needs a renewal pro- 
gram to rekindle interest in 
neighborhood security. 

Those involved in the crime preven- 
tion program stress that it does not 
encourage people to spy on their 
neighbors. By exchanging telephone 
numbers people can check with their 
neighbors if, for instance, they hear 
glass breaking or see a truck parked 
outside a house.

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Attempted rape of student 
case goes to grand jury 


NEWTON — A 26-year-old Newton 
man was bound over to the Middlesex 
Superior Court grand jury Friday on 
charges of attempted rape and 
assault with a deadly weapon after a 
Newton South High School senior 
identified him in court as the man who 
tried to rape her Oct. 24 ona path near 
the high school. 

The same man was immediately ar- 
raigned on a charge of rape when 
another alleged victim identified him 
in court. 

Newton District Court Judge Monte 
Basbas found probable cause to bind 
over Bruce Jewett, 26, of Newton on 
charges of attempted rape and 
assault with a dangerous weapon. 

At the probable cause hearing on 
those charges, the Newton South stu- 
dent testified that Jewett grabbed her 
as she was walking along the path, 
which is used by students to travel to 
Dudley Road. She said he showed her 
a knife and said, ‘‘Don’t say a word. I 
just want some sex.” 

She said Jewett dragged her about 
20 feet off the path to a clearing where 
he ordered her to undress. She said 
she told Jewett, ‘‘Look at me. You 


don't want to do this to me.” She said 
Jewett left and ordered her to stay 
where she was for 10 minutes. 

When asked to identify Jewett from 
a lineup in the front row of the cour- 
troom, the student immediately walk- 
ed up to Jewett and asked him to 
stand up, turn his head to the side and 
say, ‘Don’t say a word.”’ She then 
positively identified him as the man 
who assaulted her. 

While the South student was testify- 
ing, police brought in another victim 
of an alleged rape who positively iden- 
tified Jewett as the man who raped 
her in her back yard in Auburndale 
Oct. 31. 

After the probable cause hearing 
was concluded, Jewett was arraigned 
on a rape charge and Judge Basbas 
set his bail at $50,000. He was remand- 
ed to the House of Correction at 
Billerica in lieu of bail. A probable 
cause hearing on the new charge was 
scheduled for Feb. 11. 

At the probable cause hearing, the 
Newton South student testified that 
she left the school at 2:20 p.m. and 
met Jewett on the path between that 
time and 2:30 p.m. 


She said she ran to the school after 
being assaulted and spoke to a 
secretary and then to principal 
Ernest Seasholes, who called police. 

A police report was later introduced 
which indicated that police received 
the call from Seasholes at 2:25 p.m. 

Joel Frost, chief psychologist at the 
Massachusetts Treatment Center, 
located on the grounds of MCI 
Bridgewater, testified that Jewett 
was in the corridor there at exactly 2 
p.m. 

Two other Bridgewater staff 
members executed affidavits in sup- 
port of Frost’s testimony. Jewett has 
been committing himself to 
Bridgewater on a voluntary basis 
since his release from that institution 
in June. He had been committed there 
ona charge of rape. 


Jewett was charged with a rape in 
Watertown earlier this fall, but that 
charge was dismissed. 

Jewett testified that he was in the 
town of Bridgewater all afternoon 
Oct. 24 doing his laundry. He recom- 
mitted himself to the institution, he 
said, at 5 p.m. that day. 


Homestead addition in doubt 


NEWTON — The addition to the 
Jackson Homestead, this city’s 
historical society's home and the 
closest thing Newton has to a 
historical museum, ‘‘possibly may 
never get off the ground.” 

That was the warning spoken Mon- 
day night at a meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen by Public Facilities Chair- 
man Richard McGrath. 

Ald. Mark White, who said he had 
voted against the project in the begin- 
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ning because ‘nothing concrete” had 
been presented by the Homestead, 
said, “There’s still nothing concrete. 
We have to reexamine the whole pro- 
ject in light of the fiscal situation in 
this city,” 

The Friends of the Jackson 
Homestead, a volunteer group that 
works at and for the Homestead, of- 
fered several years ago to raise funds 
for an addition to the Homestead to 
house a vault for historical records, 
storage space and more display 
space, if the city would chip in funds 
for the foundation and the vault. 

The mayor agreed to earmark 
$77,000 for the Homestead on thé con- 
dition that the Friends proceed with 
their fund raising. The Board of 
Aldermen approved the release of a 
portion of the money for architect 
fees. 

Since then, the selection of an ar- 
chitect proceeded at a bureaucratic 
pace, and the contract will not be 
signed until some time in the sum- 
mer. 


The fund raising has proceeded at 
an even slower pace because there 
have been no renderings or ar- 
chitect’s plans with which to en- 
courage donations. 


Meanwhile over the years the 
estimated cost of construction has 
jumped to at least double what was 
being considered two years ago. 

McGrath said he had asked Mayor 


Theodore Mann's assistant, James 
Hickey, whether the city would be 
willing to commit more than the 
$77,000, but has had no response. 

McGrath blamed the Friends in 
part for the delay and said the 
Friends could have developed render- 
ings for fund-raising purposes. 


Human Services Committee Chair- 
man Carol Ann Shea asked the Board 
of Aldermen Monday night for ap- 
proval of a resolution asking for all 
possible speed in getting the 
Homestead addition under way. 


Ald. Lisle Baker joined Shea in her 
plea for approval of the project and 
approval of a $4000 appropriation re- 
quest coming from the mayor for the 
architect. The Friends are to match 





the $4000. The money will be for 
preliminary plans. 

“What we're doing is information 
funding, for a group of volunteers who 
are willing to work hard. It is impor- 


for volunteers who are doing 
something for us,” Baker said. 

Nevertheless, the matter was sent 
back to Human Services Committee, 
for a purpose not stated. 


Mayor Mann said Tuesday he had 
had no request to indicate how much 
more, if any, funding he would be will- 
ing to add to the $77,000. “If it makes 
good sense for me to request more 
money, I'll do it. We have to recognize 
the volunteers and the hours spent on 
this museum and its educational and 
historical value’” Mann said.

Something 
smells 


The deodorant market is big business 
even with aerosol cans in disrepute. For 
centuries people have been creating ar- 
tificial odors as aphrodisiacs or to mask 
what have been considered unpleasant 
smells from the human body. 

But now a group of scientists has, an- 
nounced that just maybe what comes 
naturally is better. 

A British team at Warwick University 
reports that pheromones—substances that 
affect the behavior of others—are secreted 
by people as well as by animals. The team 
has refined a particular pheromone and 
has found that steroids derived from 
human secretions, especially alpha an- 
drostenol from the sweat of males, turn 
women on. In contrast, men generally 
found the substance, which smells 
something like sandalwood, to be quite 
repellent. This ought to start a whole new 
debate about homosexuality. 

The team reports that ‘the behavior of 
most animals is dominated by the sense of 
smell, but in humans, the effect of smells 
generally seems buried among the sensa- 
tions of vision and hearing. It is time for 
science to take a more serious look at how 
the olfactory sense affects human 
behavior.” 

Does that mean the overthrow of the per- 
fume and deodorant industry? Will there 
be locker room smells at cocktail parties? 
Not at all. Already a commercial perfume 
manufacturer is working out a way to use 
the alpha androstenol in an aftershave lo- 
tion.

The wrong place to draw the line

The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan and the 
massacres and technological atrocities there have 
shown the world what it has seen before: the bald 
intention of the USSR to dominate, exploit and, if 
necessary, destroy other nations. Even within that 
union of alleged republics, nations and ethnic 
populations which would otherwise be nations are 
brutally suppressed and then, of course, there are 
the slave nations of Eastern Europe. 


The American public hasn't worried much about 
Soviet hegemony since the ‘‘Red scares” of the 
1950s, but it is now clear that detente and SALT are 
dead and we must watch international events 
carefully with the lessons of history in mind. 

Two accounts of the outbreak of world war, Bar- 
bara Tuchman’s The Guns of August about World 
War I and William Shirer’s Berlin Diary about 
World War II, both use one term frequently: ‘‘the 
democracies.” In both instances the term means 
the side which is clobbered at the outset by well- 
prepared totalitarian enemies. 

I, for one, do not think it is time to. beat the tom- 
toms and start the war dance, but I do believe it is 
essential to be prepared, remembering, of course, 
that if the conflict reaches the proportions it could 
reach, everyone will be sorry. 


Capitol Hill Highlights 


I don’t think the U.S. should drag the concept of 
brinksmanship out of mothballs. That philosophy 
assumed that any unaligned country constitutes a 
vacuum which will be filled by the Soviets if we 
don’t get there first. 

C. Douglas Dillon, in an appearance at Newton 
South High School last year, described the change 
in cold war strategy. Basically, the U.S. does not 
have to consider itself the only check to Soviet 
hegemony. “We've found that people don’t want to 
be taken over,” he said. 

The recent U.N. vote deploring the invasion of 
Afghanistan shows that the U.S. can rely on the rest 
of the world to help oppose the Soviets. 

President Carter has been accused of stoking a 
“war fever,”’ and indeed he has not ruled out the 
possibility of using nuclear weapons to defend the 
Persian Gulf. While I agree that the U.S. cannot 
pursue a policy of appeasement a la Neville 
Chamberlain, I find it very distressing that the 
president should announce that we will go to war if 
our oil supplies are threatened. 

I think that is a stupid place to draw the line. It 
can only confirm in the eyes of the world the U.S. 
image as a fossil fuel junky. It suggests that the 
U.S. will fight, even with nuclear weapons, for oil to 
maintain its outrageous ‘‘lifestyle,” and that defen- 
ding the freedom of our allies is entirely secondary. 


Unspeakable atrocities were committed in Viet- 
nam “‘in defense of freedom,” and I don’t mean to 
say that we can clearly say in any particular case 
that we are the champions of freedom. We sup- 
ported repressive regimes in Vietnam, Iran and 
Nicaragua and we still support them in Chile, 
Brazil, the Philippines, Korea and many other 
countries. ; 

The president’s commitment to human rights 
seems hollow when we see what horrors these 
governments cook up every day, but that should not 
mean that we have to abandon it. 

The Soviet plan for world domination must be op- 
posed and the U.S. should help in every way possi- 
ble the nations threatened. I hope the Afghans give 
them all the war they can stomach and we should 
send those guerillas all the weapons they need. 

But we should not go to war to protect the supply 
of oil which has been fueling our disastrous way of 
life. Our reliance on petroleum, particularly for 
automobiles, has stunted our architecture and the 
design of our cities, it has destroyed the social and 
economic ties which used to unite neighborhoods 
and it has threatened our environment on a grand 
scale. 

Oil is not worth fighting for. Freedom is.

Moves to save America’s farmlands

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Every day in the United 
States, four square miles of our nation’s prime 
farmlands are shifted to uses other agriculture. 
Productive cornfields become parking lots. Wheat- 
fields become condominiums. The rate of this con- 
version of farmland is startling, and as our popula- 
tion continues to expand we must ask what this loss 
of farmland means for the future. 

This week the House will consider the 
Agricultural Land Protection Act, which would 
seek methods to reduce the rate of land conversion. 
The study authorized by this bill would examine the 
effects of federal programs on farmland conver- 
sion, and determine how these programs can be im- 
proved. It would also direct the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to assist state and local governments to 
develop methods of reducing farmland conversion. 
In addition, funds would be authorized for 
demonstration programs and technical assistance 
to state and local governments. 

I will be supporting this measure with my vote 
when it comes to the floor of the House. With a 
hungry world dependent on American food, and our 
own balance of payments so dependent on overseas 
agricultural sales, we must protect one of our most 
vital national resources — America’s farmlands. 


Medical Information 


A 13-year-old orphan was once placed in a mental 
institution for six months because it was the only 


home that could be found for him. Years later, in 
1976, the same man was denied a New York taxi 
license because his medical records revealed he 
had been in a mental hospital. If this man had had 
an opportunity to check his record for accuracy, or 
if the privacy of his records had been protected, this 
and thousands of similar incidents would never 
have occurred. 


To correct these and other abuses I have joined in 
sponsoring the Federal Privacy of Medical In- 
formation Act. This bill would permit individuals to 
examine and correct their medical records, while 
closing the records to employers and insurers 
unless they have the individual’s permission. 


A few days ago, this was approved by the Sub- 
committee on Government Information and In- 
dividual Rights, on which I serve, and sent on to the 
full Government Operations Committee. I will be 
working for its passage there, and in the full House. 


Medicaid 

A full one-quarter of the current nursing home 
population is estimated to be unnecessarily institu- 
tionalized. Many of these elderly and chronically ill 
people could remain in their homes if their com- 
munities had adequate health and social services. 

Part of the solution to this problem lies in a pro- 
posed revision of the Medicaid program which I am 
cosponsoring. Currently Medicaid provides full fun- 
ding for nursing home care, but almost nothing for 
community-based care. In fact, 40 percent of 


Medicaid funds go for nursing home care, while a 


mere 1 percent goes for community-based care! 


The Medicaid Community Care Act of 1980, which 
I am supporting, provides incentives for states to 
develop community care programs to help keep 
more elderly and disabled persons in their homes, 
and out of institutions. States would receive higher 
matching funds for providing community services 
— services which in the long run will prove cheaper 


than the costs of nursing homes. 
Hunger in America 
America has made tremendous strides 


eliminating hunger malnutrition around the world, 
and yet there may be isolated population groups 
re at home who are not adequately fed. Both the 
rtment of Agriculture and the General Office 

it that nutrition surveillance information is 
often untimely, insufficient, and omits important 


population groups. 


To address this problem I have joined with other 
members of Congress in sponsoring a resolution 
calling on the secretaries of Agriculture and 
Health, Education and Welfare, to devise a specific 
plan for national nutrition surveillance to identify 
Americans who may be suffering from and not 


reached by current nutrition programs. 


With unemployment, food and fuel prices rising, 
we must be sure that no one is deprived of food 


because we didn’t know they were hungry.

Image making by pay raise

BOSTON — The Massachusetts 
Legislature seems to have a death wish, 
a penchant for looking after itself and 
thereby blackening its own image. 


There is almost universal agreement 
that the way it voted itself 10 to 50 per- 
cent pay raises last Halloween night was 
improper, however much some ad- 
justments might have been justified by 
the recent cut in the size of the House. 


That clandestine Halloween per- 
formance did little to enhance the 
public’s perception of lawmakers as 
selfless public servants. Now, chagrined 
by feedback from the provinces, the 
legislature is moving to undo some of the 
damage. 


With the cooperation of Gov. King, a 
defunct seven-member Advisory Board 
on Legislative and Constitutional Of- 
ficers’ Compensation has been revived. 
It has assumed the task of bringing some 
objectivity to the emotional question of 
what is fair remuneration for 
lawmakers during belt-tightening times. 


It is to report back by the end of 
February. 


Made up of private citizens, the board 
is tackling its job conscientiously and 
under forced draft. A week ago, it held 
its second public hearing. One would 
have thought taxpayers would turn out 
by the hundreds, but a prior, poorly- 
publicized hearing in Worcester drew 
ten witnesses and last week maybe 75 
souls were on hand. As usual, legislators 
dominated the testimony, a few 
vigorously to defend the raises, the rest 
to criticize the §$1800-to-§20,000 point 
spread between the merest and the 
mostest salary jumps, to say nothing of 
the manner of their adoption. 


These hearings are only one element 
of the information the board is digesting. 
Already a mountain of data has been 
provided — exhaustive studies of private 
sector/public sector salary com- 
parisons; details from five previous 
studies dating back to 1963 (when 
legislators’ salaries were $5200 and the

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State budget was one-tenth today’s); an 
exemplary review of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania's salary schedules; and 
reports from all 49 other states on their 
salary levels. 


The board is posing to itself such ques- 
tions as: 


- whether any new salaries should ap- 
ply not to sitting members but to those 
elected for the next session; 


- whether the present practice of 
equating legislative salaries with those 
of Grade 19 state employees (who 
negotiate for raises which legislators 





vote to fund and in which they have a 
vested interest) should be scrapped; 

~ whether legislative salaries should 
be pegged to a proportion of the gover- 
nor's pay; 


~ and when should the rest of ex- 
ecutive salaries be reviewed as an incen- 
tive towards recruiting managerial 
talent, 


These elusive answers are “being 
sought against the grim backdrop of a 13 
percent inflation rate, a stringent 4 per- 
cent cap on spending imposed by these 
Same lawmakers on all local com- 
munities and the 7 percent ceiling on 
wages being jawboned by President 


Carter. The board is considering raises 
that are more politically realistic and 
less ideal, again in light of the times. 


Meanwhile the image of the 
Legislature is of a body that does not get 
down to serious business till mid- 
February, that is called to order only 
three days a week normally and even 
then often sits for only a few minutes, 
that in ordinary years takes a six-week- 
plus vacation and in election years like 
this knocks off early to campaign for re- 
election. 


It has been suggested to the board, 
perhaps facetiously, that to simplify its 
work, it might be a good idea to take 
each of the 160 House members and each 
of the 40 senators, evaluate his or her 
performance, effectiveness, productivi- 
ty, Conscientiousness, etc., judge each 
on a scale of 1 to 10 and pay him or her 
accordingly. In their own quaint way, 
voters make some such visceral 
judgments when their reps are up for re- 
election. 


_An underlying question is whether it is 

time now to phase out the traditional 
concept of lawmakers as_ citizen- 
legislators, men and women of ex- 
perience called from the community for 
4 spell of public service. Is it time to 
move towards full-time professional 
legislators dedicated to the complicated 
job with no other source of income? 


_ Speedy action by the Advisory Board 
's essential. For one thing, a dozen bills 
are on the calendar either to repeal 
outright the Halloween heist or to modify 
the increases. For another, several 
repeal questions will be on November 
ballots as referendum issues on which 


irate voters will Surely vent their 
frustration. 


Once the board's recommendations 
are in, they will be debated, revised and 
enacted in some form. At least one 
monkey will be off the backs of 
beleaguered lawmakers. 


Then it will be time for Gov. King to 
4ppoint a similar group of civic-minded 
outsiders and assign them the even more 
formidable and long-range task of 
reviewing the salary levels of everyone 
else in state government.

It appears that the City of Newton 
many not be truly committed to 
energy conservation. While it is true 
that we have both a city energy of- 
ficer and a citizens’ committee on 
energy, this seems to be mere window 
dressing. 

When the commission on energy 
was established, it was charged with 
the duty of developing and implemen- 
ting programs to reduce the energy 
requirements of the city. However, no 
funds have ever been appropriated 
for even the most minimal im- 
provements. 

As a frequent visitor to City Hall, I 
find it unbelievable that weather 
stripping is nowhere to be found. Air 
conditioners are not wrapped in 
Plastic (letting the air whistle in); 
and I have yet to see a storm window! 

Additionally, in my “mini energy 
audit" I noted many extra lights left 
burning. Breezeway doors (installed 


energy 


to stop drafts) do not have self-closing 
mechanisms, As a result, they were 
all open during my visit. 


How can the city claim to be com- 
mitted to energy conservation if it 
refuses to undertake the most fun- 
damental procedures to winterize 
municipal buildings? 


Obviously the city cannot make all 
modifications at once. The citizens’ 
energy commission has had only one 
meeting. However, it would appear 
that everyone will be wasting their 
time if the suggestions made for 
modifications fail to be implemented. 

This year’s relatively mild winter 
will probably save city taxpayers 
from the true impact of the 
skyrocketing energy costs. Work 
should begin immediately to spare 
taxpayers from supporting energy 
waste.

The Department of Education seems 
to agree with me that the City is not 
providing many special needs 
students with the educations they re- 
quire, as more and more students are 
sent to private schools. 

Our school administration complain 
forever that other agencies are not do- 
ing their jobs, but only the school 
systems are currently legally re- 
quired to provide all services to 
children who need them. 

Why doesn’t the Newton School 
Department accept the realities of the 
law as it now stands? It certainly 
could begin to work to change the law, 
through new legislation. But in the 
meantime, they could begin to pro- 
vide the very best possible programs 
for children currently in our schools, 
so their parents won’t seek private 
placements. 

From a parental point of view, I feel 
most parents would agree that sen- 
ding a child away from home for 
schooling is a last resort. Obviously 
those parents who have sent their 
children away from our public schools 
have found many un-met needs of 
their children in our schools. 

So, Newton Department of Special 
Education and Mr. Fink let’s stop 
squabbling about who should be doing 
what. Since you're being forced to pay 
for all services whether you think you 
should or not, let's do it in the most 
cost-effective way. 

Currently an average of $14,873 per 
child is being spent for the 88 children 
in private placement. Please try to 
use that money more creatively and 
more beneficially for all Newton 
special needs students and their 
families.

of Aldermen in setting a price of 
$180,000 on Claflin Hall in Newton- 
ville. 


Anyone who has any experience in 
buying and selling land which is zoned 
for apartment development will find 
these comments amusing, because 
they are out of touch with the reality 
of today’s market. 


We do, after all, live in a free enter- 
prise market, and the prices of com- 
parable land and buildings in the 
marketplace will determine the price 
that the Finance Committee sets on 
land of belonging to the city that is be- 
ing sold for commercial development. 

On the Claflin Hall matter, within 
the Finance Committee, both Ald. 
Robert Tennant and I stated that the 
Claflin Hall property was worth 
somewhere between $200,000 and 
$250,000. 

We made this statement in the face 
of a Planning Department recommen- 
dation of a market value of $110,000 to 
$120,000. There were indications that 
some developers would pay as high as 
$193,000, but the Finance Committee 
determined to set the minimum price 
of Claflin Hall at $180,000 in order to 
give the mayor some leeway to 
negotiate with potential developers as 
to siting of buildings, design, access, 
ete. The mayor was successful in 

negotiating a price of $226,000. 

Low- or moderate-income housing 
will be built in the city when subsidies 
are available for such construction. 
The price of construction today, as 
well as the cost of land, makes the 
construction of these units prohibitive 
without subsidies,

we must be willing to consider 
allocating the financial resources of 
the city to subsidize the construction. 

Unless and until we are willing to do 
that, all the talk about low- and 
middle-income housing in Newton will 
be merely rhetoric.

‘Day care homes’ 
don't need permits 


NEWTON — By a 23-1 vote the 
Board of Aldermen, with Paul Daley 
dissenting, cleared the way for state- 
licensed ‘‘day care homes”’ to operate 
in this city without a special permit of 
the board. 

An interpretation of the home- 
occupation ordinance by Building 
Commissioner Allan Fraser would 
have required all day-care homes to 
come before the Board of Aldermen in 
the complicated, risky, and often ex- 
pensive procedure of obtaining a 
special permit. 

The home-occupation ordinance 





allows a business to be conducted in a 
residential area, but there may be no 
more than three customers, pupils or 
patients on the premises at one time. . 


“Day care homes,”’ as defined and 
licensed by the state, may have up to 
six children in a home. 


An amendment offered by Ald. Li- 
sle Baker to answer some of the op- 
position to allowing day-care homes 
without city controls would have re- 
quired timely inspection of the home 
by the Office for Children for the ex- 
emption from a special permit.

Library computer funding in doubt 


NEWTON — A bond-issue request 
for $248,500 for a computer system for 
the Newton Free Library that should 
be able to save considerable money 
has been held by the aldermanic 
Human Services Committee because 
of discrepancies in savings and cost 
estimates. The true saving to be 
realized will be far less, if it exists at 
all, than that suggested by one of the 
firms in the business, CLSI, which 
supplies computers and services for 
libraries. By assigning the actual cost 
of each transaction now performed in 
libraries that could be done by com- 
puter, CLSI has come up with poten- 
tial savings annually of $165,747 to 
$375300 over the first five years of the 
system. 

But Library Director Virginia Tash- 
jian told the Human Services Com- 
mittee that after one or two years of 
the system, there might be three 
librarians’ jobs gone. The cost of 
operation of the CLSI syswhich could 
only tem would mean an annual ex- 
pense of about $44,000, mean an 


$44,000 increase in the library budget. 
That is not likely to be approved, and 
some aldermen wonder whether 
Tashjian plans to close two branches 
to get the funds needed to pay for the 
annual operation of the computer 
system. CLSI based its estimates of 
cost of the new computer system — 
$195,000 for a five-year lease — on use 
of the “LIBS 100,” which according to 
CLSI has the capacity for 168,000 
titles, 337,000 ‘‘items,"’ and 625,000 an- 
nual circulation transactions. If 
figures from the library annual report 
are correct, the computer may have 
too limited capacity. The annual 
report for fiscal year 1979 shows the 
library system to have 322,000 books 
(not titles), and an annual circulation 
for all print materials of 696,795. 

The “items” are not explained in 
the CLSI presentation. There are, ac- 
cording to the library annual report, 
about 8500 nonprint materials 
available for borrowing, including 






culation up to 711,738 for fiscal 1979. 
The computer system will eliminate 
much of the hand work in checking 
books in and out and will be able to 
locate any book instantly. It will 
signal the return of reserve books and 
if requested will print out a notice to 
the next person in on the list for the 
book. The computer will also notice 
when a book is returned by a delin- 
quent patron and compute the amount 
of fine, print out bills when necessary, 
and maintain circulation and 
patronage records. There would be a 
central computer in the Main Library 
and a remote terminal in each of the 
10 branches, although Tashjian also 
said each of the two high schools 
would have a terminal. Human Ser- 
vices Committee Chairman Carol Ann 
Shea said her committee voted in 
favor of the bond issue because of the 
improved service it promises, not so

I’m that 
people in desperate need of emergen- 
cy services may not be able to get 
them. The regulations now require 
that family practically bankrupt itself 
before it may receive emergency 
assistance.”’ 



















The Newton lawmaker noted the 
regulations ‘‘also put the would-be 
recipient in the ‘‘Catch-22” situation 
of having to expend money it no 
longer has before it may receive state 
aid. 


“Tronically these restrictive regula-

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Regional housing plan could help Newton 


NEWTON — City participation in a 
just-approved regional housing plan 
neans bonus funding in exchange for a 
goal of creating more than 500 
assisted housing units in the next 
three years. 

The Areawide Housing Opportunity 
Plan (AHOP) establishes subsidized 
housing goals to meet low and 
moderate income housing. needs 
through new construction, rehabilita- 
tion of existing units and rental 
assistance. 

The greater Boston area is eligible 
for more than $1 million in federal 
housing and community developnent 
funds because of U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) approval of the plan. 

David W. Jackson, Newton’s 
representative to the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council (MAPC) that 
submitted the plan to HUD, said city 
participation involves benefits is well 
as risks. 

Continued eligibility for federal 
funding requires that the city makes 
substantial progress toward meeting 
its own housing goals, he said. ‘When 
the city sticks its neck out like this it 
involves some risk.” 

In particular discretionary bonus 
funds might not be approved, Jackson 
said, if there is no progress toward the 
goals. 

The amount of housing outlined in 
the plan seems significant in terms of 
Newton's past performance, Jackson 
said, but it is peanuts” compared to 
housing efforts in other communities. 

MAPC has already submitted an 
application for several million dollars 
of bonus Section 8 funding. If that ap- 
plication is approved, MAPC will sub- 
mit an application for bonus com- 
munity development (Community 
Development Block Grant) and com- 
prehensive planning funds. 

In addition to bonus funding, ap- 
proval of the AHOP means HUD will 
use the document “‘to the maximum 
extent practicable” in making routine 
allocations of housing assistance. 

The city’s housing plan identifies 
1,219 lower-income family renters in 
Need of assistance, 1,060 lower- 
income owners, 707 elderly and han- 
dicapped renters, and 1,421 elderly 
and handicapped owners. 

The three year goal is 28 new units 
and 168 existing units for lower- 
income renters, and 47 new units and 
58 existing units for elderly and han- 
dicapped renters. 

The three year goal for lower- 
income owners is 97 units 
rehabilitated with federal funds. For

elderly and handicapped owners, 130 
units would be rehabilitated with 
federal money in three years. 

To meet those goals, the city will re- 
ly on new construction for 24 lower- 
income family units, and 43 elderly 
and handicapped units. 

A city ordinance that requires a 
developer to provide 10 per cent of his 
units to the city when he is allowed to 
exceed zoning densities is projected to 
provide eight units in the next three 
years, with four of the units for family 
housing. 

Federal Section 8 rental assistance 
is projected to provide 162 family 
units and 58 elderly and handicapped 
units over the next three years. 

Rehabilitation assistance will be 
counted on for 97 family units and 130 
elderly and handicapped units in the 
next three years. 

High rents and low vacancy rates 
make it difficult to find units that 
qualify for subsidy programs, par- 
pene in the case of family hous-

In addition, developers in recent 
years have been allowed to set aside 
cash for housing subsidies instead of 
providing units to meet their obliga- 
tion under the city’s ‘‘10 per cent or- 
dinance.” 

Community Development Block 
Grant funds allocated for rehabilita- 
tion programs have not been spent at 
the rate of allocation. 

The 41 units of elderly housing at 
the former Hamilton Elementary 
School in Lower Falls is not included 
in the three-year plan. 

The housing goals are not enough to 
create low-income housing in the city, 
Jackson said, and a ‘‘change of at- 
titude” is needed. 


There is an ordinance that allows 
the conversion of large, single-family 
homes to two or more units on large 
lots but its use has been extremely 
limited, Jackson said. 


Elimination of the Housing Authori- 
ty, and investing the Planning and 
Development Department with its 
authority, was a mistake according to 
Jackson, and the Housing Authority 
should be revived. 

The Board of Aldermen, Jackson 
said, should declare a moratorium on 
the prosecution of illegal apartment 
owners, inventory the apartments, 
then legalize those apartments that 
meet code standards. 


Legalization of now-illegal apart- 
ments could be the first step toward a 
changing attitude about multi-family 
housing. ‘We may have 2,300 apart- 
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ments we never knew about,” 
Jackson said. 

Newton should have much more 
low-income housing, Jackson said, 
but the city “opposed it’” and the 
Board of Aldermen has done little to 
discourage new development on open 
space. 

Jackson, as an MAPC represen- 
tative, this week asked the Planning 
and Development Board to set aside 
additional community development 
money for low-income housing.

because by the time we finally get 
around to building the plants, all of 
the materials will be more expen- 
sive,” he said. ‘Nuclear is the 
cheapest form of energy, that is, 
until the anti-nukes try to drive the 
price up. The oil comapnies are 
prospering like mad now because 
of this. 

“Oil is no longer financial, it’s 
political,” he continued. ‘Iran has 
us handcuffed. We’re down on our 
kness begging for oil.”” 

One incident that particularly ir- 
ritated DeLollis occurred over a 
year o ago, when residents of 
Newton objected to nuclear waste 
being transported through the city. 

The law now says that the police 
and fire departments must be call- 
ed, so that vehicles can pass 
through the city, which DeLollis 
feels is ‘adding on the cost to the 
taxpayer for unnecessary things.” 

What he would like to see happen 
-in this country is already happen- 
ing in France. According to the 
French Minister of Industry, Andre 
Giraud, that country will open a 
new nuclear power plant every two 
months until 1985, enabling them to 
cut their dependence on imported 
oil from the present 67 percent to 45 
percent in 1986. 

But because of the widespread 
fear in the United States of nuclear 
power, the licensing process here 
has virtually halted. Most of the 
fear is the result of the accident at 
Three Mile Island, which DeLollis 
calls a ‘contrived fiasco.”” 

“The fear is totally unwarranted. 


Nobody has ever been injured from 
radiation in a nuclear power 
plant,” he said. ‘‘What happened at 
Three Mile Island was a combina- 
tion of situations where certain 
things were supposed to be shut 
and who knows if they really were. 
The thing is, the controls worked. 
When the radiation was sent to 
another building, it was because 
somebody had sent it there on pur- 
pose, because they were supposed 
to. 


“The amount of radiation releas- 
ed was not measurable, it was so 
small. It was less than the amount 
you would recieve if you got on a 
plane and flew from here to 
California ‘” he said. 

He said that he refused to go see 
the “China Syndrome,” a movie 
about an accident at a nuclear 
power plant, but that some people 
he works with went to see it and 
“laughed all the way through it.” 


“There is always the possiblity 
that someday, somebody could get 
hurt or killed, but there is no other 
form of energy that has near the 
safety record that nuclear energy 
has,”’ he said. ‘‘An accident, even 
like the one in the movie, couldn’t 
conceivably kill 


According to both DeLollis, who 
works on the reactor containers, 
and a report published by Dr. 
Thomas H. Pigford, who served on 
the Keneny Commission, the con- 
tainment would have survived a 
meltdown at Three Mile Island and 
protected the public. 


Whether the accident there was 
really as serious as people think, 
there is always the possiblity of a 
potentialaccident, not to mention 
the possibilty that a serious acident 
may have already occured. 

According to a recent article in 
The Wall Street Journal , a dissi- 
dent Soviet biochemist, Zhores 
Medvedev, claims that in the 1950’s 
an exploion at a nuclear-waste 
disposal plant in the Ural Moun- 
tains in Russia killed hundreds of 
people and destroyed miles of land- 
scape. 


The Central Intelligence Agency 
also believes that two other major 
nuclear accidents occured in the 
Soviet Union, and a human rights 
group in Czechoslovakia has 
reported two major accidents 
there, according to the same arti- 
cle. 


Naturally, these reports have 
been denied, and DeLollis says that 
they are nothing but “‘innuendo.”’ 

“The beauty of a nuclear power 
plant is that the fuel sits there, and 
sits there, and sits there, and just 
keeps on giving you energy,’ he 
said. “People complain that the 
people in the United States use too 
Much energy, but we need to 
because we’re the breadbasket of 
the world! We have to transport a 
finished product and we need 
energy to do it. We're feeding 
these other countries. We have to 
ask ourselves why we are using all 
this energy. It isn’t because we are 
wasteful.”

he said, while school activity will keep 
that same fiber constantly suspended, 
and said it is difficult to guage long 
range effects. Asbestos levels that ex- 
ceed the workplace standard are 
visibly dusty, he said. 

One the other hand, Spooner said 
vandalism could result in ‘‘a very 
acute exposure in a short time” and 
he said evidence of vandalism showed 
up during his sampling in the school. 

Atty Michael Baram, a member of 
the EPA National Advisory Commis- 
sion on Toxic Substances, said the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute predicts 18 per 
cent of the cancers in the next genera- 
tion will be attributed to asbestos ex- 
posure. 

School children are of concern, 
Baram said, because disease caused 
by asbestos will not show up for 20 to 
40 years. School children become the 
first targets of exposure because they 
are in buildings regularly that were 
constructed in the 1960’s when use of 
asbestos was prevalent. 

Baram said asbestos law suits in 
the past have failed because 
municipalities have relied on the 
defense of sovereign a terley, The 
Legislature abolished that principle 
of law last year and Baram predicted 


suits against School Committees who | 


do not move to correct asbestos pro- 
blems. 

Dr. David Kotelchuck, a lecturer at 
the Harvard School of Public Health, 
said roughly 50 per cent of all asbestos 
workers die of 
diseases. 

He traced a history of asbestos 
manufacture in the country and early 
Studies that pointed to dangers. As

Little is known about the effect of 
asbestos exposure on the general 
population, Kotelchuck said, but he 
argued against setting a safe 
threshhold for exposure until that safe 
level is clearly demonstrated. 

Paul Heffernan, regional asbestos 
coordinator for the EPA, said 
asbestos is one of 26 substances 
recognized by the federal 
government as cancer-causing 
agents. When the EPA banned the use 
of asbestos as a spray coating in 
buildings it caught Newton in the mid- 
dle of construction of Newton North 
High School. 

Dr. Spooner said summer vacation 
is the only time to deal with asbestos 
removal in the school. The work takes 
time, he said, and must be done 
carefully but he estimated the

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Dealing with oncoming blindness

Barbara Silver is a young, attractive mother of 
two who is gradually going blind. 

When the diagnosis of retinitis pigmentosa was 
delivered several years ago, the reaction of the 
trained artist was not despair but desire to know 
what she was facing. 

Mrs. Silver remembers being extremely upset 
but, also, feeling the immediate need for more in- 
formation and someone to talk to about the ex- 
perience, 

“I was terribly afraid to meet a blind person, but 
had to know what it’s like to be blind.” 


Fortunately for Mrs. Silver, there was some 
place to go. She was referred to the Vision Founda- 
tion of Newton, which specializes in aiding those 
who are losing their eyesight. 


The foundation offers support groups, led by and 
for those with declining vision; information and 
listings on education and appliances; and resource 
descriptions of various agencies which deal with 
specific problems. 

One of its founders and president, Mimi Winer is 
much like Mrs. Silver, in that her response to on- 
coming blindness led to finding help for herself and 
many others. 

As she sits in an office of the foundation, located 
at the Carroll Rehabilitation Center, on Centre 
Street, Newton, Mrs. Winer is the hub of activity. 


Volunteers both sighted and with impaired vision 
are busily answering phones and making specific 
recommendations. 

Work is continuing on the update of Mrs. Winer’s 
very successful directory of services. 

But things weren’t always this way. 

The foundation president recalls with some awe 
that most of what is now offerred to those with 
declining vision was not available wheri she first 
sought it out 18 years ago. 

Most service organizations were set up then and 
even now to serve those who are already blind. 


“But what do you do while you wait," she queries. 
“This is most difficult to deal with, watching your 
vision go and the constant readjustment to loss.” 


Dealing with her difficulties has transformed the 
Wayland housewife with a penchant for art into a 
businesswoman of some expertise. 

“Now I'm creative in other ways,” she modestly 
comments. 

“T've learned how to run a small nonprofit cor- 
poration, developed grantmanship and fundraising 
abilities,” she acknowledges with amazement and 
pleasure. 

She has even taken a course in statistics and 
mastered its intricacies with the aid of a speech 
calculator. 

The president is impelled, she says, to extend the 
services of the foundation to as many as possible. 
To that end, the mother of three grown sons devotes 
40 to 60, mostly volunteer, hours to the vision 
organization each week. 

“For me, serving others helps me heal myself”’ 

At the present, Mrs. Winer is, also, acting as pro- 
ject director for self help groups for the elderly 
under a grant from West Suburban Elder Services. 


From her own experience, the director considers 
the support group as lynchpin in the vision center’s 
services. 

She believes the small, personalized group is 
geared to provide emotional sustenance; to give a

person in crisis an opportunity to talk with others 
living under the same circumstances. 

Meetings are usually held once a month with the 
four hour format open and fluid following the needs 
of participants. 

Special care is taken to verbally introduce each 
member as they sit in a circle, and one person will 
often touch the next to introduce himself as the 
meeting opens. 

The group leader starts the meeting. and updates 
information. After several hours, participants 
preak for lunch and then continue on a one to one 

asis. 2 

Mrs. Silver recalls her first meeting with en- 
thusiasm. ‘I was buoyed to meet blind people that 
functioned, to meet professionals not recluses and 
know they had a life of their own.” 

Because she’s received much herself from the Vi- 
sion Foundation the artist now volunteers two days 
a week and organizes several of the support groups 
sponsored by the Massachusetts Commission for 
the Blind. 

“Vision is my outlet,’ emphasizes Mrs. Silver. 
“It allows me to be involved with blindness in a 
creative manner, as a positive force.” 

Mrs. Winer is particularly pleased with the ongo- 
ing revision of her large print resource ‘‘Informa- 


Hot role mix lets anyone bake 


If lack of time or confidence is keep- 
ing you from joining the growing 
number of enthusiastic yeast bakers, 
a good way to start is by making 
bread or rolls with hot roll mix. 


Because you are working with a 
small amount of dough that requires 
only a minute or two of kneading, you 
can get the feel of working with yeast 
dough without the lengthy - and 
sometimes sticky - kneading period 
most yeast recipes call for. 


Baking with hot roll mix is quicker, 
too, At most, recipes require two 
short rising times - 30 to 45 minutes 
each instead of 1 to 1-% hours. Some 
recipes call for only one rise. 


Since hot roll mix contains the same 
ingredients - like enriched flour, 
shortening, sugar, salt; dry milk and 
yeast - that you would put into your 
own home recipe, the results are so 
close to scratch, most people can't tell 
the difference. 


It’s easy to make a variety of 
breads and even main dishes with the 
basic hot roll mix. Dill Casserole 
Bread, for example, is a variation of 
the $25,000 prize winning recipe that 
has been winning popularity contests 
for 19 years. Served warm with a bowl 
of hearty soup, this moist casserole 
bread makes an easy supper that will 
br requested often. 

Open Faced Cheese Sandwiches is 
an American cousin of deep dish piz- 
ta, with a melted Cheddar cheese top- 
ping instead of tranditional pizza in- 
gredients. 

One serving gives nearly one-fourth 
of your daily protein requirement, so 
this can be the main dish for a 
meatless meal. 


The dough rises only once and does 
not rise again before it is baked, so 
you can have it ready to serve in one 
hour. 

If you don’t own a yeast ther- 
mometer, a tip from home economists 
is to put a few drops of the liquid you 
use to dissolve the yeast on the inside 
of your wrist. If it feels neither hot nor 
cold, it is the right temperature. They 
say that the yeast in hot roll mix is 
more tolerant of slightly warm liquid 
than too cool.

tion and Resources for the Newly Blind and Visual- 
ly Handicapped.”’ The guide for people with sight 
loss has been planned on a national scale with 
separate state sections in the back. Publication is 
expected by midyear. 

She is also encouraged by the number of options 
developing for the visually impaired. She mentions 
sound reproduction, large print books and low vi- 
sion aids. 

“One of the most important breakthroughs in the 
last 10 years has been the advent of the low vision 
clinic,’ points out the foundation director. 

She reminds senior citizens served by West 
Suburban Elder Services of the self help groups 
available for those experiencing sight problems.

used it as money. Battles were fought over 
locales that were rich in salt deposits. The word 
“salary” comes from the Latin ‘‘sal’’ for salt. 
The expression ‘worth his weight in gold’ began 
as “worth his weight in salt.’ And Americans 
prize it enough to devour from & to 19 pounds of 
salt per person per year. 

After this illustrious past, is salt on its way 
out? Yes - in a manfier of speaking. Its overuse 
has been linked to hytertension (high blood 
pressure ). Studies have shown that in societies in 
which very little salt is consumed, there is 
almost no hypertension. In societies in which salt 
consumption is high, hypertension is common. 

Further, it has been found that the blood 
pressure of many hypertensive patients can be 
lowered by reducing their daily salt intake. 
Nutritionists now recommend that all 
Americans cut their use of salt from 10 to.24 
grams a day to about 5 grams. 
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The following recipes have been developed 
with no salt added. The various combinations of 
herbs and other seasonings heighten flavor.

The Sg to do about February is try to understand it and always mispro- 
nounce it. 
TV newscasters do and so, why not us? Why not the worst? 
Before people were interested in calendars, agrarians called all the mon- 
ths between harvest and the next planting season That Dead Time. Even- 
' es life became complicated to the extent that February had to be in- 
vented. 
Its Latin name means ‘the cleansing month.’ Huh. You can count on its be- 
ing the ‘brevissimus’ (shortest) month, even with the intercalary 29th of 
‘ Leap years. Happy Leap year. 
There are things to celebrate and do. Lincoln, Washington, the Charleses 
» Dickens, Darwin and Lindbergh were all born in Feb., as were Gertrude 
Stein and Copernicus and Winslow Homer, which brings us, rather neatly, I 
think, to arts and crafts. 


Pots, Bowls and Dishes: Early New England Earthenware opened Jan. 27 
the Jackson Homestead, 527 Washington St., and will run through April. 
= “We are setting a brick-kill on works to make Bricke and Tyle for the 
“making of our houses,’’ a Reverend Higginston wrote in Salem in 1629 (about 
vhalf of all potters pronounce ‘kiln’ ‘kill’). 


Potters came along on the earliest sailings to this new land because col- 
onists would need kitchenware as well as bricks and what pieces survive 
have an honest look and charming decoration, as evidenced at the 
Homestead.

The MFA Faneuil Hall is easy to find: flags are flying. Beautiful space, 
beautifully used, right now for Faces of 5,000 Years and On Angels’ Wings. 
Hours: Tues.-Sat., 11-7, Sun., 11-5. 

Earlier in the week, I was bowled over by the change in the shop at the 
Society of Arts and Crafts, 175 Newbury St. No more claustrophobia. The 
front room is cleaned out and a joy to behold—you can see one lovely object 
at a time — and there’s a sale going on in the back room. Ann Dean is the 
new director there and the hours are 10-5, Tues.-Sat. 

The Gallery Naga, at 67 Newbury St., has Bob Griffith, Another Look At 
Artists (collages) through February. Hours are Sat., 10-5. 

All the shows on my list are free and each and every gallery and shop will 
be happy to see you, especially in this glump month. Forgot Valentine’s 
Day. Happy that. .

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Chasing those 
pretty postcards

NEW YORK (NEA) - Scandalous! The very idea! 
That's what Victorians said in 1869 when Emanuel 
Herrmann produced the first post card in Austria 
(which he did because people communicated by 
post and he thought it made sense to scribble, ‘The 
pyramids are grand; Fred’s still sick," on a card 
instead of in a letter if that’s all you had to say.) 

“There was some resistance because people 
thought strangers would read the mail and cor- 
respondence should be kept private,” says Andreas 
Brown, post card collector and owner of New 
York's Gotham Book Mart. 

“But it caught on immediately and by 1906, 
Americans were purchasing 700,000,000 post cards 
a year; by 1913, 986,000,000. Literally billions were 
produced here and abroad so if everybody doesn’t 
chase the rarest cards, there are plenty to go 
around.” 

And people are chasing old post cards today, says 
Brown who serves as consulting advisor on post 
cards to the New York Poster and Post card Show, 
scheduled for March 22 and 23. 

“It's the fastest growing hobby in the country. I 
know of 15 books being written on the subject (at the 
Gotham, we carry 130 from all over the world). And 
at the annual Metopolitan Post card Show, the 
largest in the country which takes place in 
November in New York, there are 75 dealers. We 
had to turn away another 35 for lack of space.” 

What's more, there are from 30 to 50 regional post 
card clubs extant and, between September and 
June, one or two post card exhibitions and sales a 
month around the country. 

What those attending are after is literally 
whatever they fancy. 

“The wonder of the hobby,” he says, ‘‘is that the 
subjects are unlimited. The most obscure, in- 
conceivable things are on post cards."” 

Brown himself, who simply pursues “rare and 
antique cards” from the 1870s to 1915, the ‘golden 
age” of post cards, has cards depicting movie 
houses; people dressed as animals; shops that only 
sold post cards; and, among others, ‘‘real-photo 
cards,” 

“You'd take a picture with your camra and have 
it developed on post card stock,” he explains. “A 
real good photo card will run $10 to $50, but supply 
and demand determine the value. The most I’ve 
spent for a card is $900, but I’ve heard of them going 
for $2,000. Today, because value is accelerating so 
rapidly, there’s a tendency towards private auc- 
tions because a rare card that’s been going for $100 
for a year, will bring $350 at an auction.” 


A vacation 


That would warm the heart of 19th century mer- 
chants who used Herrmann’s invention as a cheap 
form of advertising. 

“A company or retail store would print its ad ona 
government post card and then illustrate it with the 
building or product. You got the card with the 
stamp for a penny so all you paid for was the 
printing.” 

“Soon,” he says, ‘‘you had resort hotels printing 
cards to sell to the guests. Then merchants began 
sending out cards with Christmas greetings, and it 
shifts to where a drugstore or a small shop in town 
begins printing local views of the main street and 
the Civil War monument on post cards and selling 
them to tourists.”” 

Finally, with growing competition between card 
producers, “you get ‘add-on’s,’ cards with feathers 
or glitter; mechanical cards with moving parts that 
worked when you pulled a tab.” Cards, too, made of 
leather, and small graphic works of art by leading 
artists of the time. 

Nevertheless, what collectors seem to prefer, he 
says, are local views. ‘‘Nostalgia is basically the 
motivating force behind collecting post cards. My 
hometown, San Diego, for instance, has been com- 
pletely rebuilt and there’s something nice in seeing 
a post card showing the junior high that was torn 
down 25 years ago. There’s a sense that life was 
sweeter and simpler which I’m not sure is 
escapism. If you can find something that gives you 
peace of mind, a haven from the world, it’s 
revitalizing.” 

And you may be perpetuating history. 
“Sometimes the only record or visual image you 
can find of small towns and villages that don’t exist 
anymore are the photo cards the people who lived 
there took.” 

But however you approach post cards — as 
“historical documents, fine graphic printing, vin- 
tage photography” or simply good things to stare at 
— you should start, he says, ‘‘by joining a local, 
regional club. You’ll meet people who've collected 
for 40 years; you'll see exhibits so you can look at 
cards and see how they’re priced, and that’s a good 
learning process. And you should also read up on 
the field.” 

Finally, make sure you’ve got an empty room 
somewhere. “I started collecting post cards five 
years ago,” says Brown, ‘‘and I now have 100,000 
cards.”"

spot with no McDonald's

OCRACOKE, N.C. (UPI) — As a winter vacation 
spot, Ocracoke Island is no place for those who like 
to be coddled. 

The 14-mile-long jumble of sand and brush on 
North Carolina's Outer Banks sees plenty of storms 
that nearly put it under water, as well as winds that 
can wrinkle a face ina hurry. 

But let other shores flaunt their winter tanning 
weather, residents in the village of Ocracoke say. 
They maintain their island has lots to give — pro- 
vided one succumbs to its terms. 

Ocracoke is hard to reach and offers few 
amenities. For those who make the hour-long trip 
down the Outer Banks, the island is another 45- 


, minute ferry ride away. Two other ferries make 2 


¥% hour trips to Ocracoke from Swan Quarter and 
Cedar Island, a pair of mainland communities that 
are several hours’ drive from the nearest interstate 
highway. 

In Ocracoke village — the only part of the island 
not protected as a national seashore — there is no 


' McDonald's, no Holiday Inn and few other traces of 


America’s neon culture. Some motels and 
restaurants even close in the winter, but visitors 


, can always find at least a few open. 


What Ocracoke does offer is a sort of cleansing, 
villagers say. The wind and sand have scrubbed 
away the lusher parts of nature, leaving a stark 
landscape where beauty has deferred to survival. 

In that simple world, villagers say, people learn 
from nature how to discount the trivial and treasure 
that which matters, 

“Ocracoke is more a mood than a vacation spot,” 
innkeeper Lanie Wynn said. ‘,..People come down 
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at various times to get things out of their systems.” 

Other villagers have different reasons for prefer- 
ting Ocracoke in the winter. 

The biggest reason why is the relative lack of peo- 
ple. As many as 120,000 visitors crowd the island in 
the summer, National Parks Service officials say. 
by December or January, the figure drops to just 
17,000. 

Sparser crowds mean the search for seashells is 
easier, Park Ranger Dave Frum said. In addition, 
the frequent storms churn the beach and lay bare 
many beautiful shells that the fair-weather tourist 
never sees, he said. 

Overhead, the nearby Atlantic Beach flyway con- 
tains dozens of types of migratory birds, while off- 
shore the Gulf Stream makes the area one of the 
best fishing spots in the world. 

“Winter’s the best time of year, really,’’ Chief 
Park Ranger Jim Holland said. ‘It’s more isolated 
then. It’s more of a place to get away from it all.” 

The weatherbeaten houses give Ocracoke an anti- 
quated look, but those old homes don’t come 
anywhere near indicating the 500-person village's 
true age. 

Fishermen have been living in Ocracoke for cen- 
turies, and when the first white settlers reached the 
Outer Banks in 1585 they included the island on 
their maps. 

Pirates used to love the shallow sounds and 
dangerous shoals of the Banks — the so-called 
“Graveyard of the Atlantic” — for both plunder and 
hiding. Edward Teach, better known as Blackbeard 
the Pirate, died in 1718 in a skirmish near the inlet 
now known as Teach’s hole. Even one of Ocracoke’s 
early owners, Phillip Howard, is thought to be a 
pirate who turned straight.

Having a problem with your daily 
running regimen? Help is just a phone 
call away at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital's Runners Clinic (964-2800), 
open Thursday evenings from 5 to 7 
p.m. by appointment. 


A registered physical therapist and 
podiatrist are available during those 
hours to provide screening, evalua- 
tion, and referral for a variety of 
running-related problems. 


But if it’s just winter weather condi- 
tions that are getting you down, 
Newton podiatrist James P. Stewart, 
DPM, who, along with Athlete 
Trainer Bill Bates, is co-directing 
Newton-Wellesley’s Runners Clinic 
during the winter months, has some 
suggestions to make winter running 
more pleasant. 

First, remember that no matter 
what the outdoor temperature is, your 
body will begin to produce heat im- 


Your job, therefore, is to trap the heat 
your body creates, and the best way to 
do this is to dress in several layers of 
lightweight clothing. Wearing several 
heavy layers of clothing is recom- 
mended only for such outdoor sports 
as backpacking and mountain climb- 
ing, where participants are less ac- 
tive and generate less heat. 

By nature of the sport, running 
generates heat constantly, and 
therefore the runner should be more 
concerned with getting rid of heat 
than with conserving it, explains Dr. 
Stewart. In order to assure more com- 
fortable winter running, a happy 
medium must be achieved between 
heat conservation and heat loss. Each 
person, however, will react different- 
ly to the cold, and therefore there is no 
one answer for every runner. 

Rule number one — wear clothing 
that will enable you to vary your body 
temperature in accordance with the 


weather. For example, a long-sleeved 
pullover sweatshirt is a poor choice 
when compared with a zippered-front 
sweatshirt with attached hood. In the 
latter case, if you begin to get too hot 
you can unzip the front to release 
body heat. A hood, on the other hand, 
can conserve as much as 40 percent of 
body heat normally lost through the 
head and neck, 


Rule number two — avoid excessive 
sweating. To stay warm in cold 
weather, you must stay dry. Since 
running generates heat, it is im- 
perative that clothing insulate and not 
become wet with perspiration. 
Clothes lose 90 percent of their in- 
sulating value when they are wet. Cot- 
ton is the biggest offender; wet cotton 
transfers heat up to 200 times faster 
than dry cotton. Wool, on the other 
hand, can take up to one-third of its 
weight in moisture and still feel dry. 
Wool is also warm and soft, but while 


it may be a good insulating agent, it is 
a poor windbreaker. For this purpose, 
a light, nylon windbreaker will supply 
protection from the wind. 


Rule number three — protect 
against frostbite. Anyone running in 
the winter should be aware of 
frostbite. The face, fingers, ears, and 
toes are primary targets. Frostbite 
can be recognized by greyish or 
whitish spots on the skin. Symptoms 
include swelling and numbness of the 
affected area, 


Rapid rewarming in water 100 to 110 
degrees, although painful, is essen- 
tial. Avoid extremes hot water or rub- 
bing the affected area in ice or snow. 
And remember, the damaged tissue is 
more susceptible to cold exposure, so 
be extra careful in the future if you do 
suffer from frostbite. 

The ears and face can be protected 
with a woolen hat or hood. Commer- 


be beneficial for the face. Mittens are 
preferable over gloves for protecting 
the fingers, and you can protect the 
feet with warm, woolen socks. A nylon 
Tunning shoe may also be more 
beneficial than a mesh shoe. Also, 
men should wear extra groin protec- 
tion in the form of additional padding 
in the underwear or nylon running 
shorts. 


The legs should-be protected by 
either sweatpants, nylon, or thermal 
underwear. Running increases the 
blood flow to the leg and thigh 
muscles and ‘this, in turn, allows 
passage of heat from the quadriceps 
to the skin. Since women have more 
fat tissue than men in the thigh area, 
the passage of heat is blocked from 
the muscles to the skin. This explains 
why some women require more pro- 
tective clothing for the legs than men 
require. 

Rule number four (or “getting 


started‘) — although it might be dif- 
ficult to get yourself excited about 
running in the cold, remember that 
running produces 8 to 10 times more 
body heat than the body produces at 
rest. So, if you wear the right clothing, 
chances are you won't be coid. 


Rule number five ~ protect the 
throat. Some people experience a bur- 


“ning sensation when breathing cold 


air. This is caused by the drying out of 
the tissues in the throat. A surgical or 
facial mask may solve the problem. 
The moisture you breathe out will 
then be trapped in the mask, and in- 
coming air will be warmed and 
moistened. 


And finally — run defensively! Aside 
from environmental problem, 
disaster can strike on dark, snow- 
narrowed roads congested with traf- 
fic. Protect your self with reflective 
tape on your shoes and vest, and

The wonderfully, warm, rotund 
Helen Traubel found a measure of 
success for a time caricaturing opera 
stars in movies and TV, most notably 
with Lauritz Melchior and Jimmy 
Durante. 

Grace Moore, Jeanette MacDonald 
and Katherine Grayson were never 
opera stars but managed to attain 
movie stardom with operatic voices. 
They were human. 

Male opera stars fared somewhat 
better. Ezio Pinza, Melchior and 
Robert Merrill managed to become 
popular entertainers. Mario Lanza, 
who became the most successful of 
screen opera singers, never sang 
grand opera on stage. 

Now it is Anna Moffo, one of the 
world’s top operatic sopranos for the 
past two decades, who is seeking to 
climb down from the rarified heights 


of the works of Verdi and Puccini to 
act in television — without singing. 

Moffo, a striking, shapely Italian- 
American from Philadel hia, is not 
altogether a stranger to TV. She guest 
starred on a Perry Como special and 
has eipeered on talk shows, proving 
herself to be a hip, down-to-earth 
trouper. 

“T will be doing non-singing guest 
roles on ‘Fantasy Island’ and ‘The 
Love Boat’ soon,” Anna said during a 
brief stay in Hollywood. 

“It’s not very well known in this 
country, but I starred in seven Ger- 
man and Italian movies in non- 
singing roles, And I had my own TV 
variety in Italy from 1958 to 1970. 

“But it is difficult to prove yourself 
as a straight actress if you've starred 
in opera, There’s a different feeling 
about opera stars because it's thought 
people don’t go to the opera without a 
recognized degree of culture. 

“The public doesn’t take to opera 
stars. Even when a few of them did 
movies they didn’t have sex appeal. 
The voice was always all-important. 
An opera star could never become one 
of the gang. 

“America is the only country in the 
world that doesn’t have an opera or 
ballet on TV at least once a week, so 
opera singers just don't get the enor- 
mous exposure that other performers 
enjoy on the tube. 

“T did the talk shows because I 
wanted people to know I was human. 
And I've done other TV shows but I’ve 
always had to sing. 

“We'll see what happens. Mean- 
while, I’ll continue to sing my scales 
and arpeggios four hours a day. I’m 
still a very active opera singer.”

Abandoning the cluster system, 
Fink said, would mean elimination of 
the time outside of class when 
teachers work with individual 
students and small groups. 
“Sometimes we are willig to sacrifice 
some things to do other things we 
could not ordinarily do,” he said. 


The ‘‘very rigid cluster plan,’’ com- 
mittee member Honora Kaplan said, 
is similar to the organization of thc 
elem.entary schools, and was design- 
ed to deal with large numbers of 
students, who no longer exist because 
of declining enrollment. 


Mrs. Kaplan said she would not 
want to order teachers to teach five 
sections each, but said “It is clear 


some junior highs are giving kids 
less.”” 

The cluster plan, like the house plan 
at the high school level, Fink said, 
allows a small staff ‘access’ to its 
students. Minutes in class should not 
be equated with student performance, 
he said. 

As junior highs get smaller, Mrs. 
Kaplan said, the rationale for the 
cluster plan “crumbles,” but Fink 
said less class time means teachers 
can do certain things for students that 
are impossible in a classroom. 

“I don’t see the extra time being 
spcet with small groups of students,” 
Mrs. Fleishman said. ‘I’m very con- 
cerned about our ability to provide 
program at this level.” 

For the student as well as the 
teacher there is a significant dif- 
ference in clase time~ among the 
junior highs, committee member 
Susan Silbey said, although she con- 
ceded the time spent in class does not

, conference of the Massachusetss 


Human Services Coalition on Thurs- 
day, March6. 

“Breaking Housing Barriers to Ef- 
fective Human Services” is the ban- 
ner title for the session that will bring 
together policy makers, urban plan- 
ners, housing experts, financiers, 
academicians, human service ad- 
vocates, and members of the general 
public to examine housing policy and 
practices as barriers to effective 
human services. 

Scheduled to begin with registration 
at noon and continue through a dinner 
hour until 9:15 p.m., the conference 
will be held at the Boston University 
School of Management, 685 Com- 
monwealth Avenue in Boston. 

Violet Sieder, Ph.D., the president 
of the Human Services Coalition, 
stated that three general sessions and 


specific workshops have been design- 
ed to ‘‘...first examine the extent in- 
adequate housing resources causes 
social ills and prevents delivery of 
services to families, children and in- 
dividuals, whether aging, physically 
ill, retarded, mentally ill, disabled, 
ex-offenders, substance abusers, and 
others; and second, to seek answers 
to the fragmented approach to hous- 
ing policy at the Federal, state, and 
local levels.”

NEW HAVEN, 
Conn. (UPI) — Meet 
Jasper Burr who says 
more women 
him than yoy man 
alive. - 

“When one starts to 
kiss me, they all do — 
16 or 20 at a time. 
They just can’t seem 
to resist me,” says 
Jasper, the house 
manager and ticket- 
taker at the Long 


Wharf Theater. 
Occasionally, a 
Man, perhaps 


mesmerized by 
Jasper’s charm or 
costumed brilliance, 
will plant a peck on 
his. cheek. “But, 
heck,” says Jasper, 
accepting the male 
exuberance for what 
it is, “they're mostly 
actors!” 


For his  ticket- 
taking chores, Jasper 
wears a 100-year-old 
top hat he found in his 
father’s Fairfield at- 
tic, a red plaid 
blazer, tie, vest and 
tam of the Royal 
Stuart clan, and a big 
amile. 


Life hasn’t always 
been so sweet for the 
man with the musical 
comedy name, even 
though he found the 
goose that laid the 
golden egg and 
taught it to stand still 
and honk on cue. 
Together they 
became vaudeville 
sensations as foils for 
W.C. Fields and Fred 
Allen. 

A descendant of 
Aaron Burr, the third 
vice president of the 
United States, who 
killed Alexander 
Hamilton in a duel, 
Jasper was a dairy 
farmer working a 
165-acre spread in 
Durham several days 
aweek, 

He was usually up 
before dawn for the 
first of three milkings 
of his herd, 60 
Jerseys, Back then it 
was by hand and by 
kerosene lamp. It 
didn't stop him from 
winning a National 
Dairy Association 
award for butterfat 
content. 

But he suffered a 
stroke at 34. 

“I was given one 
chance in a thousand. 
However, Dr, Harvey 
Cushing, the Boston 
specialist, removed a 
tumor on my brain, 
the first time this was 
ever done in the 
United States. J 
managed to pull 
through. It was a 
medical miracle,” he 
said. 

Jasper lost an eye, 
so severe was the 
stroke. 

He returned to the 
farm and held im- 





probable conversa- 
tlons with Fanny, a 


goose of the Toulouse 
variety, which had a 
double chin that 
amplified her honk- 
ing louder than any 
other goose. Jasper 
would talk, the goose 
would honk. 

He took her along 
for company one year 
when he went to the 
New York flower 
show and stood Fan- 
ny on a table — no 
great trick for him 
because he used 
tables of varying 
heights to train her so 
that she was com- 
fortable — and she 
stood there as he ex- 
hibited his prize 


gourds. 
Jasper would say 
something like, 


“Fanny, do you think , 


the rain will hurt the 
rhubarb?” and she 
would honk back, 

“And every time it 
honked — those New 
Yorkers didn't know 
what it was because 
they never heard one 
honking. Especially 
one like this, and ata 
flower show to boot. 
Finally, the police 
came.” he said. 

So did Eve Love, a 
public relations 
woman from Dallas 
with an eye for 
possibilities, She 
booked the two on the 
same vaudeville cir- 
cu it with Fields, 
Allen, Guy Lomabr- 
do, Helen Hayes, and 
Judy Canova. There 
was no keeping him 
down on the farm 
after he had seen 
Broadway. —— 


Jasper and Fanny, 
the Radio Goose, ap- 
peared in the “Our 
Gang” —_ comedies, 
Fanny chasing the 
black kid — then con- 
sidered a funny bit; 


| the 1939 World’s Fair, 


and the Ice Follies, 
just to name a few. 
He recalls his skits 
with W.C. Fields as 
the zaniest. 

“Fields always had 
a bottle in his pocket. 
T thought I'd put one 
over on him and J put 
a bottle of J&B in my 
pocket. The goose 
comes on — ‘honk- 
honk-honk,’ and 
Fields says, ‘What do 
you have in that bot- 
tle? The goose keeps 
honking. 

“Shut up, you!’ 
Fields would say, 
waving his walking 
stick, ‘I'm not talking 
to you. I'm talking to 
Jasper.’ Then he says 
to me, ‘Come over to 
the table here and put 
that bottle down. I’ve 
got to have some of 
that.’ 

“T put the bottle 
down. He picked it 
up, saw the two let- 
ters, J&B, and said, 
‘Well, well, it's even 
got his initials on it!’

Then every time he 
drank from it, the 
goose would honk — 
and the crowd would 
gocrazy!” 

Old timers like 
Burt Parmalee in 
Durham remember 
Jasper as Sherwood 
Burr, and he says 
Fred Allen told him 
that ‘Sherwood’ 
would never go witha 
goose act, and in- 
sisted he change it to 


Jasper, 
“T was mad for two 
days,” said 


Sherwood-turned- 
Jasper, the father of 
three children, 
grandfather to 15, 
with nine great 
grandchildren and 
four great-great- 
grandchildren. 


The end for the 
goose came tragical- 
ly when it was 
trampled by some 
horses after a _per- 
formance in Rutland, 
Vt., at the ripe old 
age of 15.

Lie detector tests today 
in Mann paycheck probe 


NEWTON — Lie detector tests were 
to be given Thursday to at least three 
City Hall employees in the case of the 
diversion of an estimated $20,000 or 
more from Mayor Theodore Mann's 
paychecks. 


The case of the missing money first 
became public last week after Mann 
asked Newton Police for an official in- 
vestigation. 


The response has been ‘no com- 
ment” since last Thursday. At his 
regular press conference last Thurs- 
day, Mann, when pressed by 
reporters for answers to questions 
about the missing money, threatened 
to end the press conference ‘if the 
questions do not stop.” 


One question that remains to be 


answered is the explanation of how so 
much missing money could have gone 
unnoticed for so long. 


Investigators theorize the mayor's 
paychecks were elther cashed without 
the mayor’s knowledge, with the 
culprit pocketing the money, or ex- 
changed after being deposited in the 
City Hall credit union for the amount 
incash. 


Once source said the mayor was in 
the habit of giving his check to one of 
two or three City Hall employees for 
deposit in the credit union, which is 
run by the city treasurer's office. 

Chief Quinn said Wednesday he 
does not expect the investigation to 
take long. ‘It could be finished this 
week,” he said. 


No one will divulge the acutal 
amount of money missing, nor the 
length of time over which the money 
was diverted, but it has been 
estimated that at least 40 checks are 
involved over a period of at least two 
years. 


One City Hall employee, who has 
been questioned in the presence of an 
attorney about the checks, reportedly 
will prove innocence by producing 
documents to show the person did not 
handle all the checks from which 
money was diverted. 


The investigation is being con- 
ducted by Chief Quinn, Detective 
Capt. Walter Drew, Detective Sgt. 
Gerald Lawrence and Detective 
Manley Kiley.

new Murley Farm plan

NEWTON — The outrage that has 
greeted almost all proposals for 
development of the 30-acre Murley 
land seemed to have faded into mere 
objection by the time of a public hear- 
ing Monday night. 

Esther Winslow of Parker Street, 
an abutter to the property, said she 
likes the 3-acre conservation ease- 
ment on the Dedham Street frontage, 
the style of the houses, the fact that 
nothing will be able to be changed 
after the houses are built, good 
maintenance of the property, and the 
reputation of the developer, The 
Green Company. 

“I'd rather have a good sure thing 
than something that might be ideal,”” 
Miss Winslow said, referring to 
single-family houses. She was a 
maunel! opponent of previous pro- 


posals. 

The Green Company has proposed 
developing the land with 78 con- 
dominiums, arranged in four large 


clusters and one small cluster. They 
will be single-family attached houses, 
selling for $175,000 to $250,000 and br- 
inging in an estimated $704,000 a year 
in real estate taxes. 

Allan Green, president of The 
Green Company, led off the lengthy 
presentation of the proposal and was 
followed in slow succession by an ar- 
chitect, ecological consultant, plann- 
ing consultant and traffic consultant. 

Green, a developer and builder of 
other high-quality developments on 
Cape Cod, is a long-time resident of 
Newton. 

The traditional battle of the peti- 
stions. was joined early, when Green 
tald' he had a petition with 711 
signatures in favor, 458 of them from 
Ward 8, where the land is located. 

Chief opponent Dr. Fred Kaplan, 
who lives across Dedham Street from 
the Murley land, was the first speaker 
in opposition, and he had a petition of 
400-500 signatures in opposition. 

Kaplan spoke on the sanctity of the 
Residence A zoning, which requires 


Asbestos bond 


NEWTON — A bonding authoriza-. 
tion for $800,000 was approved Mon- 
day night for the first phase of 
removal of asbestos from Newton 
North High School. 

In a joint meeting of the Public 
Safety Committee and the Finance 
Committee, the bond authorization 
was approved 8-0 by Finance and 5-0 
by Public Safety. 

A resolution offered by Ald. Paul 
Coletti asking that the building com- 
missioner and the mayor consider 
having the asbestos removed in two 
phases was approved 8&0 by the 
Finance Committee but denied 2-3 by 
Public Facilities Committee. 

School Committee Chairman Ann 
Berwick spoke briefly to the two com- 
mittees about a memorandum from 
School Superintendent Aaron Fink, 
who advocates following the advice of 


Dr. Charles Spooner, an asbestos ex- 
pert. 

Spooner’s report on the condition 
and location of the asbestos in the 
school recommends removal, where 
it is to be removed. done in two or 
three phases, because phased 
removal is safer and more con- 
trollable than doing it all at one time. 


Coletti had previous pushed for 
closing the school and removing all 
asbestos at once. 


Fink said in his memorandum that 
relocation of the students would re- 
quire the capacity of three or four 
junior high schools, would eliminate 
or curtail the technical-vocational 
program, computer and science pro- 
grams, arts and music studies, and 
after-school athletics and drama pro- 
grams. 


25,000 square feet per lot. The Green 
plan would require a zone change to 
Private Residence (for the attached 
houses) and would have an overall 
density of 16,400 square feet per dwell- 
ing unit.

Fishman felt that the economic factor 
does not apply in the Murley property. 

The provision of low-income hous- 
ing may cause a problem with the 
Board of Aldermen, since Green has 
indicated that he plans to fullfill the 
requirement that he provide eight 
units for the Housing Services Depart- 
ment’s subsidized housing 
with four on-site, four off-aite. 

Several aldermen are unhappy with 
allowing developers to provide the 
housing off the site and may insist 
that the units be on the property. 


The public hearing is only the first 
in what promises to be a long series of 
meeting on Murley Farm, with some 
aldermen trying to reduce the 
number of units and others redesign- 
ing the site plan. 

But if anything is acceptable for the 
development of Murley Farm, this 
proposal appears to have the best 
chance.

2 CARD surprises for board 


NEWTON — The P’ Depart- 
ment has a CARD up its sleeve. 

An application for a Commercial 
Area Revitalization District (CARD) 
for Newton Corner has been submit- 
ted to the Board of Aldermen for a 
public hearing and aldermanic ap- 
proval. 

Included in the application to the 
fale are two major surprises to the 


The first is a statement that renova- 
tion of the main library and construc- 
tion of an addition to it, at an 
estimated cost of §2 million, are 
“scheduled by the capital improve- 
ment program for fi year 1985,"” 

There has been no capital improve- 
ment program for three years. If one 
is produced this year to include 1985, 
it still must be approved by the Board 
of Aldermen. 


The second surprise is that the ci 
{s examining the so-called ‘a 
visability and feasibility” of purchas- 
ing the post office lot at Centre and 
Washington streets, as well as several 
amailler lots. The post office lot is 1.8 
acres of prime commercial land. 

The reason for applying for a CARD 
designation for Newton Corner is to 
attract potential developers to the 
area by providing various financial

NEWTON — Two brothers, ages 9 
and 5, were rescued from the Charles 
River Sunday after they fell through 
the ice near the bridge between 
Newton and Needham. 

There are conflicting reports, but it 
appears two passing motorists swam 
to the boys and pulled them to shore. 

A call from a citizen’s box at the in- 
tersection of Needham and Oak 
Streets in Newton alerted Newton 
police, Needham and MDC officers 
were also dispatched. 

Newton officer Tyrone D. Powell 
said he found Robert Littlehale, 19, of 
104 Adams St., Waltham, carrying 
one of the boys ashore. 

Littlehale was reportedly driving 
by when his car was flagged by a 
playmate of the victims. He dove into 
the river and saved Sao 
Mouachoupao, 5, of 10 Frances St., ac- 
cording to police. 

Newton police reports say the cur- 
rent carried Sung Nouacheupao, 9, 
but that he was able to struggle close 
to shore under the bridge. 

Powell, Newton Officer George E. 
MeNair, Jr., and Needham Officer 
Bruce D'Innocenzo, with the help of 
firefighters from both communities, 
were able to retrieve Sung from the 
rocks. 

Officer D’Innocenzo’s report says 
he saw a young man in the river 
holding a child and swimming to the 
Newton side of the river. 


The report also mentions a second 
child had already been rescued by 
another civilian who was identified as 
Mark Strymish, of Indian Ridge 
Road, Newton Centre. 

Littlehale and Sung were taken to 
Glover Memorial Hospital in 
Needham where they were treated for 
exposure, police said. 

Strymish and Sao were taken to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, where 
Sao was reportedly admitted suffer- 
ing from hypothermia (low body 
temperature). 

Sao revived before he arrived at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital after 
Newton Emergency Medical Techni- 
cian Thomas A. Sweeney ad- 
ministered cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation. 

A companion of the victims, iden- 
tified as Christopher Cowles, 9, of 45 
Elliot St., Newton, told police the 
three had been playing when they 
deciaed to check the strength of the 

ice. 

Sung reportediy threw a rock down, 
the ice gave way, and Sung fell into 
the water. Sao tried to pull him out but 
the ice he was standing on fell away. 

Christopher said he ran to the 
bridge and stopped a passing car. 

Newton Sgt. Robert Antonellis 
directed the rescue effort at the 
scene. Officer McNair suffered a pull- 
ed leg muscle after he entered the 
water, police said. 


Health council to 
meet in Wellesley 


BOSTON — Preliminary reports of 
four special subcommittees will be 
the major business item for the West 
Metro Health Council on Wednesday, 
Feb. 20. The council’s regularly mon- 
thly meeting will convene at the 
Wellesley Community Center, 
Washington Street, Wellesley. 

According to Carolyn Davis, Metro 
chairperson and a resident of Fram- 
ingham, the long term care work 
group and the hospital one and five 
year sub-committee have met with 
representatives of local councils on 
aging and five community hospitals, 
respectively. Subjects identified for 
continued attention by the long term 
care group included _ patient 
transport, alternatives to nursing 
home placement, and issues relative 
to manpower. The hospital one and 
five year plan group has reviewed the 
plans of Framingham Union, Glover 
Memorial, Leonard Morse, 
Marlborough, and Newton-Wellesley 


Hospitals in order to assess health 
care resources in relation to future 
plans and area-wide needs. Davis ex- 
pects that a final report of the group's 
findings will be submitted to the 
Metro in early spring. 

Active work groups have also 
discussed school health education and 
community involvement in health 
planning. 

Davis stated that the meeting will 
also include a discussion of recruit- 
ment strategies for the agency’s an- 
nual elections scheduled for April. 

The West Metro is one of five sub- 
area planning bodies for the Health 
Planning Council for Greater Boston. 
Its membership consists of health 
care consumers and providers who 
work to improve the delivery of ser- 
vices in 20 towns west of Boston. All 
meetings of the council are open to the 
public and residents are urged to at- 
tend.

New rules for putting out trash 


NEWTON — New times for putting 
out trash and taking in empty barrels 
will go into effect as soon as the Board 
of Aldermen approves an amendment 
to the ordinance already approved by 
two committees. 

The first violation will be noted by a 
warning issued by police. Further 
violations are subject to $20 fines. 

Police have been unable to enforce 
the rubbish ordinance because it said 
only that rubbish must be put out by 7 
a.m. the day of collection, not specify- 
ing that it may not be put out two or 
three days before that time. 

The revised ordinance says residen- 
tial trash shall be put out between 4 
p.m. the day preceding collection and 
7 a.m. the day of collection. Barrels 


must be brought in by 11:59 p.m. the 
day of collection. 

Commercial trash may be put out 
only between 5 and 7 a.m. the days of 


collection. 

When there is a holiday or trash is 
not collected on the usual day because 
of weather or any other reason, no 
fine will be imposed. 

The clarification of the ordinance is 
intended to prevent people from put- 


ting out trash far in advance of collec- 
tion and subjecting the neighborhood 
to trash-lined streets and litter on the 
streets because of dogs getting into 
trash or wind blowing trash. 

The Board of Aldermen will vote on 
the revised ordinance Feb. 19. 


Homestead friends 
get good news 


NEWTON — Friends of the Jackson 
Homestead got double good news 
Monday night. 

Not only did they get the money for 
schematic drawings for an addition to 
the Homestead, but they also a got a 
commitment from Mayor Theodore 
Mann that the city will put $100,000 in- 
to the addition that will house some of 
the city’s archives. 

The Finance Committee and the 
Public Facilities Committee voted to 
release $4000 of the $77,000 previously 
committed to the Jackson Homestead 
addition. The Friends will match the 
$4000, 

The archives project has been in the 
works for about three years. The 
Friends of the Jackson Homestead 
will raise funds to build the rest of the 
addition if the city will help pay for 


tne first floor vault. 

For a time it appeared as if the 
aldermen would end up not funding 
any of the Homestead addition, 
because the Friends have been slow in 
raising their share of the funds. The 
Friends said because they had no 
plans to show, they could not raise 
money. 

The contract with the architect, 
held up by red tape in City Hall, will 
be ready soon, Friends President 
Lieselotte Willoughby said Monday 
night, and she has been able to raise 
considerable amounts very recently. 

The Jackson Homestead will main- 
tain the archives at small cost to the 
city, using its own personnel and 
budget. An archivist has been at work 
for some time getting material in 
order, paid for by grants.

New Newton home 
ready for ‘boat people’

NEWTON— Thanks to a lot of hard work on the 
part of members of four Newton Corner churches, a 
run-down house on Winthrop Avenue has been turn- 
ed into a warm, inviting home for a family of ‘‘boat 
people’’ from Vietnam. 

For the past month, members of the Eliot 
Church, Grace Episcopal Church, United 
Presbyterian Church, and the Newton Corner Bap- 
tist Chapel, and even some people who do not 
belong to these churches, have been concentrating 
all their efforts on removing lead paint from the 
walls of the five room house, and sanding, painting, 
repairing, and decorating the interior of the house. 

The group has been guided by co-hosts Janna 
Schmidt and Jean Holladay, and Ken Gleason, who 
orchestrated much of the work that went on. Some 
of the people who were involved had had some 
amount of experience with “adopting” a refugee 
family. The Te Chhengs, who arrived last August, 
were Newton’s first group of ‘boat people,” and so 
far there are over 100 refugees in Newton alone. 

“About a month ago, we saw an ad in the paper 
and we just answered it,” said Janna Schmidt, 
describing how the people ‘We're payingfound a 
house for the family. $300 a month for it, which is all 
contributions, and we have also received furniture 
from people. We have done very little advertising. 
It’s nothing short of a miracle that we have been 
able to do this much.” 

The house was unveiled at an open house Sunday, 
and it was obvious how hard the group had worked. 
The small rooms had been freshly painted, and new 
countertops, curtains, and mattresses had been 
donated by King’s department store. The furniture 
was definitely not the cast-off variety. In short, the 
house had become a home. 

“We have had teems of people working, which 
shows that there is strength in sheer numbers,” 
said Janna at the open house, which was attended 
by Mayor Mann and several neighbors from Win- 
throp Avenue, as well as some Newton landlords 
who will be renting to refugees in the future. 

“It just shows that people care, and that they 
really want to do something,” she continued. 


Director appointed 
at Newton YMCA 


“When are they coming? Well, they're due to arrive 
any day now. We didn’t want them to come before 
this, when we wouldn't be ready, but now they can 
come anytime,” she laughed. 

Janna, and others like her, became involved in 
sponsoring Bos the Ly after the successful ex- 
perience with the Te Chheng family. The Te 
Chhengs, who also live in Newton Corner, were 
sponsored by the Grace and Eliot churches, led by 
Andy Marshall of Grace Church. They are now lear- 
ning English, and some of the adults have part-time 
jobs. 

The ease with which the Te Chhengs became less 
dependent on their sponsors was a motivating fac- 
tor in the decision to sponsor a second family. The 
two other churches joined the group, as well as 
members of the community who just wanted to help 
out. 4 

Committees have been set up to deal with 
language, education, clothing, transportation, 
health, social services, and employment. Language 
chairman Jim Humphrey has even started a course 
in Mandarin Chinese so that Newton residents can 
speak to the family in their own language. 

“It's really not a churchoriented thing anymore,” 
said Andy Marshall. ‘We have decided to call this 
group ‘Newton Cares,’ because we really do,” 

“I got involved with this because of my ex- 
perience with the Te Chhengs,” said Janna, who is 
not a member of the four churches. ‘The more I 
read about the things that were going on in Cam- 
bodia, the more I knew I had to do something. If I 
have to be alive in this day and age, then I have to 
do something to help. Otherwise, I know I couldn’t 
live with myself.” 

When the six-member Ly Bo family arrives, 
which could be any day , they will have the Te 
Chheng’s for neighbors. They will be followed by 
four more relatives, who will be living in an apart- 
ment on Pearl Street, which is being rented to them 
by Dario and Tilde Tamburini. 


Until then, “Newton Cares” will continue its ef- ” 


forts to make Newton a safe home for the refugees 
already in Newton, as well as for those who will be 
coming in the months after the Ly Bos have arriv- 
ed.

Official’s investigating 
lake’s failure to freeze 


NEWTON CENTRE — Skiiers 
aren’t the only ones out of luck this 
year. 

Hockey players and others whose is 
idea of heaven is a body of water hard 
enough to break a leg on are bemoan- 
ing the fact that there is no skating at 
Crystal Lake this year. 

City officials are trying to find out 
why the lake will not freeze complete- 
ly. 

Recreation Director Russell 
Halloran said this week he won't 
allow skating unless the whole lake 
freezes, and it just won't freeze in a 
90-foot portion by Norwood Avenue. 
The ice elsewhere on the lake is 6-7 in- 
ches deep, Halloran said. 

Halloran called in the Health 
Department, who called in the state 
Division of Water Pollution Control’ 
which came and took samples of the 
water. Results of testing should be 
ready in about a week. 


Leeeereetiretsttees 


Various reasons for the 10-degree 
temperature increase in the water by 
Norwood Avenue have been advanc- 


ed. 

Public Works Director Charles 
Thomas has suggested that warm 
water may be getting into Paul Brook, 
which empties through a drainpipe in- 
to Crystal Lake. 

Forestry Supt. Richard Metro 
thinks maybe decomposing leaves in 
great quantity may be heating up the 
water. 

Halloran says not enough salt has 
been used this winter to affect the 
water, and Thomas says salt would 
not increase the water temperature, 
anyway, only lower the freezing point. 

Paul Moan of the Health Depart- 
ment wonders whether the heat from 
nearby apartments may be to blame. 

Halloran says try Bullough’s Pond 
and in Newtonville and Ware's Cove 
in Auburndale, skaters. 
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Fink will decide on ERA-ban travel 


NEWTON — The decision to use 
school travel funds for trips to states 
that have not approved the proposed 
equal rights amendment will be left 
with Superintendent Aaron Fink. 

Committee member Susan Silbey 
had proposed a total ban on travel to 
states that have not accepted the pro- 
posed Constitutional amendment 
similar to a resolution adopted recent- 
ly by the Board of Aldermen. 


The watered down version of 
Silbey’s motion was suggested by 
Mayor Theodore D, Mann Monday 
and carried on a 6-3 vote with commit- 
tee members Ann Berwick, Howard 
Spergel and Sandra Fleishman oppos- 
ed. 


The mayor's motion directed a ban 
on use of school funds for travel to 
non-ERA states, except that Fink can 
authorize travel when a trip will 
result in something valuable to the 
school system. 


The motion also called for letters to 
national organizations stating 
Newton's support of the ERA and urg- 
ing the scheduling of conventions and 
other meetings in states that have 
ratified the amendment. 

Committee member Robert Ricles, 
who first raised the question of travel 
to the 15 states that have not yet 
ratified the ERA, supported the 
mayor’s motion. 


Fink thought efforts should be made 
to encourage organizations to meet in 
states that have approved the ERA, 
rather than attempt an economic 
boycott. But he added organizations 
schedule conferences three or four 
years in the future. 


The mayor said travel funds should 
be awarded on a case-by-case basis 
with the decision hinging on whether 
the school system would be deprived 
of resources or information that is not 
otherwise available. 


Member Honora Kaplan said a 
boycott would put pressure on the 
states, but that a letter in support of 
the ERA would not be effective. 

Mrs. Fleishman said a Newton 
boycott would be only “a drop in a 
lake” and Chairman Berwick said the 
committee should not allow a motion 
that would ‘damage the school 
system for a laudable but non- 
educational purpose.” 


Spergel, who was the only member 
of the committee to object to discuss- 
ing Mrs. Silbey’s motion, said the 
school system is isolated because 
there is little travel money, and it is 
very important for personnel for to 
stay informed. 

There is $10,000 available for out-of- 
state travel this year, and the same 
amount is proposed for the next fiscal 
year. Requests exceed available 
funds, and because of rising transpor- 
tation costs, only partial coverage of 


expenses is usually provided for pro- 
fessional staff. 

In a letter to the committee, the 
Elementary Principals’ Executive 
Board said that because of limited 
travel funds the administration has 
always allowed the group to set travel 
priorities. 

The group has usually sent one 
member to the National Elementary 
Principals’ Conference and four of the 
next five national meetings are 
already scheduled in states that have 
not ratified the ERA. 

Group Chairman Helen Punch said 
“We do not see the political issue of 
ERA as being relevant to the location 
of an educational conference.” 

Several of the cities large enough to 
accomodate large national conven- 
tions are in states that have not sup- 
ported the ERA, and prime conven- 
tion locations are Atlanta, New 
Orleans, Las Vegas, and Miami that 
fall into that category. 


State funds Novitiate acquisition 


NEWTON — Purchase of about 29 
acres of the Novitiate property at 
Winchester and Nahanton streets in 
Newton Highlands has been funded by 
the state to the amount of $290,000, ac- 
cording to Planning Director Barry 
Canner. 

The ney comes through the Ur- 
ban Self-Help program and pays 80 
percent of the total cost of the pur- 
chase of the land, including some 
other property in Upper Falls to add 
to the Charles River Pathway. 

According to Ald. Rodney Barker, 
the city will be able to buy what has 
been referred to as Parcel A, an oak 
grove at the northeast corner of the 
portion to be bought by the city. The 
fate of Parcel B is not yet known. 

Combined Jewish Philanthropies 
has bought the remainder of the land, 
owned by the Xaverian Brothers 
religious order, and plans to remodel 


the existing buildings and build an ad- 
dition for use as a recreation- 
community center. 

The Newton Conservators, Inc., a 
private conservation group, pressed 
‘or acquisition of the Novitiate land 
for use as a city pate: 

The CJP will have an easement for 
use of the playfields and river fron- 
tage. 

With the funding assured by the 
state, the city must now appropriate 
some $73,000 to complete the pur- 
chase, according to Barker. 

The state has also allocated $125,000 
to the city for acquisition of the 81- 
acre Chestnut Hill Country Club from 
a neighborhood group. The applica- 
tion asked for $742,000. 

The neighborhood corporation 
bought the country club at auction 
with the hope that the city could ac- 


quire it and lease it out it for use as a

‘Teeth’ proposed for Open Meeting Law 


NEWTON — Legislation designed 
to put some teeth in the state open 
meeting law has been filed by State 
Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci on behalf of 
Middlesex County District Attorney 
John J. Droney. 

The proposed amendment to the 
law provides. that “any member of a 
governmental body who attends a 
meeting knowing that it is being held 
in violation of the provisions (of the 
open meeting law) shall be punished 
by imprisonment of not more than one 
year or by a fine of $5,000 or both.” 

“If the law does nothing else, 
DeNucci (D-Newton-Waltham) said, 
“it says we are taking this very 
seriously. We have a law, and we

should put those penalties in the 
statute.” 

Droney is charged with enforcing 
the open meeting law in this county, 
Asst. D. A. Peter W. Agnes, Jr., said, 
but the law provides for a cumber- 
some civil proceedure. 

After proof of a violation of the law, 
a Superior Court or Supreme Judicial 
Court justice can order a municipal 
body to comply with the law during 
future meetings. The justice could 
also invalidate any action taken at the 
meeting, and order the records of the 
meeting made public. 

“People don't really believe the 
district attorney is in a position to 
penalize them if they violate the law,” 


time required to handle each call will 
be greatly reduced.

As is true when any new system is 
implemented, minor problems may 
occur during the first few days follow- 


Agnes said. “The amendment will 
make it clear there is such a strong 
governmental interest at stake, that 
people who knowingly violate the law 
will face a criminal penalty.” 

But Agnes cautions a successful 
prosecution would require evidence 
an official attended a meeting with 
full knowledge the meeting violated 
the open meeting law. 

The open meeting law requires 
governmental bodies to post notice of 
meetings in advance, and to meet in 
public, except to discuss specific 
topics that are defined in the statute. 

Agnes said Droney filed the legisla- 
tion because he believes that, along 
with the right to vote, the open

meeting law is one of the strongest 
safeguards the people have at the 
local level. 

The amendment might specifically 
apply, Agnes said, to situations where 
a meeting begins in conformance with 
the law, but the governmental body 
decides to go into executive (closed) 
session.

may be. How can we forget who 
was first in war, first in peac 
and first to have his birthday 
declared a February holiday 8 in 
Massachusetts? 

But where did we lose Lin- 
coln? Why doesn’t the Com- 
monwealth observe the birthday 
of the 16th and surely one of the 
most remarkable of our nation’s 
presidents? Do Massachusetts 
Democrats refuse to recognize 
this first Republican president, 
or are too many people reading 
Alistair Cook? 

There may be reason for 
British-born Mr. Cook to dismiss 
some of the Lincoln lore sur- 
rounding our railsplitting, 
wrestling, joking, debating, 
brooding president, who bore 
some of the awkward man- 
nerisms of the backwoodsman 
all his life. It may not interest 
young Americans, either, to 
know that Lincoln was born in a 
16 by 18 foot wilderness log 
cabin, and that he learned at age 
8 to swing an axe to help his 
father build another home for 
the family. 

Do they wonder that a man 
whose total days of schooling 
amounted to less than a year, 
could teach himself surveying 
and law just by reading books he 
sometimes walked 20 miles to 
borrow? Do they think it 
“stupid” that he once walked 
the same distance to return a 
few pennies to a woman who had 
overpaid him for some yard 
goods in his country store? Do 
they still read the Gettysburg 
Address? 

Alastair Cook, in his book, 
“America,” describes the Get- 
tysburg address as ‘“‘a small

masterpiece of rhetoric of very 
dubious logic.” He feels that the 
notion of government “by the 
peopie” implies anarchy. 

Conceding Lincoln to be a 
“shrewd, honorable —_fron- 
tiersman of very great gifts,” 
Cook insists that we ‘“‘must try” 
to separate the “holy image” of 
Lincoln from the living man. He 
admires the speaking and 
writing style developed by Lin- 
coln through his years of self 
teaching, but deplores his ar- 
bitrary use of executive power, 
his jailing of thousands of people 
trial without on suspicion of 
disloyalty or treachery. 

He concludes that Lincoln “is 
admired, of course, because he 
led the winning side” in the Civil 
War. ‘He is revered because he 
wrote—when the South was sure 
to lose — the Emancipation Pro- 
clamation...but the overwhelm- 
ing aspect of his reputation Is 
that he was assassinated, and so 
he was canonized, because a 
halo descends on all the 
murdered Presidents, and on 
Lincoln most of all.” 

So does Alastair Cook, sym- 
pathetic and intelligent friend of 
America, cut Lincoln down to 
size. Let us not forget that Lin- 
coln:was a big size to begin with 
(“six feet four inches nearly’, 
without his stovepipe hat, which 
he dubbed his ‘walking office’ 
because he stuffed it full of notes 
and legal papers.) Doesn’t he 
also deserve credit for some 
mental size as well? 

His critics refetred to “Mr. 
Lincoln's War", and Congress 
objected to his high-handed use 
of authority, as well they might 
in cases of jailing without trial. 





Other of Lincoln's bold actions 
may have been justified under 
the circumstances of war, as 
Lincoln at first tried to prevent 
it and then worked to win it. 

Of course we admire him for 
leading the winning side. His 
first priority as president was to 
hold the Union together. Where 
would we be if he had failed? 

The great, brooding statue of 
“The Great Emancipator”’ carv- 
ed by Daniel Chester French for 
the Lincoln Memorial, presents 
Lincoln as larger than life. Why 
can’t we accept that symbolism 
for this most human of men, 
whose life was so hard, who, 
moody and absentminded 
himself, had a temperamental 
and difficult wife and suffered 
the death of a son, yet who had 
the vision to see that democracy 
was incompatible with slavery? 
Without canonizing Lincoln, we 
may consider the irony of his 
assassination only five days 
after Lee’s surrender. 

A typical Lincoln story is that 
of the man who twitted him 
about his height by asking, ‘‘Mr. 
Lincoln, how long do you think a 
man’s legs ought to be?”, to 
which Lincoln replied, ‘‘Long 
enough to touch the ground.” 

His feet always touched the 
ground, but he had the intellec- 
tual as well as the literal height 
to oversee his people and chart 
the nation’s course through its 
bitterest crisis. 

In a time when there are few 
heros to admire, let us not forget

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Age discrimination against judges? 


By ROBERT DRINAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Wednesday, I co-chaired 
a special hearing by the House Select Committee on 
Aging to look into the subject of age discrimination 
in the selection of federal judges. 

Two years ago I took an active role in the creation 
of more than 100 new federal judgeships to deal 
with the backlog of federal court cases. most of 
those appointments have been made, but there are 
disturbing indications that many qualified jurists 
were vaseed over because they were thought to be 
too old. 

At the Aging Committee hearing, I intend to ques- 
tion officials of the Justice Department and the 
American Bar Association, as well as individual 
jurists such as Judge John Sirica, If we determine 
that age discrimination has been practiced, I intend 
to aks the committee to act a policy statement 
condemning it. In the selection of federal judges, 
we must be as sensitive to age discrimination as we 
would be to sexism and racism. 

The committee will, I hope, also ask that the Ad- 
ministration take steps to end this type of 
discrimination, and begin to fully utilize the 
tremendous talents of America’s older jurists. 

Windfall Profits 

A conference committee is currently working out 
the differences between the and Senate versions of 
the so-called ‘‘windfall profits tax” on the revenues 
which oil companies will reap from the coming 


decontrol of domestic crude oil prices. This bill will 
raise more money than the federal government has 
previously spent on all energy sources put together. 
But at this point, the details of how these billions 
will be spent have yet to be determined. 

This week, I and a number of other members of 
Congress wrote to the conference committee urging 
that a signification portion of the funds be used to 
encourage energy conservation, and to develop 
solar, wind, biomass, and small hydroelectric 
technologies. These funds offer us a powerful tool 
with which to achieve energy independence, and 
end our crippling dependence on expensive OPEC 
oil. 


Wage-Price Controls 

This week, I cosponsored legislation that would 
give the president stand-by authority to impose 
mandatory controls to stabilize prices, rents, 
wages, salaries, interest rates, and dividends, 

Last year, this country experienced an inflation 
rate 13,3 percent, the highest since World War II. 
While high-priced foreign oil accounts for part of 
this, new figures indicate that non-energy factors 
such as food, housing, and interest rates rose at a 
startling rate. Medical and food prices, for in- 
stance, have risen at a rate of about 18 percent in 
the last year. 

This is a staggering burden for the American peo- 
ple. It is up to the Congress to give the president the 
power to deal with this economic crisis, and it is up 


to the president to use that power. 
Farmers’ Forum 

On Friday, Feb. 22, I am sponsoring an informa- 
tional forum to help acquaint farmers with the 
latest in federal agricultural policies. The forum 
will feature a keynote address by State Commis- 
sioner of Food and Agriculture Frederick Win- 
throp. It will also include four workshops dealing 
with energy in agriculture, family farms, 
marketing opportunities with the federal govern- 
ment, and farm credit problems. 

If you are a farmer, or if you are interested in far- 
ming, I hope you will join me at this free conference 
from 7:15 until 10 p.m. at Percival Hall, Fitchburg 
State College, Fitchburg. You will learn quite a bit 
about government agricultural policies, and I hope 
to learn a lot about the problems and ideas of 
farmers, Call any of my district offices in Fram- 
ingham, Fitchburg, or Waltham for additional in- 
formation.

To the Editor: 

The Public Facilities Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen recently ap- 
proved the expenditure of $800,000 for 
the first phase of asbestos removal 
from Newton North High School. 

When the committee moved on the 
request, debate finally seemed to 
have moved from the question of 
whether or not the hazard existed to 
how best to deal with it. 

Under the guidance of Dr. 
Spooner’s report, Building Commis- 
sioner Allan B. Fraser proposed a 
three-stage plan for eliminating 
students’ exposure to this hazard. The 
areas to be done are those which the 
Massachusetts Special Legislative 
Commission on Asbestos targeted in 
their original findings last year. 

During the public hearing on the 
Building Commissioner's proposal, I 
was struck by the report of several 
high school representatives that up to 
100 ceiling tiles are vandalized at 
Newton North each day. I cannot 
understand how such large vandalism 
can be tolerated by the high school ad- 
ministration. ' 

Aside from the sheer senselessness 
of such wanton destruction of public 
Property (and the cost thereof) it ap- 
pears, from statements attributed to 
Dr. Spooner, that such acts serve to 
create an “‘acute"’ threat to the health 
of everyone in the building by suspen- 
ding particles of asbestos in the air. 
The individual vandal is probably in 
the most risk because of the dangers 
of direct exposure to the falling par- 
ticles. 

It is clear that whatever action the 
full board approves with respect to 
the removal of asbestos it will not be 
implemented until the summer. It is 
imperative that something be done in 
the interim to eliminate this aggrava- 
tion of the problem. School officials 
must move immediately to deal with 
these vandals in an affirmative 
fashion.

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Library computer bond 
Stop North facing vote on Feb. 19 


NEWTON — Although projections 
of huge saving through use of a com- 
puter system for the library are clear- 
ly impossible to achieve, the alder- 
manic Finance and Human Services 
committees agreed that some savings 
will be realized and approved a bond 
issue for $248,500 for the new system. 

The Board of Aldermen will vote on 
the matter Feb. 19. 

One computer firm that provides 
libraries with computers estimated a 
saving of more than $150,000 annually. 

The new system will actually save 
about $40,000 a year after the second 
year of the five-year lease of a 
system, according to Library Direc- 
tor Virginia Tashjian Monday night. 

Members of the Human Services 
Committee had been concerned about 
how the $33,000 minimum operating 
cost of the system 

. would be paid for, since Tashjian 
planned no immediate layoffs and a 
maximum of three jobs eliminated 
some time after the second year of 
operation. 

The answer provided Monday night 
included a one-time charge to be 
levied on patrons for new library 


cards and an increase in fines col- 
lected by use of the computer, which 
will identify immediately, at the 
checkout, patrons who owe current 
and past fines. 


The Board of Library Trustees have 
estimated the increase in fines col- 
lected at $10,000 to $15,000. A 
memorandum from the trustees, 
however, noted that the fines are 
returned to the city’s general fund, 
not the library, so that amount cannot 
be used directly in the library budget 
to offset the computer operating ex- 
pense. 

The trustees also would consider, if 
necessary, an increase in fines. 

Lyman Ziegler, speaking for the 
trustees’ said he thinks the new 
system will save a net of $40,000 a 
year after the first shakedown years 
and will more than pay for itself after 
that. 

The system will provide a computer 
and 11 terminals’ one in the main 
library and each branch. The com- 
puter will keep track of location of all 
books, compute fines, print bills, 
count and record patrons and reader- 
ship of all books, signal when reserve 


Polcari wants pizzeria 


NEWTON — Boston restaurateur 
John Polcari would like_to open a 
restaurant in the heart of a revitalized 
Pettee Square in Upper Falls. 

Polcari and Newton developer Jack 
Antaramian sketched plans for the 
restaurant in a vacant building on the 
corner of Chestnut and Oak Streets at 
an Upper Falls Community Develop- 
ment Advisory Committee meeting 
Tuesday. 

Atty. Peter Harrington, represen- 
ting Antaramian, said the developer 
has an option to buy the property. 
Rehabilitation of the boarded-up com- 
mercial block ties in with Anteramian 
plans to construct a 50,000-square-foot 
office building nearby on Oak Street. 

Polcari said he hopes to open a 100- 
seat restaurant on two floors that will 
be called Regina Pizzeria. 


The original Regina Pizzeria in 
Boston’s North End is the Polcari 
family’s first restaurant and led to 
other restaurants of the same name in 
Quincy Market, Burlington Mall, Har- 
vard Square, Salem, and one nearing 
completion in Braintree. 

But unlike its North End namesake, 
the proposed Upper Falls restaurant 
will offer full service. On the other 
hand, the menu will be less extensive 
and the prices lower than at Polcari’s 
Restaurant in Boston. 





Plans for the commerical block on 
the corner are just a part of a general 
rehabilitation of the square that will 
begin in a matter of days with 
reconstruction of the historic railroad 
depot that has been partially burned. 

Ward Alderman Susan D. Schur 
said Tuesday she plans to file for a 
rezoning of the unzoned depot land to 
a business designation. The land is 
owned by the MBTA. 

At the same time, the Advisory 
Committee is soliciting suggestions 
for the reuse of the depot. 

Sidewalk improvements in the 
square are scheduled to begin April 24 
and run through August. The depot 
improvements should take two mon- 
ths. 

The brick office building planned 
for Oak Street will have 220 parking 
spaces on two levels, and some of 
those spaces will be available to 
customers of businesses in the 
square. 

Antaramian said he would like to 
provide access from the parking lot 
behind the office building to the com- 
mercial area by way of an overpass 
over the MBTA tracks, but that the 
Planning Department anticipates ob- 
jections to the plan from the MBTA. 
Without the overpass for pedestrians, 
a walk of about 200 feet will be 
necessary. 





books are back and show the next 
name on the list, eliminate many 
manual procedures, and perform 
other functions. 

Ald, Ernest Dietz said, ‘‘I'd feel bet- 
ter if I knew the library wants to stay 
put.” 

The uncertainty about whether to 
try to enlarge and renovate the ex- 
isting main library in Newton Corner, 
move the library to a vacant surplus 
building, and eliminate some of the 
branches may disturb some aldermen 
in relation to undertaking the com- 
puter project.

When work will begin on the office 
building is not certain but, as for the 
restaurant, Antaramian said ‘‘as soon 
as John (Polcari) wants to put his 
name on the dotted line, I’m ready to 
pick up my hammer.” 

Concerned about the proposed 
restaurant was Nick J. Vlahos, owner 
of Nick’s Pizza, located across the 
street from the commercial block. 


Vlahos suggested patrons of 
Polcari's restaurant would not park 
behind the office building and walk 
200 feet, but would park in his parking 
lot and walk across the street. He was 
also concerned about competition bet- 
ween the two Italian restaurants. 


Antaramian said there would be 18 
or 20 parking spaces directly bebind 
the proposed restaurant. 


Beyond that, Antaramian said the 
office building and 50 townhouses 
nearby that he is constructing are ex- 
pected to bring an additional 500 per- 
sons into the square. ‘‘How can that 
hurt you,” he asked. 


Polcari said when he started his 
restaurant there were six Italian 
restaurants in the North End and that 
there are now 38. He started with 
about 65 seats and served about 125 
persons a day. Polcari’s now has 400 
seats and served 520 persons Monday.

Citizens Energy Commission 
looks for volunteer associates 


NEWTON — If you're interested in 
saving energy and helping your 
neighbors do the same, then there’s a 
place for you on the Newton Citizens 
Commission on Energy. 

The recently formed nine-member 
commission is looking for associate 
members to head up studies and help 
develop programs that will save 
energy dollars for Newton and 
everyone who lives in it. The commis- 
sion is considering more than 80 pro- 
jects which involve energy conserva- 
tion and the funding of conservation 
efforts in the public and private sec- 
tors, possible ordinance and building 
code modifications, the use of alter- 
nate energy sources, and the cen- 
tralization of conservation efforts. 

Some of the suggested projects are 
study of use and effect of wood and 
coal burning in the city; one-stop 
shopping office for information on 
energy efficiency in homes and 


business; federal, state and private 
programs available for grants, tax 
credits and low interest loans; im- 
proved efficiency lighting; publicity 





program; energy programs at 
various levels in schools; fuel effi- 
ciency kits for business and 
homeowners; financing home energy 
programs; city demo program on 
heat storage or solar power; electric 
vehicles. 


The group is also studying com- 
prehensive energy programs already 
established in other cities such as 
Portland, Ore., and Davis, Cal. 


The commission has no funding at 
present; therefore,’ it is seeking 
energetic and interested citizens who 
are willing to give their time to find 
ways to alleviate the energy crisis at 
the local level. If you'd like to help, 
please call 527-6059 between 9 a.m.

Elimination of M.D. degree 
recommended for health post 


NEWTON — This city no longer 
needs a doctor of medicine for health 
commissioner and should seek state 
legislation to eliminate that qualifica- 
tion, according to a recommendation 
of the Human Services and Legisla- 
tion & Rules committees. 


Health Commissioner Carolyn 
Zavarine, M.D., has resigned effec- 
tive June 30. She herself has recom- 
mended that it is not necessary to 
have an M.D. to fill the job. The 
change will take a special act of the 
state Legislature. 


The legislation will ask that a health 
commissioner be required to be the 


Community development money 
earmarked for housing increase 


NEWTON — Increased funding for 
housing development will be one of 
the recommendations to the mayor 
for spending $2.4 million in federal 
Community Development funds next 
fiscal year. 

The final recommendations of the 
Planning and Development Board to 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann are ex- 
pected to include requests for an addi- 
tional $100,000 for housing develop- 
ment, $20,000 to support community 
programs in the former Emerson 
School, and $5,000 for a handicapped 
transportation study. 

The board received over $8.5 
million in project requests during the 
past three months and has reduced 
that amount to $2.4 million, The last- 
minute changes in the board's recom- 
mendations came after a public hear- 
ing recently. Planning and Develop- 
ment Board Chairman Margaret 
Smith said additional allocations 
were possible because the board 
skimmed “‘little bits from a variety of 
areas.” 

There is still $70,000 in housing 
development support money left over 
from last year’s round of funding but 
that should be spent by July, Mrs. 
Smith said. . 

The board had proposed allocating 
$100,000 in housing development 
money in the coming fiscal year, and

Otis Pettee’s 
square Official 


UPPER FALLS — Monday the in- 
tersection of Oak and Chestnut streets 
got a new name — Otis Pettee Square 
— and the rehabilitation of the 
historic Upper Falls Railroad Depot 
began. 


Pettee, a nineteenth century Upper 
Falls resident and mill owner, was in- 
strumental in bringing the railroad to 
the village. The depot was con- 
structed shortly after the line was 
completed in 1853. 


The oldest station. in Newton, 
perhaps in the state, the depot is eligi- 
ble for inclusion in the National 
Register of Historic Places, but in re- 
cent years the depot has been van- 
dalized and partly burned. 


Ma.Vor Theodore D. Mann has 
awarded a construction contract to 
low bidder G.S. Maloney Construction 
Co. for rehabilitation of the depot and 
work will commence this month. 


Total cost of the project is about 
$35,000 and will be funded with federal 
Community Development Program 
money. 


Rehabilitation of the depot is only 
the first project proposed for the 
square. 


Work this spring will include a brick 
plaza and mini-park on the depot cor- 
ner; widened sidewalks with brick 
paving and landscape improvements 
on the remaining three corners of Pet- 
tee Square, as well as a new bus 
shelter.

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Key to reducing Cambodia famine 
is types of food nations send 


NEWTON CENTRE-— The key to 
reducing the widespread famine in 
Cambodia lies not in the distribution 
of the food, but in the kinds of foods 
that nations have been sending to that 
country, said Don Luce, international 
representative of Clergy and Laity 
Concerned. 

“I feel that the international foods 
have been distributed carefully and 
this has prevented major starvation 
in the past few months, but it has not 
been the right deal kind of food. There 
is a great of malnutrition and vitamin 
deficiency,” said Luce last week at 
Andover Newton Theological School. 

Luce had recently returned from a 
tour of Southeast Asia with ABC-TV, 
which was filming a documentary. He 
said that although the Cambodians 
appeared to be in good physical 
shape, they were living on a starva- 
tion diet. In other words, when there 
was food they would eat it all at once 
instead of saving some for when there 
might not be any food. 

“We went to film a man on the 
street making omelettes, and a big 
crowd had formed around us. I looked 
to where the man was throwing away 
the egg shells, and there was a 5-year- 
old girl lapping out the shells. This 
type of thing is really hard to deal 
with because she was obviously not 
starving, but she had lived all her life 
ona starvation diet,”’ said Luce. 


“No matter how much food is left, 
they eat it all,’’ he continued. “If they 
were really starving, it would kill 
them.” 


There is a real need for protein-type 
foods, and for vitamins, vegetables, 
and medicine, he said. There is star- 
vation along the borders of Cambodia 
and Thailand, where the armies of Pol 
Pot are stationed, but within the coun- 
try, where most of ABC’s filming took 
place, the greater problem is one of 
malnutrition. 


“Food is kept in warehouses, and 
local committees are responsible for 
distribution, which they do very

NEWTON — DARE,Inc., which 
operates group homes, treatment 
centers and other facilities serving 
1000 children a year in the Greater 
Boston area, has petitioned for site- 
plan approval to reopen Freeport 
House, a residence for 10 alienated 
teenagers.

carefully. If they let the people have 
all the food, they would eat it all at

“We're criticizing their attempt to 
be responsible when they are only at- 
tempting to prevent starvation,” said 
Luce. 

He said also that most of the food 
that is used to feed the Pol Pot armies 
comes from the United States, 
because it is sent to the Thai borders 
and is intercepted by the armies, 
preventing delivery to the civilians.

“That is a very well-fed army, 
said Luce. 

Luce spent the last part of the lec- 
ture answering questions from the ap- 
proximately 25 people who attended 
the talk. 

Most of these questions had to Viet- 


namese do with the presence of troops 
in Cambodia. Although the Cambo- 
dians were ‘very appreciative” of the 
role that the Vietnamese played in 
driving out Pol Pot, said Luce, they 
feel that a slow withdrawal of the 
troops would enable them to rebuild 
the country. If the troops were to 
withdraw suddenly, they fear that it 
would ‘create a vacuum,” and for 
that reason the Cambodians are not 
very critical of their presence. 

Luce was critical of the way the 
United States government indirectly 
supported the Pol Pot regime. 

“The irony is that they do that (sup- 
port Pol Pot) and then they keep 
charging him with genocide,” said 
Luce. He went on to describe an event 
at a White House conference on 
Southeast Asia at which only people 
who had been to the borders of Cam- 
bodia and Thailand could speak. 

“There was a man there with a film 
that contradicted one sentance of a 
speech that Mrs. Carter was to give, 
so they wouldn’t show the film,” he 
said. ‘I find this very distressing, that 
the White House is supposed to be a 
symbol of democracy, yet they only 
allowed one side of the issue.”

Rabies vaccination 
needed for license 


NEWTON — The Health Commis- 
sioner and the City Clerk wish to re- 
mind all dog owners that State law re- 
quires the owner or keeper of a dog 
months of age or older to have the dog 
vaccinated against rabies by a licens- 
ed veterinarian. 

No dog can be licensed unless writ- 
ten evidence is provided that the dog 
to be licensed and registered has been 
innoculated with an approved rabies 
vaccine. 

Dogs between 3 and 12 months of 
age at the time of initial vaccination 
must be vaccinated 12 months after 
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the initial vaccination and every three 
years thereafter. Dogs 12 months of 
age and older at the time of initial 
vaccination must be revaccinated 
every three years thereafter. 

By law, the City Clerk cannot ac- 
cept any new or renewal dog license 
applications without proof of vaccina- 
tion and the applicable license fee 
enclosed. License renewal application 
forms will be forwarded to all 
registered dog owners during the 
month of March and can be returned 
by mail for processing by April 1, 
1980.

Aid bill 
endorsed 


BOSTON — The Legislature's Joint 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs has unanimously en- 
dorsed emergency legislation to con- 
tinue aid to facilities which provide 
food and shelter to homeless persons. 


The bill, which was originally writ- 
ten to cover only the Pine Street Inn in 
Boston, was amended by the commit- 
tee to similar projects throughout the 
state. 


More than 150 people appeared to 
testify on behalf of the bill, originally 
filed by Senate President William 
Bulger. Legislative action was 
necessary because the Department of 
Public Welfare had moved in 
December to stop paying General 
Relief funds to Pine Street due to a 
technicality in state law. Funding has 
been continued pending the passage 
of corrective legislation. The bill will 
make legal, payments retroactive to 
last July 1. 


The Pine Street Inn now has 240 
beds, and room for another 150 men to 
sleep on the floor. The program will 
soon move into new quarters which 
contains 300 beds for men plus 50 
more for women. 


The legislation now goes to the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
for review of its financial impact.

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Newton legislators file bill to protect elderly from abuse 


BOSTON — State Reps. David B. 
Cohen and David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton) have co-sponsored legisla- 
tion to protect elderly persons and 
nursing home residents from physical 
abuse and neglect. 

The legislation establishes a system 
of mandatory reporting and in- 
vestigating of suspected cases. 

It requires that a broad range of 
professionals who are in frequent con- 
tact with adult residents of nursing 
homes and elderly persons report 


workers, lawyers, dentists, phar- 
macists, clergymen, employees of 
nursing homes, and home care 
workers are among the persons listed 
as mandated reporters. The reports 
will be made to the Department of 
Elder Affairs and will be confidential. 

Mandated professionals and other 
persons reporting suspicious cases 
will be protected against civil or 
criminal liability. Reports will be 
received on a 24-hour, seven-day-a- 
week basis. 


“This legislation is a reasonable 
response to a serious and pervasive 
problem. Physical abuse and neglect 
of the elderly is a problem profoundly 
disturbing in nature. The image of 
persons assaulting and degrading 
their own elderly parents strikes at 
the very bedrock of our conventional 
values and beliefs. 

“It calls into further question the 
stability and viability of the family 
unit; it presents us with yet another 
confirmation of rampant intrafamily

Newton Unitarian church growing 


NEWTON — Despite national 
trends in the opposite direction, one 
church in Newton, the First Unitarian 
Society, is actually gaining members 
and doubling its attendance on Sun- 
day mornings. According to Lynn Hol- 
bein, a member from Auburndale, the 
main reason for this increased in- 
terest in religion is the church’s new 
minister, the Rey. Dr. Gerald Krick. 

Sunday, Feb. 3, a special service 
welcomed 26:new members into the 
congregation and each Sunday more 
newcomers attend. Dr. Krick is pleas- 
ed but not surprised. 

“Tn an increasingly transient socie- 
ty, many Americans have come to 
feel separate and isolated,” he said. 
“Those who question orthodox 
Teligious views may feel especially 
estranged. What satisfied them as 
children may no longer meet their 
needs. 

“At its best, a Unitarian Univer- 
salist church is a network of sup- 
portive relationships which allows 
each member to feel a part of an open, 
caring community. With us, people 
enjoy friendships that nurture them 
and challenge them spiritually.” 

One of Dr. Krick’s main goals is to. 
expand the church membership to in- 
clude those in the Newton area who 
feel uncomfortable with more tradi- 
tional religion. ‘Our membership in- 
cludes many who were raised in more 
traditional Protestant, Jewish or 
Catholic churches, but who ‘fell out’ of 
church-going when 
disenchanted with orthodox beliefs,” 
he said. “Once they discover us, 

many people ask, “Why didn’t so- 
Meone tell me about the Unitarian 
church sooner?”

Dr. Krick says he is very aware of 
the socially active conscience 
prevalent in Newton and plans to 
deliver a sermon on a current pro- 
blem at least once a month, on sub- 
jects such as the pros and cons of 
nuclear power, capital punishment, 
ecology, or Iran and Isiam. 


He plans also to invite guest 
speakers to share the pulpit. Con- 
gressman Robert Drinan, for in- 
stance, is scheduled to speak on Sun- 
day, March 2. :

Auburndale churches 
vote to be federated 


AUBURNDALE — By decisive 
margins in both congregations, the 
Auburndale Congregational Church 
and the Centenary United Methodist 
Church have voted to become a 
federated church. 


The name of the new church has not 
been determined. 


The vote was taken Feb. 3, follow- 
ing a joint worship service in which 
holy communion was celebrated. 
Separate meetings of the two con- 
gregations resulted in favorable 
votes, 49-6 by Centenary members; 
72-1 by the members of the Congrega- 
tional Church. 

Although federated churches func- 
tion jointly in most areas of church 
life, each retains its denominational 
affiliation. The Auburndale Con- 
gregational Church is affiliated with 
the United Church of Christ; 
Centenary, with the Southern New 
England Conference of the United 
Methodist Church. 

The vote taken was the culmination 
of a 12-year process which began with 
the establishment of a cooperative 
weekday church school program still 
operates. 

During the past six years, the 
cooperative functions of the two con- 
gregations have steadily increased,

The Plan of Federation calls for 
continuing for the present the 
maintenance and use of both 
buildings. It also promises that the 
community around the two churches 
will be consulted if any significant 
change is contemplated. The two 
buildings are about 100 yards apart. 

The present pastoral leadership will 
be maintained. The Rev. David B. 
Kreider of the Auburndale Congrega- 
tional Church and the Rev. Evan 
Johnson of the Centenary UM Church 
will serve as co-pastors.

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Old snowshoes inspire racket stringing 


NEW YORK (UPI) — When 
Madeline Mishel was taking a math 
course at the University of Penn- 
sylvania some years ago, she had 
several friends who were students of 
architecture. Through them, she 
became acquainted with an elderly 
professor who urged his classes to 
think about new designs for such mun- 
dane items as the weave in window 
screens and tennis racket strings. ° 


Madeline began thinking, too. Being 
an avid player of tennis and squash, 
she thought about racket strings 
whenever she was alone at home. 
While her mind was buzzing, her eyes 
unconsciously kept turning to a pair of 
souvenir snowshoes hanging on a wall 
of her apartment. It happened again

and again, every time Madeline sat 
down to think. 

One day, it hit. 

“My God,” she cried aloud. 
“Snowshoes! That's the solution!” 


The result of her cerebral exercise 
is a patented new method for str- 
inging rackets of all types — tennis, 
squash, badminton, racquetball — 
based on the pattern in her souvenir 
snowshoes. Instead of one set of ver- 
tical strings and one horizontal — as 
in conventional rackets — the new 
method uses three sets, one vetical 
and two diagonal. The new weave 
creates a pattern of diamonds, rather 
than squares. 

She says her stringing method is 
structurally superior, uses 12 to 15

percent less string, provides longer 
string life, gives the player better ball 
control and reduces vibration of the 
type that often gives players an afflic- 
tion commonly known as _ tennis 
elbow. 

“Years ago, men really knew what 
it was to think things through and for 
people to walk on top of snow that 
must be the reason snowshoes were 
strung in three directions — to 
distribute a person’s weight to six 
points,’’ she says. 

“In three-direction racket str- 
inging, the same thing occurs. The 
impact is distributed to six points of 
the frame and cuts down on vibration, 
particularly on metal rackets which 
are like tuning forks.” 

While her method is revolutionary 
in concept, she adds that international 
tennis officials have assured her there 
is no appparent reason her stringing 
would not be accepted in due time for 
tournament play. 

After leaving the university, 
Madeline returned to New York for a 
job as a computer systems engineer 
for IBM and married a resident physi- 
cian at Belllevue Hospital. Soon her 
racket venture became more impor- 
tant than her-computer job, so she 
resigned. 

Today, she is Mrs. Allen Hauptman, 
a 30-year-old housewife with an infant 
son, a company called Mad-Raq, Inc., 
with a workshop in her kitchen and 
patents in both the United States and 
Great Britain on an idea whose time 
has not quite arrived.

says Madeline. ‘Some people fall in 
love with it and say they get incredi- 
ble spin. At worst, it plays as well as a 
conventional racket.”’ 

A conventional racket has 18 
horizontal strings and 18 vertical. The 
new method has 12 vertical and 12 
each in two diagonal directions. 

“The strings hold their positions 
tighter even though you are using less 
string,” says Hauptman. “There is 
less friction between the strings so 
they don’t wear out so quickly. 

“And «playability is improved 
because the holes between the strings 
-are a little wider and the ball stays on 
the racket longer — the strings grab 
the ball — so you have a split second 
longer to apply whatever power or 
control you may have on the stroke.” 


The trek from the snowshoe idea to 
construction to attempts at marketing 
have been an eye-opening but rewar- 
ding adventure into the business 
world for a young person totally un- 
prepared for the experience.

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Tests to make before tiling basement floor 


Tiling basement floor 

Q. My basement floor is concrete: smooth, level, 
and dry. I'd like to lay tile over part of it but I'm 
told there are certain precautions to be taken. What 
are the preparatory steps and what kind of tile must 
Tuse? D.H.,S.D, 

A. Your floor may appear dry, but is it really 
dry? One way to find out, according to Popular 
Mechanics Encylopedia, is to coat several test 
spots with the black liquid primer available from 
your local dealer in floor coverings. Apply this li- 
quid to a small area in each corner and several 
small spots over the floor. Let it stand for 24 hours 
or so. Then, if you can scrape off this coating with a 
putty knife, your floor is not dry enough to lay tile 
safely. Open all basement windows during clear, 
breezy weather, or operate a dehumidifier to 
reduce the moisture content of the air in the area. 
Then test again. 

If the primer sticks solidly, apply it over the 
whole floor. When dry, apply a tile cement suitable 
for use on concrete below grade. Follow the 
manufacturer's instructions for laying tile on base- 
ment floors; you can get them from your local 
dealer in floor coverings. 

As arule only asphalt tiles are recommended for 
use on concrete floors below grade. Thoroughly 
clean and dust the floor before applying primer. It 
is adviseable to vacuum-clean the floor to make 
sure that all fine dust has been removed. 
Mildew takes to siding 

Q. My home is in the woods and my problem is 
mildew that grows on the wooden siding of the 
house, especially on the north wall. The siding was 
painted two years ago but the mildew didn't show 
up until last summer. Now it's bad and seems to be 
getting worse. What can I do about it? T.N., Ga. 

A. I wonder if you used one of the mildew- 
resistant paints. These usually are quite effective 
or at least they appear to control some conditions 
favorable to mildew growth. You can scrub off most 
of the mildew and the resulting discoloration with a 
medium-to-strong solution of triosodium phosphate 
if you're persistent. Make up the solution with 3 oz. 
trisodium phosphate, 1 oz. detergent, 1 pt. 
household bleach, and 3 qts. water. This is a pretty 
strong treatment and while it may dull the paint 
somewhat, it cuts the mildew quite effectively as a 
rule. Wear rubber gloves while working with it and 
protect your eyes from spatters. 

If there are high shrubs or low-hanging tree limbs 
along the wall, it’s a good idea to do a little trimm- 
ing. This will promote g ood air circulation, a 
mildew deterrent in itself. When you repaint, I sug- 
gest you use a mildew-resistant product. —-— 

Playing with fire 

Q. A friend recently showed me how to insert a 
coin in a fuse socket to keep the fuse from blowing. 
This doesn’t seem right. Won't the coin pass more 
current than the wires are supposed to carry? Isn't 
this unsafe? E.T., Okla.

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Today's Art 


Art legislation: What does it mean? 


By VONI WEAVER 


There's a lot of art fund legislation being proposed and some of it passed. 
Time to get it straight. 


Starting at the federal level, there are the National Endowment for the 
Arts and the National Endowment for the Humanities. Didn't know they 
were separate. 


The NEA has as its goal the ‘promulgating of high quality, easily accessi- 
ble arts experiences throughout the country,” according to Steve Gerritson 
of the Massachusetts Arts and Humanities Council. The NEA gives grants to 
individuals and to institutions and 20 percent of its budget goes toward sup- 
port of state art agencies. 


While we're there, let me call crafts peoples’ attention to an announce- 
ment in the Feb.-March American Craft Magazine. 


To quote: ‘‘The NEA has created a new category open to artists of all 
kinds. Project Individual— Collaborative makes non-matching grants of 
$5,000 for specific short-term projects, individual or collaborative, in one or 
mixed disciplines.” 


Details can be found in the new NEA guidelines available in March. Call 
Eudorah Moore, crafts coordinator, NEA, at (202) 634-1566 to receive 
guidelines and application. Quick, quick, before we lose Joan Mondale. 


On the state level, we're twice blessed, with the Mass. Council on the Arts 
and Humanities and the Special Commission on the Arts. The Mass. Council, 
Gerritson tells me, serves not only as a clearing house for federal money but 
also as an arbiter which disposes of state money to individuals and institu- 
tions connected with the arts and, you guessed it, the humanities. 


Last year’s art appropriation in the state budget was $2.3 million and Gov. 
Edward King has asked that the appropriation be raised to $4 million this 
year. Max Friedli, of the Special Commission, says there’s a good chance of 
passage (they're lobbying). 


‘So, what's the Arts Lottery for? 

The Arts Lottery will supply cities and towns directly with aid, Friedli 
says. The Mass. Council funding tends to emphasize the private sector, 
whereas lottery funds are to be handled by cities and towns themselves, ac- 
cording to both council representatives. 


“People who know about lotteries aren't at all worried about funds coming 

in,’ Friedli said. Lottery tickets will sell for $5 apiece, but probably not 

before late summer or early fall because the new fiscal year begins in July 
and only then will promotional money be free to start things rolling. 


The Special Commission thinks that about $1.50 per capita will be 
available; funds to be distributed pretty much on the basis of population. 

Newton should be eligible to receive about $125,000 in two disbursements 
annually. 


. No money will come through until 1981, so don’t everybody come running 
yet. Also, cities and towns have to have arts councils to disburse the funds, 
ven and if they come through, like the Newton Cultural Affairs Commis- 
sion. 





The NCAC has been keeping a lower profile than is good for it apparently. 
Friedli didn't know we have one. 

We do, and Linda Plaut, who works at Newton Recreation and is also an 
associate commissioner of the Metropolitan District Commission, which 
overlooks metropolitan park lands, among other things, is one of the com- 
missioners here. She says: ‘‘The Mass, Council on Arts and Humanities will 
assemble panels of artists and-or experts to help with the selection of art 
works for those parks, for example,” and that the NCAC will have to per- 
form a similar function. 


Ald. Edward Richmond is actively interested in 1 percent legislation, 
which is legislation intended to earmark 1 percent of the city’s building and 
maintenance funds for buying or commissioning art works for public 
buildings and parks, and-or performances in same. The NCAC has a pro- 
posal in the works under a committee chaired by Commissioner Marcia 
Massimo. 


Another alderman, Lisle Baker, is interested in exploring the possibility of 
a privately subscribed (for tax deductible dollars) art fund. 


Definition D of the NCAC’s 1 percent proposal: ‘Supplemental 
Funds—shall mean those funds appropriated by the Board of Aldermen or 
contributed by individuals or other sources, and placed in the Public Arts 
Fund in addition to those funds made available from Eligible funds, which 
shall be used for implementing the purposes of this ordinance.” (I always 
enjoy the extra caps in legalese. Why would Eligible be upper and funds be 
lower???) 


Maudyea Campbell, who chairs the NCAC, would like interested people tc 
know that the NCAC welcomes participation and that the next meeting wil! 
be on March 5 at the Newton Arts Center, 61 Washington Pk., Newtonville, at 
7:45 p.m.

February traditionally is a good month for 
new car, truck and van buyers, say officials of 
the National 

Automobile Dealers Association, and this 
February will be even better than usual. 

New car buyers will get other special 
bonuses this year. The 1980 models are getting 
a peak average of over 21 miles per gallon 
(though many models get much more). This is 
51 percent greater than the 13.9 MPG record- 
ed for median-age 1974 cars. For 1980 buyers 
trading in median-age cars, gas savings 
should range between $300 and $450 a year, 
assuming gas costs between $1 and $1.50 a 
gallon and 12,000 miles are driven. 

Lower maintenance is another favorable 
factor pointed to in the new generation of cars. 
The 1980 models need fewer oil changes, 
lubrication jobs and routine maintenance 
checks according to NADA. These alone can 
save hundreds of dollars a year over the 
operating costs of a median-age car. 

1980 cars have been stripped of unnecessary 
weight, yet materials are more durable and 
resistant to corrosion, bumpers are stronger 
and passengers have more room engineered 
into the interior of the car while reducing the 
overall size. 

Many car shoppers complain about what 
seems to be the high price of new cars. 
However, the price of a new car still lags 


behind the overall cost of living. It took the | 


average buyer of 30 years ago 1,184 hours of 
work to pay for his car; in 1979 it took him only 
682 hours.

Garden City Marathon 
Fleming returns stylish

After two years of sitting out 
because of a knee injury, Vincent 
Fleming of Melrose returned to the 
runners’ world Sunday to capture 
first place in Newton’s Garden City 
Marathon with a time of 2:26;27. 

A Watertown man, Lawrence Gen- 
tile, just missed the third place spot, 
finishing the 26.2 mile run in 2:32:20 
for fourth place in the 18-29 year-old 
age group and fifth in the race. 

Joseph McCusker of Newton out- 
ran everyone in his age range, 35-39 as 
he clinched the 2ist position in 
2:43:38. 

Another area marathoner, Socrates 
Sotir of Newtonville, beat out all other 
55-59 year-olds, finishing 43rd with a 
2:48:53 time. 

Edith Greene of Boston posted the 
fastest time among the women cross- 
ing the line with 2:51 left before the 
three-hour mark. 


Fleming, who proved his long- 
distance running talent by capturing 
fifth place honors in 1977’s Boston 
Marathon, as well as respectable 
finishes in other races, was expected 
to emerge successful Sunday. 

“I think I could have done better,” 
Fleming noted . “I had a stress test 
(for oxygen capacity) done this week 
and I’ve been a little tired. I stopped 
three times in the last six miles.” 

But it was the hills and the biting 
winds that really got to him and other 
runners towards the end. 

“If I had known the course would be 
that hilly, I probably wouldn’t have 
run,” Fleming added, ‘‘This course 
was 10 times harder than Boston.”

BOSTON — William L, White has 
been named the Sylvan C. Coleman 
Professor of Financial Management 
at the Harvard Business School. The 
Coleman professorship was establish- 
ed in 1968 by the brokerage and in- 
vestment banking firm of.E.F, Hutton 
& Company Inc., New York, to honor 
Coleman, the chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive officer. Coleman graduated 
with distinction from the Harvard 
Business School in 1928, He headed 
E.F. Hutton’s foreign division and 
corporate finance department before 
becoming a general partner in’ 1938 
and chairman of the board and chief 
executive officer in 1962. 

Professor White’s specialty is 
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e 
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finance. He currently teaches Capital 
Markets, an elective for second-year 
students designed to develop a detail- 
ed understanding of the functions and 
behavior of financial markets. His 
current research interests are focus- 
ed on an examination of the changing 
role and structure of financial institu- 
tions with a special interest in the 
competition between financial institu- 
tions and the public securities 
markets, His publications include 
“Debt Management in the Form of 
Business Financing;’’ Journal of 
Finance, May 1974; Capital for Pro- 
ductivity and Jobs, Prentice-Hall, 
1977; and The Financial System (with 
J. Light), Irwin, 1979. He earned both 
the §.B, and Ph.D. degrees in In- 
dustrial Management from the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology (in 1959 and 1965, respec- 
tively), and joined the Harvard 
Business School faculty as an assis- 
tant professor in 1966, He became 
associate professor in 1967, and was 
- made full professor in 1970. 

Professor White lives in Newton- 
ville, Mass., with his wife, Jeanne, 
and their four children, 

The Coleman’ professorship was 
vacated by John H. McArthur, who 
became the George Fisher Baker Pro- 
fessor of Business Administration on 
Jan, 1, 1980, upon appointment as 
dean of the faculty of the Harvard 
Business School.

NEWTON — “My works are 
abstractions, not still lifes,” explains 
Carole Bolsey, whose ‘Painted Draw- 
ings” are featured in the current one- 
woman show in the Newton Free 
Library Gallery, 414 Centre Street, 
Newton Corner, now through March 3.

LOWER FALLS— Most people 
only dream of sailing to exotic 
places on a boat with a name like 
“Eye of the Wind.”

“The ges! of the expedition is to 
perform an environmental impact 
study on the area designated for 
the park,” he continued. ‘Before 
you create something, you have to 
find out what's there first.” 

The two-month study will involve 
studying marine samples, such as 
algae, plankton, and fish, that a 
diving team will bring to the lab on 
the boat for inspection. 

The team, made up of approx- 
imately 60 botanists, zoologists, 
doctors, surveyors, and Young Ex- 
plorers, will also attempt the first 
assault on the 8,000-foot high Mount 
Tambusisi, and they will study the 
boundaries of the land so that they 
may come up with an overall plan 
that would protect the park ‘from 
the ravages of time and man.”” 

“You have to see if there is a 
river or a mountain range that will 
serve as a natural boundary. A 
hundred years ago, the method for 
de boundaries was just to 
look around and the furthest point 


to muster the necessary 18 votes two 
weeks ago.

Levens says that what should be 
considered on an expedition like 
the one that he is going on is 
“everything and the future.”” 

For example, when boundaries 
are being laid out, there may be 
tribes living within the boundaries, 
which is fine until the tribe grows 
to the point where expansion 
reaches over the preset boun- 
daries. A tribe may also depend on 


the owner and the developer, so that 
any rezoning will be of no effect right 
now. 

If the shopping center ceases, an 
apartmtnt building could be built 
before the rezoning goes into effect.

Quinn had ‘no comment” on the 
outcome of lie detector tests given 
last week to at least three City Hall 
employees. 


The investigation into the disap- 
pearance of the mayor's money has 
been in progress since Feb. 2, 
although it did not become public until 
the following week. 

How the theft originally became 
known, and why it went undetected 
for so long, are questions that remain 
to be answered. 


The investigation is being carried 
out under the direction of Chief Quinn 
by Detective Capt. Walter Drew, 
Detective Sgt. Gerald Lawrence and 
Detective Manley Kiley.

Board approves bond 
for asbestos removal 


NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen Tuesday night approved 
unanimously a bond issue for $800,000 
to do the first phase of asbestos 
removal at Newton North High School 
this summer. 


A resolution offered by Ald. Paul 
Coletti to have the building commis- 
sioner do the removal work in two 
phases, instead of the two or three 
recommended by asbestos expert Dr. 
Charles Spooner, was denied by the 
board, which went along with the 
Spooner recommendation. 


Coletti wanted the two-phase opera- 
tion as a compromise between his 
desire to get the work done all at one 
time and the Spooner recommenda- 
tion, with which the School Commit- 
tee agreed. 


Coletti said he was in favor of com- 
plete removal at one time not only 
because of health reasons but also for 
financial considerations. 


Coletti also said the city is liable for 


illness caused by the presence of ~ 


asbestos ‘‘because we have allowed it 
to continue.” 


Coletti feels the expense of asbestos 
removal and control will continue to 
rise as the years go on and said he is 
not in favor of extending the bonding 
costs and having to keep voting 
“more money to fix up the school.” 


The asbestos-removal contract 
must be signed by July 1, after 
regular bidding procedures have been 
followed, in order for the city to be 
eligible for any state reimbursement. 


Joseph Levens 
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Next health chief 
may notbe M.D. 


NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen has approved a resolution 
asking the Legislature to remove the 
MLD. requirement for health commis- 
sioner for Newton. 

J. Carolyn Zavarine, M.D., health 
commissioner for almost four years, 
will be leaving at the end of June. She 
has recommended that the next com- 
missioner not have to hold an M.D. 
degree. 

In the opinion of many aldermen, 
she has done such a good job 
reorganizing the Health Department, 
it is not necessary to have the depart- 
Ment run by a physician. 

When Zavarine took over the 
department was overstaffed and 
underspecialized. She has it organiz- 
ed now into child, geriatric and 
community-health divisions, each 
headed by persons competent in their 
fields. 

Zavarine said at a meeting of the 
Human Services Committee that the 
public-health field has changed so 
much in the past few years that non- 
physicians are being trained in large 
numbers to administer health 
departments. 

“Properly trained public health 
specialists have demonstrated their 


ability to develop and administer 
creative programs in many settings’”’ 
Zavarine said. 

The requested legislation should re- 
quire either that the health commis- 
sioner hold a graduate degree in 
medicine, public health, public ad- 
ministration or a related field with at 
least two years' full-time ad- 
ministrative experience in public 
health or health-care services, or the 
equivalent combination of education 
and experience in health or health 
care, according to Zavarine. 

Zavarine also noted that Newton, 
like most cities, cannot afford to pay 
salaries of full-time physician-health 
commissioners, “even those 
dedicated to public health.” 

Board of Aldermen President Jef- 
ferson was opposed to the change. 
“We will be dependent on volunteers 
and the health advisory board,” he 
said. 


“Money should not be the reason to 
abandon our position (of wanting an 
M.D.), We'd need consulting fees for 
an M.D. — we might as well pay an 
M.D.," Jefferson said. 

The vote on the resolution to ask for 
special legislation was 14-8. 


$248,500 for Newton 
library computer 


NEWTON — A $248,500 bonding 
authorization for a computer system 
for the Newton Free Library was ap- 
proved by the Board of Aldermen 
Tuesday night with almost no ques- 
tions and two suggestions. 

Ald. Susan Schur said she is ‘‘very 
concerned" about protecting the 
public-bidding procedure and wants 
to make sure the specifications are 
written from a functional point of 
view — that is, describing the ser- 
vices wanted and not describing those 
already offered by-the vendor of 
library computers and computer ser- 
me that the library has been dealing 

Another suggestion, offered by 
Human Services Committee Chair- 
man Carol Ann Shea, was that the 
library consider putting the entire 
card catalogue that is now at the main 
library onto the computer terminals 
that will be at each branch. She said 
she had assumed that was the inten- 
tion of the library all along, but found 
it was not. 

The new system, which will speed 
up location of books, taking out and 


returning books, and billing pro- 
cedures, will also eventually save 
money, although Library Director 
Virginia Tashjian expects to save on- 
ly three salaries after two years of the 
new computer. 

Still to be answered is the question 
of how she will deal with the increase 
in her budget of at least $33,000 a year 
for the operation of the computer. 

The Board of Library Trustees has 
suggested instituting a one-time 
library card fee, and has offered a 
$10,000-$15,000 increase in fines that 
will be caught by the new computer as 
ways to raise the needed extra money 
as well as raising the overdue fines. 


The flaw in that proposal is that the 
fines do not go to the library but in- 
stead the city’s general fund: and 
therefore cannot be used against the 
library budget. 

CLSI, a Newton-based computer 
firm, has submitted estimates of cost 
and saving that show a potential sav- 
ing of over $150,000 a year using its 
system. Such savings would require 

large staff layoffs, which the library 
director does not intend to effect. 


Homestead gets 
addition funds 


NEWTON — The Jackson 
Homestead archive project Tuesday 
night finally was given its $4000 for 
preliminary plans, more than two 
years after the project was proposed 
and supported by Mayor Theodore 
Mann. The Friends will also provide 
$4000. 


Ald. Richard McGrath, who was in- 
censed by failure of the Friends of the 
Jackson Homestead and the Finance 
Committee to adhere to conditions 
outlined in a memorandum of agree- 
ment between himself, the mayor, 
and the president of the Friends, 
reversed his vote from an aye to a 
nay, showing his intent not to move 
reconsideration and hold up the pro- 
ject any further. 


McGrath had complained that the 
Friends, who are raising most of the 
money for the addition to the 
Homestead, went back on their pro- 
mise to pay the full amount for the ar- 
chitect, as outlined in the memoran- 
dum. Other terms of the agreement 
were that the mayor agreed to com- 
mit the city to $100,000 for the founda- 
tion and vault, instead of the §77,000 
committed two years ago, and the 
Friends agreed to raise all the rest of 
the money. 


The Friends of the Jackson 
Homestead are a group that works 
voluntarily for the improvement and 
operation of the Homestead, a city- 
owned historical building and center 
of Newton's history. ; 

They are committed to the addition 
to the Homestead to preserve 
historical records and provide more 
space for Homestead activities. 

The operation of the archive, once it 
is built and in operation, will cost the 
city little if any money, since it will be 
operated by staff of the Homestead, 
which includes a professional ar- 
chivist. 

The city records have been in pro- 
cess of being located, evaluated, 
restored and catalogued by an ar- 
chivist paid for by grants to the 
Homestead. 

McGrath said the Board of 
Aldermen should follow the’ 
memorandum of agreement. The 
Friends of the Jackson Homestead) 
have the money, he said, and should 
go ahead and pay the architect.

The more than two-year delay is 
partially the fault of the process that 
requires the review of architects by 
the Designer Selection Committee, 
which does not move quickly. An ar- 
chitect is now ready to be hired, anda 
contract should be ready for execu- 
tion this spring. 

McGrath, who had threatened to 
use every parliamentary procedure 
available to delay the vote, at first 
voted in favor so he could move for 
reconsideration, but then changed his 
vote to no. White and Ald. Joseph 
DePasquale were the only other 
Negative votes. 


Shock 
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Use of Davis by NCSC backed 


.NEWTON — If the Newton Com- 
munity Service Centers, Inc., buy the 
Davis School, they will close the day 
care centers they sponsor, with the 
exception of the one in Newton Cen- 
tre. 


That news led several people to 
speak at a public hearing before the 
aldermanic Administration & Plann- 
ing Committee last week against the 
Davis reuse group's recommendation 
to sell to the Service Centers (NCSC). 

The consensus, however, was over- 
whelmingly in favor of reuse by 
NCSC. 

Speakers from the audience of 
about 50 people were angered that a 
recommendation of the Planning 
Department for 20-29 apartments in 
the school, which will be closed at the 
end of this school year’ was not 
available before today. 

John Eller, president of the NCSC, 
was especially concerned about the 
Planning Department report. ‘For 
three months, a real, live option has 
been before the reuse group,” Eller 
commented and said he was surprised 
that the Planning Department had not 


even mentioned that fact. 

In the Planning Department 
memorandum the possible use as a 
community center was referred to 
negatively because the use would be 
“similar to that of an office building 
and would overburden the site.” 
There are 44 parking spaces available 
at the Davis School, which would not 
be enough, according to the Planning 
Department. 


Eller said at the hearing that NCSC 
serves 5000 people in the city from in- 
fant to elderly. In order to set up pro- 
grams for next fall, next spring at the 
latest, his organization must know 
fairly soon whether it will be allowed 
to buy the Davis School. 

One of the factors in wanting to 
move is the condition of the Pomroy 
House in Newton Corner, Eller said. 
The house needs major repairs, and it 
is conceivable that it will be closed 
and sold, regardless of whether NCSC 
consolidates its activities into the 
school. 

In response to parents from Newton 
Corner who would have to take their 
children for day care to the new loca- 


tion, David Cooper of NCSC said, ‘‘We 
will try to answer needs of Newton 
Corner people.”” 

The only real opposition to the pro- 
posed move to Davis School came 
from parents using the day care 
facilities. 

Sharon Greene, 6 Irving St., Newton 
Centre, said it would be inconvenient 
for her in relation to commuting and it 
would be ‘‘trading off one part of the 
community against the other.”” 

Joseph Kaplan of Cornell Street, 
Lower Falls, said the separate child 
care facilities are better and con- 
solidation would be a ‘headlong rush 
to mediocrity.” 

Ann Herrnstadt, on the advisory 
board of the Council on Aging, said 
she was not speaking in opposition but 
wanted to remind the aldermen of the 
shortage of housing for the elderly. 

Hugh Rogovin, an advocate for 
housing, said he had at first been in 
favor of housing at the Davis School 
but now finds that the NCSC use “‘is 
probably the highest and best use.” 
The Davis Community Association is 
fully behind the use of Davis by the 
NCSC. ° 


In his presentation, Eller said NCSC 
would occupy all the building except 
for one floor, which it would try to 
rent out. 

The only definite arrangement with 
any group, should NCSC acquire the 
Davis School, is with the Boys’ Club, 
Eller said’ which would operate some 
programs there. 

NCSC is ready to take over the 
building as soon as it is closed or as 
soon as the sale can be completed’ a 
step that would prevent vandalism 
and take that fear from neighbors’ 
minds. 

Despite the need for relatively 
quick action by the Administration & 
Planning Committee, the first discus- 
sion is scheduled for March 12, when 
other surplus schools are also on the 
agenda. 

The Administration & - Planning 
Committee takes only the first step — 
to recommend the disposition of the 
building. 

The matter ther. goes to the Land 
Use and Finance committees. The 
Finance Committee determines the 
price. 


$2.5m sought for fire, police improvements

NEWTON — Fire Chief Edward 
Reilly and Police Chief William Quinn 
have requested a $2.5 million ap- 
propriation from Mayor Theodore 
Mann for improvements to the 
emergency communications systems 
in their departments. 


The request has been referred to the 
Finance, Public Safety and Public 
Facilities Committees, which will be 
holding hearings on the appropriation 
within the next several weeks. 


Chief Reilly is asking for new radios 
for the Fire Department to replace 
the present equipment which is 2 
years old. According to consultant 
Timothy Coogan the present equip- 
ment is “‘obsolete.” He said the por- 
. table radios now used by the depart- 
ment cannot even be used inside a 
building and there is ‘‘a lot of in- 
terference.” 


The system which is being re- 
quested, Coogan said, will enable the 
chief at a fire scene to communicate 
with firefighters from other towns 
who have come to assist. With the pre- 
sent equipment, Newton cannot com- 
municate with other towns. 

“When Chief Reilly was fighting the 
fire at Warren Junior High School in 
December, he had to walk from 
engine to engine or send a runner to 
tell firefighters from other depart- 
ments what to do,”’ Coogan said. 

Coogan said the request also in- 
cludes the replacement of the present 
fire alarm system with one that 
allows a ‘flexible response.” 

The new system would put 
telephones in the fireboxes so that the 
person reporting the emergency can 
call for an ambulance, a police car or 
fire engines, depending on the situa- 
tion. 

The present alarm system works on 
a system of preprogrammed 


responses and sometimes results in 
equipment being dispatched un- 
necessarily. 

The appropriation request includes 
the Emergency Voice Code System, 
now in use in Boston and other com- 
munities, which Coogan said has been 
very effective in reducing the number 
of false alarms. He said Boston has 
experienced a 90 percent drop in false 
alarms since installing the system. 


The new fire communications 
system would also put computer ter- 
minals at fire headquarters which 
could provide e-nergency responders 
with information about the house or 
business where fire is reported. 
Firefighters could learn, for example, 
through information fed into the com- 
puter, that there is an invalid on the 
third floor of a house, or that one of 
the occupants requires a special type 
of medical attention. 

The computer could also store in- 
formation about chemicals stored ina 


Village development effects to be 


NEWTON — Does the -well- 
intentioned infusion of federal money 
through the community development 
program hurt as well as help a com- 
munity?

These are only two 
of a series of questions Saklad wants 
answered.

Jr. high principals say they can live with staff cuts 


A seventh grade teacher in one of 
the four major areas of English, 
Social Studies, Science or 
Mathematics spends 25 of the 40 
periods a week in a teaching situation. 

Five periods are for lunch. Of the 
remaining 35 periods, 20 are spent in 
class, three are “foundation” periods, 
two are elective periods, one is for 
cafeteria duty, one for a department 
meeting, two for a “cluster” meeting, 
and there are six preparation periods. 

Lagios explained the “foundation” 
Period provides additional help to 
students in the four major subject 
areas, if they do not take a language. 

Committee member Honora Kaplan 
suggested the cluster plan is inflexi- 
ble and locks a school into a staffing 
pattern.

The cluster system at Bigelow 
Junior High, the smallest of the junior 
highs, does not result in inflexibility, 
Principal Betty Quinn said. Large 
class size, she said, is not a result of

The announcement of the Silk Mill 
Dam study was made at an energy 
forum sponsored by Boston Edison at 
city hall, At that forum a panel of 
representatives from the city and the 
utility discussed many questions 
relating to electricity and its effect on 
Newton. 


Energy Officer Michael Kuklinski 
cited some of the successes of 
Newton’s energy conservation pro- 
gram and outlined ambitious goals for 
the future. 


Kuklinski said that 120,000 gallons 
of fuel oil have been saved in the past 
year through “no-cost and low-cost ef- 
ficiency measures” and he said the ci- 
ty will begin “‘an aggressive energy 
conservation program” involving 
“large capital outlays” within the 
year. 


says something specific one is accus- 
ed of trying to run the schools.” 


Lagios said ‘‘Any time there is a lot 
of anxiety in the outside world it 
comes into the schools. The question 
is should the principals still have the 
authority to organize the schools. . .

Mrs. Fleishman suggested prin- 
cipals could schedule cluster and 
departmental meetings for before or 
after school. Meadowbrook Principal 
Irwin Freedman said those meetings 


“Tt is within the powers of the city,”’ 
he said, ‘‘to reduce fuel consumption 
by 40 to 50 percent.” 

He said many city buildings have no 
insulation, their windows are poor 
from a conservation standpoint and 
their heating systems are ‘‘old and in- 
efficient.” Kuklinski said most of the 
heating systems were designed when 
fuel was cheap and are therefore 
“overbuilt.” 

He said a “comprehensive retrofit 
program” will be presented to the 
Board of Aldermen this spring which 
will probably seek a bond issue for 
storm windows, insulation and other 
energy conservation measures. 

Kuklinski cited the success of the 
School Department in reducing 
energy consumption by 43 percent in 
the last year. He said he hopes to see 
computerized control of all city 
buildings and solar hot water systems 
providing 50 percent of the city’s hot 
water, both long-term goals. 

In the short run, Kuklinski said he 
hopes to reduce oil and electricity 
consumption by 10 percent during 
1980 and to reduce natural gas con- 
sumption by 25 percent. He also said 
his energy program will help Newton 
citizens too by providing free energy 
audits and low-interest loans for 
energy conservation. 


Edison Vice President Craig Peffer 
said a study of 29 locations in Newton 
showed an 11 percent reduction in the 
use of electricity. Stevens also prais- 
ed energy conservation efforts in 
Newton, calling them “outstanding, 
better than the system as a whole.” 


are outside of the school day at his 
junior high.

Auburndale latest target of burglars 


NEWTON — Newton police report 
that a rash of burglaries has occurred 
within the last month in Auburndale, 
and according to Lt. Charles Feeley, 
burglars have had little difficulty get- 
ting into homes and businesses 
because of a lack of security precau- 
tions. 


“In one area of Auburndale en- 
compassing 11 breaks,” Feeley said, 
“two homes were entered by means of 
an unlocked window, two were 
entered without force (unlocked 
door), two were entered by breaking 
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cellar windows and one was entered 
through a front window.” 


Feeley said that all the breaks ex- 
cept one occurred during daylight 
hours and that none of the victims 
were participants in the Police 
Department's . Neighborhood Watch 
Program. 


That program brings neighbors 
together at meetings where they learn 
about home security and coordinate 
neighborhood surveillance of 
suspicious persons and activities. 


“Tt is interesting to note,” Feeley 
said, ‘‘that after years of public in- 
formation and Neighborhood Watch 
meetings, which have enjoyed much 
success, our breaks are still being ef- 
fected by breaking glass in the rear 
doors or through cellar windows. 

‘Many of the losses are as a result 
of carelessness and a failure to 
recognize that thieves will operate 
almost as if they had a license in 
neighborhoods where a lack of securi- 
ty exists,” 


Feeley said that burglary 
historically increases after the holi- 


day season and he said burglars are 
concentrating on silverware and 
jewelry ‘‘for obvious reasons.” 


Chief William Quinn points out that 
Neighborhood Watch meetings and 
home and business security surveys 
are available to Newton residents and 


“Although no one program is 100 
percent guaranteed,” Quinn said, 
“these programs and the interest of 
our people could definitely restrict 
burglars.”

Worthwhile 
energy project 


Imagine, if you will, the generation of 
ire. again on the venerable Charles 
iver. 


Long ago, in the dim past of the 1880's, 
the stream launched many business firms 
and in the process turned the wheels that 
poner the American industrial revolu- 

ion. 


From Hopkinton through to the Basin 
and into Boston Harbor, it is rich in 
history. The possible rediscovery of the 
Charles as a power source came at a 
Newton City Hall joint meeting for the 
media and municipal department heads 
last week. Boston Edison disclosed that it 
is collaborating with Newton, the 
Metropolitan District Commission and the 
Charles River Watershed Association in a 
feasibility study aimed at doing just that. 


The Silk Mill Dam in Newton Upper 
Falls has been selected as the pilot project 
to determine whether it is practical to 
draw hydro-electric power from the river. 
This is a relatively new dam, having been 
rebuilt by the MDC in 1956 as a flood con- 
trol program, but the location has had an 
installation of one kind or other since 1688. 


We find the idea intriguing. Buffeted by 
anti-nuclear forces, Boston Edison is tak- 
ing another step into an alternative energy 
source without backing off its commitment 
to the nuclear field. 


All told, Edison sees 32 dam sites on sites 
on the Charles, Sudbury and Assabet 
Rivers offering a hydro-electric potential. 
Power coming out of the Silk Mill Dam at 
Upper Falls is likely to generate enough 
electricity to serve annual needs of only 
200 homes, a mere flashpoint compared 
with the regional consumption. 


On the basis of total involvement of all 
dams, however, the outflow could be 
significant. Edison, of course, will be look- 
ing for a cost effective basis to justify its 
investment. Success will be a great boon to 
the communities along the Charles, which 
has been undergoing gradual improve- 
ment thanks to the combined efforts of the 
MDC and Watershed Association. 


By making the old dams functional 
again, there will be an upgrading of both 
the facility and surroundings, hopefully. It 
could well accelerate the slow pace of re- 
cent years in restoring the Charles to full 
utilization as a recreation asset. 


Earlier generations got immense 
pleasure out of the stream in swimming, 
boating and riverbank picnicking-play 
areas. The pledge made a decade or so ago 
that the Charles would again be fit for 
swimming never was fulfilled, but the pro- 
spects are brighter. 


Edison’s hydro-electric proposition war- 
rants the encouragement received from its 
collaborators. This is an energy project 
that could pay off in many ways.

Draft won't solve our image problems

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan has prompted President Carter to call 
for mandatory draft registration for both men and 
women, a proposal which I strongly oppose. 

The president contends that a return to draft 
registration will send a message to the Russians, 
and discourage further aggression. I do not agree. I 
do not believe that our having draft registration in 
place would have in any way deterred the Soviets 
from entering Afghanistan. The president further 
states that registration would demonstrate to the 
Russians our resolve as a nation. On the contrary, I 
believe it will serve only to re-open many of the old 
wounds that divided this country in the sixties and 
seventies. , 

I also question the president’s argument regar- 
ding increased preparedness. The facts show that 
registration would mean the difference between a 
12-day or a 25-day mobilization period for small 
numbers of combat troops, and no difference at all 
for the mobilization of 100,000 or more troops. 

How, then, can we justify this massive violation 
of the constitutional rights of millions of young 
Americans during a period of peace? I do not think 


we can. 
Billion Dollar Oil Rip-off 

In subcommittee hearings this week, the Con- 

sumer Energy Council of America said that heating 


oil refiners have overcharged consumers more 
than $2.3 billion since the decontrol of heating oil 
prices in 1976, and that if each heating oil family 
received a rebate for those overcharges, they would 
each get a check for $150! 

As a member of that subcommittee, I questioned 
an Enegy Department official about these 
statistics. She contended that overcharges were 
“only” $1.2 billion! It is important to remember 
that these are not OPEC overcharges, but over- 
charges by American oil refiners, most of which 
are controlled by major oil companies. 

This evidence confirms what I have long believ- 
ed: That the Department of Energy is relying too 
heavily on oil company statistics; that it is not ag- 
@ressively examining the lack of competition 
among oil refiners; in short, that it is not protecting 
consumers, and not doing its job. 

Energy from Trash ; 

This coming week, the House will consider an ex- 
tension of the Resource Conservation and Recovery 
Act, the nation’s solid waste disposal law.’ As an 
original author of that act, I will be supporting a 
major amendment to encourage the recovery of 
energy from trash. 

With heating oil prices topping $1 a gallon in 
Massachusetts, we can no longer afford to ignore 
the tremendous energy potential of municipal 
waste. The Environmental Protection Agency 


estimates that 56 percent of this trash could be used 
to produce energy, and that by 1985, trash could 
supply the equivalent of 174 million barrels of crude 
oila year. 

There is no justification for the United States hav- 
ing only 20 resource recovery plants in operation 
while Europe has 240. The amendment I will sup- 
port, and which I testified in favor of in committee, 
would give funds to encourage state and local 
governments to set up such resource and recovery 


plants. 
Contaminated Food 

Environmental contaminants in food have 
become a nationwide problem. In the last 10 years 
243 food-contamination incidents were reported in 
this country. These involved contaminated by 
chemicals such as PBB, PCB, kepone, and mer- 
cury. 

The Congressional Office of Technology Assess- 
ment (OTA), has prepared a report outlining the 
problem of environnental contaminants, and 
federal and state efforts to deal with it. If you would 
like a free copy of a summary of this report entitled 
“Environmental Contaminants in Food,” write to 
the Office of Technology Assessment, U.S, Con- 
gress, Washington, D.C. 20510.

such use. The Governor signed them. 

The problem, of course, is that any

We live in an industrial state, 
many of our industries produce wastes 
that we now know are toxic, the choices 
very soon will come down to two: find a 
secure place to dump these wastes, or 
stop producing them—which, actually, 
means close down certain industries this 
state can’t afford to close down.

It's good news that Massachusetts 
finally has legislation to deal with hazar- 
dous waste. 

It's bad news that the problem is get- 
ting worse every day, and industry is 
struggling with a fundamental ques- 
tion—where do we put industrial waste 
right now? 

It’s hard to believe, but there is no 
licensed hazardous waste dump in all 
New England, meaning that today there 
are three ways industry deals with it: 1) 
shipping it out of state; 2) storing it, 
waiting for a better idea; 3) disposing of 
it illegally. 

The new Massachusetts laws set high 
fines and jail terms for illegal handling 
of toxic waste, creates a new state Divi- 
sion to manage the problem, requires 
licenses for those who handle such 
waste, stipulates a tracking system so 
that waste is accounted for all the way 
down the line. 

Even more important, the legislation 
creates a special study commission to 
come up with potential sites for secure 
hazardous waste dumps, sites where 
chemicals can be kept without endanger- 
ing local water supplies—as they 
already have in 17 Bay State com- 
munities. 

Governor King has made himself a 
future problem on this score. Earlier 
this year, legislators from two areas that 
had been spotted as potential dumpsites 
filed bills exempting their districts from 


industrial 


businessmen with no place to dump 
legally are, today, stockpiling it, storing 
it in barrels on their own premises until 
they can find a good way to deal with it. 

But not everybody is responsible. Last 
month, the water supply of the city of 
Lawrence, which happens to be the Mer- 
rimack River, was tainted by industrial 
waste dumped into the water in Lowell. 
Ten thousand gallons of chemicals went 
into the Merrimack, and investigators 
found 65 more barrels of unidentified 
chemicals stored ina warehouse nearby. —aghout. 
Chances are they would have wound up 
in the river, too.

Jr. high teacher time 


To the Editor: 

I wish to express ‘a deep concern 
towards the comments attributed to a 
Newton Schoo! Committee member, 
appearing in the Newton Graphic, 
“Discrepancies in Junior High Class 
Time Before Committee,” Feb. 7. 

I would like to offer several com- 
ments in my capacity as faculty 
member and head of the Foreign 
Language Department at Weeks 
Junior High School, as well as a resi- 
dent of Newton. 

In our department, we have two 
full-time, faculty and two part-time 
faculty, which constitute three full- 
time positions, with an average of five 
years experience. We arrive at school 
daily about 7:30 a.m, and leave the 
building anywhere from 3:30 to 4 p.m. 
each afternoon, sometimes even 
later. We teach across grade levels. 

When we are not teaching classes 
our time in school is spent reviewing 
and supplementing our curriculum, 
Xeroxing or dittoing:- materials for 
classes, securing audio-visual equip- 
ment to use in class, meeting with or 
calling parents, speaking with 
guidance counselors or other faculty 
regarding students’ needs or pro- 
ress, as well as helping students on 
an individual or small group basis. 

Other activities which necessitate 
in-school hours (the school hours are 
from 7:50 to 2:25) as well as after- 
school hours are the Quebec trip and 
the yearbook. 

Both activities involve intensive 
planning, working with students who 
participate in these activities, in addi- 
tion to fundraising. For example, 80 
extra hours towards the Quebec trip 


and the yearbook were spent outside 
of school during the last academic 
year. 

These activities are being repeated 
this year because they contributed to 
the educational enrichment of the stu- 
dent body. No additional remunera- 
tion is offered for these services. 

Further school commitments are 
faculty meetings, department 
meetings, department head meetings, 
citywide meetings and student con- 
ferences. Assigned duties which we 
share with other faculty members on 
a rotating basis are cafeteria duty, 
detention duty, homeroom coverage, 
and the supervision of sports events, 
musical events, school dances, and 
the school play. We also participate in 
the Boston College Sophomore Intern 
Program. 

As a department head at the junior 
high school level, I do not have con- 
tractually allotted time to perform 
the commitments inherent in the posi- 
tion, nor is there additional pecuniary 
remuneration for this responsibility. 

Facing the realities of voter 
recalcitrance at tax increases, the 
acknowledged increase in the cost of 
education, and a current wave of 
declining enrollments, the dedication 
and perseverance of junior high 
school teachers should not be called 
into question with sweeping 
generalizations, As in all walks of life, 
there are varying degrees of per- 
formance. 

We at Weeks Junior High School 
endeavor to maintain the highest 
standards.

Apropos of your article regarding 
the building of a new church at the in- 
tersection of Route 9 and Dudley Road 
in Newton, I feel constrained to 
clarify several points that were made. 

Of most importance is the identity 
of our church, and I would like to take 
this opportunity to relate the history 
and background of both our church of 
St. John of Damascus and our 
religion. 

Far from being a ‘Lebanese church 
from Roxbury,” as we were described 
in the article, we are an Eastern Or- 
thodox church, the North American 
Diocese of the Antiochian Orthodox 
Church, whose history dates back 
2,000 years to the time of St. Paul's 
residence in Damascus. 

We are under a patriarchate which 
boasts an unbroken line of succession 
from Sts. Peter and Paul to our pre~ 
sent Father in Christ, Patriarch Ig- 
natius IV. 

Knowledgeable laymen and 
clergymen of all faiths will attest to 
the authenticity and antiquity of the 
Eastern Orthodox faith. 

St. John of Damascus is a family 
parish which was established in 
Boston in 1914, and has continued to 
provide for the spiritual lives of 500 
families, some of whom have four 
generations currently attending 
church together. 

Although we are diverse in our pro- 
fessions and in the geographic loca- 
tion of our various families, we are 
united by our faith and our devotion to 
our church. Our’ parish is led 
spiritually by Right Reverend 
Gerasimos Murphy, a learned priest 
who is also a professor in the Depart- 
ment of Theology at Holy Cross 
Seminary in Brookline. 

We are currently planning to build a 
new church at the 4.5 acre site on 
Route 9 in Newton. 

Allow me to acquaint you with the 
background of this site with the inten- 
tion of one day building a church com- 
plex.

Our church on Museum: Road in 
Boston was taken by the state by emi- 
nent domain for the proposed inner 
belt highway. The plans for the inner 
belt were then abandoned. Subse- 
quently, the Museum of Fine Arts of- 
fered to purchase our church and hall 
to use as an addition to their exhibi- 
tion space. 

At the time that we originally pur- 
chased the land, members of the 
church board of directors met with 
the Engineering Department of 
Newton to discuss the feasibility of 
such a complex with an eye to such 
factors as elevations, sewer and 
water connections and site develop- 
ment. 

The neighbors on Dudley Road ex- 
pressed a strong welcome to us when 
advised of our intentions, and we look- 
ed forward to one day realizing the 
fruition of our labors and dreams. 
Happily, we are now ready to pro- 
ceed. 

The article quotes a letter sent to 
the Board of Aldermen by the 
neighbors which states, ‘“Architec- 
turally, their project is so grandiose 
in scope and styling that it must 
ultimately destroy the character and 


value of _ the surrounding 
neighborhood.” 
The letter continued, ‘More 


seriously, the multifaceted nature of 
the proposed use of the project will 
clearly create traffic and safety 
hazards that cannot be tolerated by 
the neighbors or by the city...The 
neighborhood is totally unified 
against any further alteration to this 
neighborhood...” 

Although the letter speaks from a 
subjective point of view, we are most 
sympathetic to their concern, and 
have not been insensitive to their 
fears. 

St. John of Damascus plans to build 
an beautiful place of worship design- 
ed by the award-winning Boston ar- 
chitectural firm of Halasz and Halasz. 

Among their accomplishments is 


the planning and rebuilding of the en- 
tire city of Managua, Nicaragua after 
the earthquake. 

They are a firm of unquestioned 
talent and integrity. They are charg- 
ed with designing an edifice which 
will blend into the vernal, bucolic and 
rocky environment surrounding it. 

It would be unthinkable for us to 
destroy the character and value of the 
surrounding neighborhood. How con- 
trary to the concepts and hopes for 
our new spiritual home. 

As to the function of our church 
mentioned in your last paragraph, 
please be assured that St. John’s is a 
family parish which celebrates divine 
liturgy on Sunday mornings and holy 
days. (To this point, we hope to work 
with the Church of Newton across the 
street to stagger our schedules to 
facilitate egress onto Route 9 on Sun- 
day mornings.) 

Parish activities include weddings, 
baptisms, funerals and functions 
related to parish life, i.e., meetings, 
concerts, choir festivals, dinners, 
Sunday School. 

Allow me to reiterate that every 
consideration will be made for the en- 
vironment and the neighborhood. The 
preservation of the site has always 
been paramount in the building plans. 
And it is to the advantage of 
parishioners to have the safest traffic 
patterns of egress developed. 

The Church of St. John of Damascus 
wishes to continue to consult and work 
with its neighbors to maintain a most 
amenable relationship in the future as 
it has done in the past.

everywhere, taking out the old 
beautiful trees that could easily have 
been avoided, skimming away 3-4 feet 
of loam, and actually lowering the 
natural grade of the land.

Another complaint centered around 
the drainage of surface water. This, of 
course, came immediately after an 
expert in the field described his ex- 
haustive surface water study of the 
entire property. 

I remember it well. It was in 1964 
when one of my men, working on what 
was to be Rachel Road, sank up to his 
waist in mud. It took us five minutes 
to dig him out and only then after his 
shoes and pants were lost forever. 

I'm certain, that to this day, these 
articles of clothing form an important 
part of some resident's lawn. It is so 
very obvious that when lots are 
developed one by one, there isn't a 
builder around who gives a hoot about 
the problems another builder will 
have when the lot next door is 
developed. Both Rachel and Coun- 
tryside roads have the worst “water 
backup” problems I’ve ever seen. 

Finally, a resident asked the ques- 
tion, ‘what will happen if the 
developer goes broke or, for any 
reason, cannot finish the work?” 

Again a question posed immediate- 
ly after numerous testimonials were 
given by neighbors and residents of 
some other of the developer's larger 
projects. 

No matter. On Rachel and Coun- 
tryside roads at least five builders 
went broke, stopped construction, and 
caused immeasurable inconvenience 
to current residents. At this very mo- 
ment a home on Countryside lies half 
finished. We play the odds all our lives 
and they are certainly in favor of the 
developer, the Green Co. 

There were many more objections 
just as ill-conceived. In every case the 
objection was more _ favorably 
answered by a competent builder like 
Mr. Green as compared to the hit-or- 
miss attitude of independent builders. 

It is my considered opinion that, not 
only are we residents of Newton for- 
tunate to have a complete, cohesive, 
and well-thought-out plan for the 
Murley land, but are lucky indeed to 
have a developer of Alan Green’s 
nae ready and willing to do the

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City water costs 
may jump 30% 


NEWTON— A 30 percent increase 
in water rates has been proposed by 
Water & Sewer Commissioner Verne 
Porter. 

The current rate is a flat 50 cents 
per 100 cubic feet. 

The proposed increase to 65 cents 
would be for the first 80 hundred cubic 
feet’ which is more than three-fourths 
of Newton's water customers use ina 
metered period, according to Porter. 

Beyond 80 hundred cubic feet, the 
cost of water would rise fo 75 cents per 
100 cubic feet. 

The higher rate for large-volume 
users of water is a water-conservation 
measure, Porter said in his proposal, 
Until 1975, the rate decreased as use 
increased, encouraging water use. 

Porter says Newton's water divi- 
sion has been operating at an “in- 
creasing deficit’ since 1976 and that 
the rate in Newton is ‘‘considerably 
below those in any contiguous com- 
munity.” 

The proposal for an increase comes 


along with a request for authorization 
to bond $1.8 million to install a com- 
pletely new water-meter system. 

Porter estimates $170,000 a year 
would be saved by capturing revenue 
lost because of old and inefficient 
meters and another $104,000 to be sav- 
ed by reduction through attrition in 
meter-reading and other staff. The 
savings are based on 1979 rates and 
wages. 

The new meters would be on the out- 
side of houses and would be read into 
tape cassettes, which would be fed 
directly into a computer for billing. 

For the first five years of the new 
meter program, water rates are pro- 
jected to rise more sharply than 
without the new meters. For example, 
in the second year with the new 
meters the rate is expected to go up 7 
cents higher per 100 cubic feet but on 
ly one cent if there are no new meter* 

By the fifth year with new meters, 
water rates with the old meters would 
have exceeded 75 cents. 


Mann says tax cap 
should exempt oil 


NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann 
calls the state 4 percent tax cap 
“unrealistic” and has filed a bill 
(H.2141) through State Rep. David 
Mofenson that would amend the tax 
cap on appropriations 

Mann's bill would allow an exemp- 
tion for increases in fuel oil used to 
heat public buildings. 

He has filed and spoken on several 
other bills designed to improve 
Newton's financial picture’ including 
one to abolish county governments 
and one to require the state to reim- 
burse cities and towns for 25 percent 
of the taxes lost from the presence of 

tax-exempt hospitals and institutions 
of higher learning (postsecondary 
schools). 

Mann said the 4 percent tax cap 
should not apply to well-run com- 
munities such as Newton. 

He noted that inflation and the ap- 
proximate doubling of the cost of fuel 
since last year will force some com- 


munities “‘to cut back on essential ser- 
vices.” 


Newton had a $500,000 increase in 
the cost of school transportation last 
fall, in part due to the increase in fuel, 
the mayor said. He expects another 
$1.5 million increase next year for fuel 
and other energy costs citywide, he 
said. 

The $521,000 increase in school 
transportation cost included $114,000 
for returning to the 1.5-mile limit for 
busing students. State law requires 
busing at 2 miles or more from school. 

Tf the proportion holds true, 20 per- 
cent of school busing costs could be 
saved by busing only from 2 miles 
away from school. 

Newton is fortunate not to have had 
any essential services cut, Mann said. 
But he added, “We've run the string 
out — we don’t know where the hell we 
can cut now without damaging the 
quality of life.”

State asked to stop 
illegal utility notices 


BOSTON — Attorney General Fran- 
cis Bellotti and Commissioner of 
Public Utilities Doris Pote have been 
asked to move against gas and elec- 
tric companies which threaten to cut- 
off 

. residential service in violation of a 
new state law by State Sen. Jack 
Backman (D-Newton-Brookline). 

In a letter to Bellotti and Pote, 
Backman charged that some utilities 
were violating state laws relating to 
“deceptive practices and unfair 
methods of collecting bills.” 

Legislation passed in the closing 
days of last year’s legislative session 
prohibits gas or electric companies 
from terminating service used for 
heating between Nov. 15 and March 15 
for customers who are ill or unable to 
pay. Backman claims that more than 
100,000 disconnect notices were mail- 
ed out in November and December. 

Many people who receive the 


threatening notices are not aware of 
the medical and financial hardship 
provisions of the new policy, ac- 
cording to Backman. “‘It is my con- 
tention that the shut-off notice went 
out without explanation as to the 
rights of the customers,” Backman 
argued. “This is a violation of the 
law.” 

For more than a decade, the state 
has barred collection of any debt “in 
an unfair, deceptive or unreasonable 
manner.” Specifically prohibited is 
the threat of ‘“‘any action which the 
creditor in the usual course of action 
does not in fact take.” 

Consumer advocates who have con- 
tacted Backman contend that some 
customers who are frightened by the 
threatening notices cut back on other 
necessities in order to pay gas or elec- 
tric bills. “We must prevent a situa- 
tion in which people are harassed into 
choosing between heat and food,” 
Backman said.

patients, Backman says 


BOSTON — The chairman of the 
special senate committee in- 
vestigating deaths in state facilities 
has accused Mental Health Commis- 
sioner Robert Okin of playing a ‘‘shell 
game” with patients in state mental 
hospitals. 

“On the one hand,"’ charged State 
Senator Jack Backman, ‘‘Okin 
created a Blue Ribbon Commission to 
determine what should be done with 
state hospitals. 

“But it is obvious from the recent 
statement of Governor King and 
Human Service Secretary Mahoney 
that the decision to close those 
hospitals has already been made. 
What is the point of the commission if 
its conclusion is already prejudged?”’ 

The governor’s budget message in- 
cluded plans to phase out eight state 
hospitals. Recently, at Union Hospital 
in Lynn, Mahoney announced plans to 
loan private facilities money to 
renovate bed spaces to accept pa- 
tients now at state mental hospitals. 

At the first meeting of the Blue Rib- 
bon Panel held in December, Com- 
missioner Okin asked its members to 
study the feasibility of closing state 
mental hospitals and transferring pa- 
tients to the psychiatric wards of 
general hospitals. He challenged the 
commission to consider whether such 
a proposal constituted sound policy 
and to abandon the ides if it was insuf- 
ficient. 

“What is the Blue Ribbon panel sup- 
posed to do for the next two asked 
Backman, “‘if the governor is talking 
today about filing legislation designed 
to close state hospitals? Two weeks 
ago the panel met and decided that 
improving the state hospital system 
would be considered as a program 
alternative. 

“It doesn't matter much who is on 
the Blue Ribbon Commission if its

recommendations are going to be ig- 
nored,” Backman added. 

Backman also criticized Okin for 
slighting the short term needs of pa- 
tients while pushing for a plan that 
won't be implemented for at least five 
years. 


“Commissioner Okin keeps saying 
that he doesn’t want to be told what 
the problems of state hospitals are, 
Why doesn’t he let the public know 
that a 19-year-old boy died at the 
Solomon Carter Fuller Mental Health 
Center and a 23-year-old boy died at 
the Fernald School during the past 
two weeks? 


“If the Blue Ribbon Commission is 
not a farce, what is the response to the 
governor’s statements about closing 
state hospitals? It seems that Com- 
missioner Okin is ramming ahead 
with large scale changes while his 
Blue Ribbon panel scores debating 
points in executive sessions. The crea- 
tion of the panel was a desperate 
response to publicity surrounding 
deaths in mental health facilities and 
the planning of legislation under the 
camouflage of its existence is 
hypocritical and insulting," Backman 
said.

will try to relocate 


displaced Lower Falls pair 


NEWTON — The city will try to 
telocate two women displaced by 
Lower Falls urban renewal who can- 
not be admitted to the housing project 
on Washington Street because they 
live apart from their families. 

Both were teenagers when their 
families’ homes on Washington Street 
were included in the redevelopment 
area 12 years ago. 

Both are single and have left home 
and both applied as displaced persons 
for one-bedroom subsidized units in 
the New Falls mixed-income housing 
project on Washington Street, 

The U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD) has 
tuled neither woman qualifies for a 
separate unit at the project although 
the Urban Renewal Plan, approved 
by HUD, gives those displaced by 
redevelopment first priority for pro- 
ject housing if they meet financial 
guidelines. 

The developer agreed to hold two of 
the 60 project units vacant pending an 
appeal to HUD, but city Planner 
Barry Canner told the Planning and 
Development Board Thursday HUD 
still maintains the women do not 
qualify. 

Canner explained HUD recognizes 
a responsibility to relocate a ‘family 
unit as found.”’ That is, if persons are 
dislocated as a family HUD will only 
relocate those persons as a family. 

Both women, Robin Robinson, 
daughter of board member Carol 
Robinson, and Genevieve Lomax, 
niece of Mrs. Robinson, where at the 
meeting Thursday. 

The board unanimously, and Can- 
ner as the one-man Redevelopment 
Authority, authorized two certificates 
for federally-subsidized Section 8 Pro- 
gram housing for the women. 

There was some discussion of about 
Mrs. Robinson voting on the cer- 
tificates, but no one on the board 
believed her vote would be in conflict 
of interest. 

There is a good possibility of 
locating subsidized housing for the 
two women, Canner said, although 
units that may be available are not in 
Lower Falls, and neither woman 
drives. 

Miss Robinson lives on Washington 
Street and her home is scheduled for 
demolition. Canner told her she could 
continue to live there until new 
quarters are found. 

The board had taken the position 
both women were entitled to housing 
in the project, even if both chose to 


live in single units, because the Urban 
Renewal Plan for the area gives first 
chance for subsidized housing to 
displaced persons. 

HUD had offered a four-bedroom 
unit at the project to the Robinsons 
that would have provided a separate 
bedroom for Miss Robinson, but the 
offer was rejected. 

Canner said that aside from the 
HUD interpretation of ‘family’, the 
agency views all the single units in the 
housing project as elderly or han- 
dicapped units. 

Without informing the Planning and 
Development Board, the project 
developer requested, and HUD ap- 
proved, a special subsidy to make all 
the one-bedroom units for elderly or 
handicapped tenants. The board did 
not learn of the arrangement until 
after the units were specially con- 
structed. 

As has been the case in the past, 
some board members complained of 
learning about significant 
developments in the renewal project 
after the fact. 

Member David Lurensky traced the 
difficulties of Miss Robinson and Ms 
Lomax to a “fragmentation of 
authority.” 

Earlier board members raised the 
possibility that construction at the 
housing project does not comply with 
the plans. Mrs. Robinson insisted the 
unit interiors do not meet specifica- 
tions. 

Lurensky asked Canner to under- 
take a definitive analysis of the con- 
struction to see if there. are substan- 
tial deviations from the plans. 

Canner and the board have to ap- 
prove a certificate of completion that 
is important 

developer, New Falls Associates, to 
the in terms of long-range financing’ 
although the city building commis- 
sioner can issue certificates of tem- 
porary occupancy that allow the 
developer to rent units. 


The developers have not provided 
the board with plans and have not 
responded to letters requesting 
meetings, Canner said. The construc- 
tion, Canner said, meets the “‘ab- 
solutely minimum requirements.” 


There have been a series of plans 
for the New Falls project, and the 
possibility was raised that the board 
voted on, but did not inspect, the 
definitive plans. 

Lurensky asked if the director of

WASHINGTON (UPI) — People who 
need a lawyer's advice in the 1980s 
will be as likely to find it in a shopping 
mall booth or storefront legal clinic as 
in the traditional law office. 

A glut of lawyers, an end to the ban 
on advertising, computerization and 
rising legal fees are factors working 
to revolutionize the delivery of legal 
services. 

“Either we must recognize the 
average citizen's demand for routine, 
understandable, affordable legal ad- 
vice, or we must, in effect, deed over 
much of the law to those en- 
trepreneurs who are willing to do so,”” 
Leonard Janofsky, president of the 
American Bar Association, said 
recently. 

Currently there are about 500,000 
lawyers — about one for every 500 
people. With increasing Jaw school 
enrollments, that ratio is expected to 
double by the year 2000. 


Playmen fights 
to beat Hefner

NEW YORK (UPI) —.Playboy publisher Hugh 
Hefner has won Round 1 in his battle to keep 
Playmen magazine off the streets of America but 
the small Italian ‘housewife’ who publishes it 
definitely is not ready to sound a retreat. 

Adelina Tattilo, a striking 44-year-old blonde with 
sparkling eyes, built Playmen into one of Italy’s 
most successful men’s magazines. 

Now she’s bringing it to America — or trying to. 

But as he did in Italy 13 years ago when Playmen 
first came out, Hefner filed a suit seeking to bar 
publication of the magazine, claiming its name 
would confuse readers who might really want a 
Playboy. 

Hefner lost the Italy suit on appeal. 

But in Manhattan, U.S. District Coust Judge 
Abraham Sofar has ruled in favor of Hefner. 

On the other hand, Ms. Tattilo was almost 
cheered by the decision which she ‘‘absolutely” will 
appeal. 

“It's just like what happened in Italy,” she said. 
“And look at us there.”” 

During an interview at her suite in the Mayfair 
Regent Hotel on Park Avenue, Ms. Tattilo was ask- 


* ed through an interpreter about how she feels about 


Hefner, the king of the bunny empire. 

She laughed. 

“Hefner is family by now," she said in animated 
Italian. ‘Even though we've never met I know he’s 
always there watching my every move. He’s like a 
big brother."” 

In December, after waiting several months for 
Sofar's decision, Ms. Tattilo decided to go to press 
under another name, Adelina. Over the banner title 
a legend identifies the magazine as ‘‘America's edi- 
tion of Italy's Playmen.”” 

The magazine hit the streets in January and Ms. 
Tattilo is pleased with its reception. The March 
issue is ready to go and Ms. Tattilo feels ‘‘people 
are getting to know us.”” 

Her attorney said an appeal of the order barring 
use of the name Playmen has been filed. ‘In the 
meantime, we're going with Adelina.” 

And in the meantime, Playboy attorney Gerry 
Adler said from Chicago that his clients would be 
watching Adelina carefully, “It depends on how 
they continue to run that legend — it could gradual- 
ly get larger.” 

Ms, Tattilo believes her magazine has more to of- 
fer than Hefner's. ‘The titles say it — Playboy is 
for the boys; Playmen is for the men. It’s more 
mature and it has a certain European flavor,” she 
said. 

Dressed in a sleek pair of black pants, black 
stockings, high-heeled black pumps and a black 
sweater topped by her signature — a huge, colorful 
silk scarf — Ms. Tattilo demurred that ‘American 
men are still a mystery to me; I love a mystery.” 

The divorced mother of three, who has one grand- 
child, said she mainly is involved in the financial 
aspects of her magazine but she likes to be on hand 
to see that the finished product has a part of her in 
it. 

“I know how to move through the financial 
world," Ms. Tattilo, who speaks little English, said 


. through an interpreter. ‘I move with the strength 


of aman and men believe in me.” 

Ms. Tattilo feels she has been liberated all her 
life. “Throughout life, I have been a housewife,” 
she said, adding that to be a mother is very impor- 
tant to her. 

“But I think one first should accept the role of a 
woman and then you can enrich that by outside 
work — contribute to family and society," she said. 

She believes her magazine has contributed to 
Italian society, too. 

“Women now can speak in public of love and sex.

As competition becomes more in- 
tense, some observers say lawyers 
vying for business will offer services 
at discount prices. 

One way to do this is the “law 
store." Lawyers in the 1980s probably 
will not dispense legal advice ‘from 
the staid, quiet confines of their 
private law office, but from noisy, 
congested, cramped booths in drug 
stores, shopping malls and depart- 
ment stores," Sen. Howell Heflin, D- 
Ala., told a recent ABA-sponsored 
conference. 

“Lawyers will take their places 
alongside the Allstate salesman in the 
Sears store, looking for clients from 
among Saturday shoppers as they go 
from hardware to cosmetics,’ Heflin 
said. 

Legal clinics have sprouted across 
the country — increasing in the past 
year from 70 to 150. They offer routine 
services for a set prices — such as an 
uncontested divorce for $50. 


Legal insurance — like health in- 
surance — will be common in the 
1980s, observers forecast. Although 
there are fewer than 1,000 plans 
across the country today, they cover 
as many as 5 million families, ac- 
cording to statistics from the National 
Resource Center for Consumers of 
Legal Services. 

About 20 million persons will be 
covered in less than five years, the 
center predicts. 

California, one of the country's 
most litigation prone states, has a 
new law requiring compulsory ar- 
bitration of all civil disputes involving 
claims under $1,500, 

So called neighborhood justice

Country club project unveiled . 


NEWTON — Members of the Con- 
servation Commission got an in- 
formal look at the proposed 60- 
townhouse development and new 
clubhouse for the Chestnut Hill Coun- 
try Club property last week. 

The formal hearing on the proposal 
will be held before the Conservation 
Commission March 27. The Board of 
Aldermen will hold a ‘public hearing 
March 12 on requests for a zone 
change and special permit for the 
development of about 10 acres of the 
81-acre property. 

TheChestnut Hill Country Club was 
saved from possibly total develop- 
ment by being purchased by a group 
of neighbors, who have formed the 
Newton Commonwealth Improve- 
ment Corporation and hope to 
preserve an 16-hole golf course to be 
operated as a public course. 

They need the townhouse develop- 
ment to finance the purchase of the 
land. The state has allocated $125,000 
toward city acquisition of the proper- 
ty. 
Attorney Alan Schlesinger, 
representing the developer, Barkan 
Properties, presented plans showing 
location of the houses and alterations 
to the land that will require Conserva- 
tion Commission approval. 


There will be 40 townhouses built 
down the hill from Algonquin Road on 
each side of.a small roadway to be 
constructe constructed parallel to 
Algonquin Road. The other 20 will be 
built off Kenrick Street. 

The Kenrick Street houses and the 
new road leading to the new 
clubhouse will need Conservation 
Commission orders, since the grading 
and driveway for the houses will en- 
croach on the 65-foot flood-plain level. 
There will be filling needed, ac- 
cording to Schlesinger. 


The roadway to the new clubhouse 
will come off Kenrick Street and cross 
the remains of Strong’s Pond, which 
will need to be filled to some degree, 
Schlesinger said. 


. There was a mild disagreement bet- 
ween Schlesinger and the commission 
as to its jurisdiction over the Algon- 
quin Road part of the development, 
after Executive Secretary Helen 
Heyn asked about steps to be taken to 
prevent soil erosion on Algonquin con- 
strucRoad during and after tion. 


Schlesinger said he was not filing a 
notice of intent for the Algonquin 
Road part, which is not part of the 
Conservation Commission jurisdic- 
tion. To this, Chairman Dennis 


Ditelberg replied, ‘‘But we will extend 
jurisdiction.” 

The commission wants to know how 
the whole parcel will be affected by 
development, even if that develop- 
ment needs no commission approval. 

If the commission imposed a condi- 
tion on the Algonquin Road slopes, 
Schlesinger said, ‘I wouldn't accept it 
as a condition and I'd ask my client if 
he wanted to doit.” 

The main concern of the commis- 
sion is to make sure there is no 
decreasing of water- storage capacity 
of the property. They were assured by 
Project Manager Peter Kasch that 
storage capacity will be greater than 
itis now. 

Tt will have to be larger, because 
tunoff will be greatly incceased by the 
amount of new paving and roof sur- 
face. . 

The increase in water storage will 
be gained by new water traps to be in- 
stalled in the golf course during the 
remodeling of the course that will be 
necessary to accommodate the hous- 
ing. 

Scheslinger said the intent to 
preserve the golf course, eventually 
to be operated under municipal con- 
trol as a public course, dictates that 
there be 18 holes. “That's very impor- 
tant to golfers,” he said.

Cohen favors law requiring 
seat belt use for children 


BOSTON — State Rep. David B. 
Cohen (D-Newton) has testified in 
support of legislation requiring the 
use of seat belts and infant car seats 
for children 4 years and under. 

Speaking before the Joint Commit- 
tee on Public Safety, Cohen stated, 
“Motor vehicle accidents are the 
single greatest cause of death and in- 
juries for infants and children. The 
problem of deaths and severe injuries 
due to automobile accidents has 
reached epidemic proportion.” 

The Newton lawmaker noted that 
data compiled by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion show that approximately 1,000 
children under the age of 5 are killed 
annually in car accidents; another 
100,000 children are seriously injured. 

“All traffic experts agree that 
every child should be protected by 
restraining devices whenever travel- 
ing in a car. Today less than 5 percent 
of infantseand children are protected 
by infant car seats and seat belts. The 
reasons for this are two-fold: either 
the car seats and seat belts are not us- 
ed, or they are not used properly’” 
Cohen said. 

“There is no question that the use of 


restraints dramatically reduces the 
incidence of fatal or serious injury in 
an automobile accident. Statistics in- 
dicate that the likelihood of infant 
death and injury as a result of ac- 
cidents can be reduced by as much as 
85 percent by use of seat belts alone. 
Data compiled by the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion indicate that many of the deaths 
and injuries could be prevented and 
many others reduced in severity by 
restraining the occupant so that he or 
she is not thrown against vehicle in- 
terior during a crash. 

According to a study by the 
Highway Safety Rescue Center of the 
University of North Carolina use of 
seat belts alone can reduce serious in- 
juries by 43 percent. 

“Yet for all the grim statistics 
about serious bodily injury and death, 
and for all the persuasive data about 
the value of using safety restraints, 
the voluntary use of factory— install- 
ed seat belt remains distressingly 
low. Studies have shown that only 
about 28.2 percent of all automobile 
riders wear seat belts. The use of seat 
belts by children under the age of 5 is 
considerably less.”

The passage of this act will greatly 
reduce the risk of death and injury to 
children and infants,” Cohen said.

Checking a car’s vital 
fluids saves on repairs 


By UPI — Popular Mechanics 

Saving money is just one benefit of 
giving your car’s circulatory system 
a periodic inspection. Another is the 
security of driving a trouble-free, safe 
vehicle. 

Acar’s circulatory system includes 
hoses, tubes, pumps and other parts 
that hold and transport vital fluids 
within the airconditioning, brakes, 
cooling system, engine, fuel system, 
power steering, shock absorbers, dif- 
ferential and tranmission. Engine oil 
and coolant, in partucular, should be 
checked every time you fill the gas 
tank, according to Popular Mechanics 
Encylopedia. Other systems need a 
more thorough examination. You can 
do it in an hour, say, every other 
month. Here's how: 


Air conditioning: 

Allow the aiconditioner compressor 
to run at maximum output for about 
five minutes. Then with the unit still 
running look into the sight glass. Nor- 
mally it is on top of the receiver-drier 
unit, a cylinder usually mounted — 
either horizontally or vertically — on 
the condenser. 

On some units, the sight glass is in 
the high-pressure line that extends 
from the receiver-drier to the 
evaporator. If you see slow-moving 
bubbles or foam beneath the sight 
glass, it may mean that the aircondi- 
tioner has lost some charge, perhaps 
because of a leak. The sight glass 
should be clear. However, if the air 
temperature is 70 deg. F or lower, 
bubbles in the sight glass may be 
perfectly normal. 

For this reason, either recheck the 
sight glass when the air temperature 
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invites you to try the best...

If bub- 
bles disappear, the circulatory 
system is in good shape. 

An airconditioner can leak 
refrigerant fromm the compressor, 
condenser, evaporator, or any con- 
nection. Before having the system 
recharged, the leak should be found 
and fixed. This is done by scanning 
the system with a torch or electronic 
leak detector. A change in the color of 
the flame of a torch-type detector or a 
change in the sound emitted by an 
electronic leak detector reveals the 
leak. This part is best left to a pro. 

Brakes: 

The first evidence of a brake fluid 
leak that many drivers get is when the 
brake pedal hits the floor. Don’t let it 
go this far. If the pedal starts to get 
too low, check fluid level in the 
master cylinder. It should be about % 
in. from the top. 

If your car is equipped with front 
disc brakes and rear drum brakes, 
the front reservoir of the master 
cylinder usually serves the discs; the 
rear reservoir, the drums. If the fluid 
level in the front reservoir is low, it 
could mean the disc brake pads are 
worn, as well as reveal the existence 
of a leak. 


A brake system can leak from lines, 
hoses, connections, wheel cyclinders 
or master cylinders. Inspect for leaks 
by examining connections, hoses and 
lines from the master cylinder back to 
each wheel while someone pumps the 
brake pedal. 


If the leak is from a connection, 
tightening the nut will often stop it. If 
aline or hose is leaking, replace it.

You ought to bless a nosey neighbor 


By DOROTHY HINES 
In Focus Editor 

“A nosey neighbor is a good thing to 
have,” quips policeman Dominic 
Fruci, department coordinator for 
Norwood’s Neighborhood Watch pro- 
gram. The neighborhood where peo- 
ple watch out for each other is the one 
which will keep home burglaries 
down. 

And local residents can use all the 
help they can get. Statistics indicate 
the Massachusetts overall crime rate 
rose 11.5 last year, but home 
burglaries have increased by a much 
larger margin. 

Fruci, Norwood Police Chief James 
F,. Curran, and Tom Cummings, 
citizen chairman of the community 
watch, met recently to plot strategy 
for additional promotion of the 

awareness program. 

The men are enthusiastic, citing the 
two year track record of success in 
their town; but somewhat frustrated 
that more citizens are not taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to do 
something concrete. 

“People complain about 
crime—here we're offering a plan to 
them at no cost, and many refuse to 
accept it,” comments Fruci with a 
tinge of impatience in his voice. 

He explains that Neighborhood 
Watch is a nationwide effort spon- 
sored by the National Sheriffs’ 
Association to aid municipalities in 
curbing residential crime. 

A comprehensive plan has been 
drawn up including demonstrations, 
film, and literature with do’s and 
don’ts for the protection of people and 
their property. 

But the major ingredient, all three 
agree, ‘‘is getting citizens involved.” 

The Norwood town fathers have 
been more than cooperative, recounts 
Fruci, appropriating $1500 in start up 
funds. 


And civic and school organizations 
such as PTAs have opened meetings 
to the educational committee. 

“What we're trying to do at this 
point,”’ emphasizes Cummings, ‘‘is to 
bring the program right into homes.” 

“We want to break down barriers 
get people to know one another, not 
necessarily to socialize, but to look 
out for one another.”’ 

The best way to accomplish this, 
continues Cummings, is to hold an in- 
formal coffee hour, invite those who 
live nearby, and have the 
Neighborhood Watch committee 
make a presentation. 

And the program has worked, 
points out Chief Curran. At the Wind- 
sor Gardens apartment complex, 
where the crime rate was high 
because of a transient population, 
peoole are participating and the in- 
cidence of burglary is down. 

Fruci shakes his head in wonder- 
ment and wryly describes the in- 
dividuals who sometimes call about 
the watch program. They want to pay 
dues to someone else to be responsi- 
ble; they think it’s a club you join. 

These are tight times the police per- 
sonnel acknowledge. What with 
budget caps and limited manpower, 
area enforcement agencies can use 
extra help. 

Curran realizes that people are 
leary, afraid of making a mistake, but 
he underlines that police officers 
would rather have citizens call 
mistakenly than not call at all. 

He's seeing a small increase in the 
proportion of those who will call and 
report. suspicious things and 
reiterates that ‘‘what may sound 
foolish to the citizen may be big to us. 

“We can’t cover the whole town 
and must depend on residents to be 
our eyes and ears.”” 

The chief does stress strongly that 
citizens should only report and never

try to apprehend themselves, 

The Norwood trio throw kudos to 
Bill Myers, of the Norfolk County 
Sheriff's staff, who has been charged 
with introducing Neighborhood Watch 
to county towns. 

He's attended start-up meetings in 
Norwood and Dedham and provided 
valuable information and guidance. 

Myers stresses the importance of 
grass-roots support and cites in 
Dedham the Retired Men’s Associa- 
tion, Senior Citizen Office, Rotary and 
commercial interests who cooperated 
with his efforts. 

All area towns including Needham, 
and Westwood have now been in- 
troduced to the educational program. 

From Myers perspective, it’s a 


matter of ‘‘people taking hold through 
repetition. You've got to keep knock- 
ing on doors till people recognize and 
become aware of the importance of 
prevention.” 

He singles out Norwood's recent in- 
novative method of getting its 
Message out—the inclusion of Watch 
leaflets in the monthly light company 
billings, as excellent. 

Both Myers and Curran are 
philosophical about getting people in- 
volved, They realize that believe, 
“it, robbery, will never happen to 
Me.” 

But they'll keep plugging. As Myers 
sums up, ‘you never know, but this 
may be the month or year when peo- 
ple finally become aware.”

Dear Ms. Smith: Shopping for one or two is not 
easy, Here area few tips: 

Leftovers that end up in the garbage are a big 
problem for many small families. Singles and 
duos may decide it is more economical to eat 
most meals out, because they find it difficult to 
buy the right amount of food. 

Since keeping a whole loaf of bread fresh is a 
problem shared by many small households, the 
refrigerated biscuits and crescent dinner rolls 
that come in small-sized cans are helpful to have 
on hand. Because they carry a “use by’ date, a 
few cans can be kept in the refrigerator for hot 
dinner breads to dress up simple meals or as the 
start of quick, hot main dish sandwiches. 

The big, flaky biscuits can turn % cup of lef- 
tover ham into Sesame Ham Turnovers. A bowi 
of thick vegetable soup and ice cream or fruit 
topped with yogurt for dessert rounds out a well- 
balanced meal. 

Any ieftover turnovers can be refrigerated for 
a delicious, if unconventional, breakfast or 
frozen for another meal. 

Bohemian Bread adds protein to a vegarian 
meal or is a quick way to make a soup or salad 
meal special. 


A less filling version of the popular “healthy” 
open faced sandwiches, Bohemian Bread uses 
crescent dinner rolls as the base.

Recovery of part of D.B. Cooper loot gives book a big boost 


By VERNON SCOTT 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Author J.D. 
Reed, whose novel, ‘Free Fail,” is 
based on the exploits of skyjacker 
D.B. Cooper, is in clover, 

The book, only recently in the stalls, 
received a tremendous boost from the 
FBI last week with the announcement 
that part of D.B. Cooper's $200,000 loot 
was discovered in the forests of 
Washington by a family onan outing. 

“Free Fall” is a fictional account of 
Cooper's hijacking Northwest 
Airlines flight 305 on Thanksgiving 
eve of 1971 and getting away with 
almost a quarter of a million bucks by 
parachuting into the woods. 

Thereafter, Cooper became 
something of a cult anti-hero, a 
romantic figure who beat the system 
and got rich without violence or blood- 
shed. Cooper T-shirts blossomed. A 
D.B. Cooper club was founded. There 


were Cooper bumper stickers. 

Ironically, the last thing in the 
world the FBI wanted to do was pro- 
mote ‘Free Fall,” for several 
reasons. 

For openers, the mysterious 
Cooper's real identity has never been 
established. That was the name found 
on the passenger manifest for the 
flight. Secondly, the FBI has never 
caught up with the daring skyjacker 
and isn't particularly pleased by 
reviving memories of one of the 
bureau's rare failures. 

The feds also are disenchanted with 
the way Reed glamorizes Cooper in 
the fictional person of J.R. Meade, an 
ex-Green Beret soldier of fortune. The 
FBI isn’t crazy about lionizing felons. 

Also, the agency is afraid the 
crazies will once again invade the 200 
square miles of forest in the Cascades 
along the Washington-Oregon border 


into which Cooper parachuted. Nine 
years ago hordes of adventurers 
almost stomped the woods flat in 
search of Cooper and the booty. 

Author Reed wrote a screen treat- 
ment of ‘‘Free Fall” three years ago 
and sold it to Casablanca Filmworks 
before writing the novel. 


“The FBI didn’t know I was writing: 


the book for two years,”’ Reed said, 
“When they heard about it, the 
Washington bureau issued a state- 
ment saying the department was 
upset because it might screw up their 
investigation. 

“They also didn’t want all the for- 
tune hunters looking for the loot again 
or trying to find Cooper’s body. If, in- 
deed, he was killed when he landed at 
40 miles per hour in a parachute that 
might have been too small for him.”’ 

Reed, of course, is delighted by the 
windfall publicity involved by the

Cooper threatened to blow up 
the pjane with a fake bomb. On three 
occasions he trudged through the 
woods in the vicinity where Cooper 
was supposed to have landed. 

Alformer FBI agent gave him in- 
formation on the case and Reed 
discussed at length the research done 
by the TV show ‘60 Minutes” which 
had considered devoting a segment of 
the program to Cooper’s identity and 
crime. 

‘60 Minutes’ gave up the project 
when their researchers couldn't pin 
down a good suspect,” said Reed. “I 
think they did as good a job of in- 
vestigation as the FBI. And when I 
wrote the book I had the advantage of 
béth research jobs plus a writer's im- 
agination. 

: “Nothing in the book can really be 
contradicted by the FBI. The an- 
tagonist in the novel, the guy chasing

the hero (Cooper), is a real man who 
is now retired and who knew I was do- 
ing the book. 

“In the final analysis, the book is an 
adventure story with an idealized 
D.B. Cooper. I would rather 
remember him as a mythical anti- 
hero than a two-bit criminal like Cof- 
felt who claimed he pulled the job. 

"If they find Cooper's body and the 
rest of the money or prove it was Cof- 
felt, I'll continue to believe that 
Cooper is a great hero of our imagina- 
tions.” 

Reed, headquartered in New York, 
is the resident soccer authority of 
Sports Illustrated magazine. This is 
his first novel. He also has a theory 
about the real identity of Cooper. 

“T believe Cooper is alive and well 
and living in Switzerland,” he said. “I 
also believe he pulled off a big bank 
job in Paris two years ago. And some 
day I'd like very much to meet him. 
But then, who wouldn't?”

Senator Atkins, who together with 
other leaders of the General Court, 
has predicted that 1980 ‘‘will be a year 
of tightening our belts,” is the leader 
of Senate's budget-making team. The 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
during the 1979 legislative session 
asserted its equal position on the 
budget with the House of Represen- 
tatives for the first time.” 

A graduate of Concord-Carlisle H.S. 
and Antioch Coilege, where he receiv- 
ed his bachelor’s degree in political 
science, Senator Atkins has served as 
a state senator since 1973, represen- 
ting the Middlesex and Worcester 
districts. Prior to his election to the 
state senate, he served in the 
Massachusetts House of Represen- 
tatives from the 33rd Middlesex 
District. He is Democratic State Com-

He has been chairman of the Senate 
Committee of Ways and Means since 
January, 1979, having previously 
served as chairman of the Committee 
on Public Service, chairman of the 
Committee on Ethics and vice chair- 
man of the Committee on Health 
Care. Senator Atkins has also chaired 
several legislative commissions on 
Human Clinical _Investigation, 
Tourism, the Bicentennial, Marriage 
Modification Laws, and the Family. 

As chairman of the Committee on 
Public Service he developed a data 
bank on unfunded liabilities for 
governmental units through the 
Retirement Law Commission. 

He has taken other steps to ease the 
management and financial burdens of 
the state pension system including 
recodification, ‘‘price tag” legislation 
for changes, and ‘‘capa” on special 
benefits. He is also the sponsor of the 
generic drug law, the fetal research 
law, end he led the fight for debt 
restructing. Following his first elec- 
tion to the Senate, he co-authored a 
book, ‘Getting Elected’ and has 
taught courses in state and urban 
politics at the Kennedy Institute at 


Harvard and at Boston University. 

Senator Atkins is the second 
speaker to be presented in the 1980 
Breakfast Club series, following last 
month’s presentation by United 
States Senator Payl Tsongas. Gerald 
A. Rogovin is the Committee Chair- 
man for the program. Senator Atkins 
will be introduced by his father, 
Henry Atkins former teacher, prin- 
cipal and assistant superintendent of 
Newton Public Schools.

Are wages equitable? 


By United Press International 
How much money do you make? 

If you are Jimmy Carter, your job 
pays $200,000 a year, plus such 
assorted “perks” as a rent-free lease 
at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. But the 
hours are long, and there's no over- 
time pay. 

The average slam-dunker in the Na- 
tional Basketball Association earns 
$143,000 — a sky-high leap from 
$20,000 in 1967. Touchdown passes in 
the National Football League go from 
a $113,932 quarterback to a $64,631 
receiver. 

Actor Steve McQueen, reportedly 
the highest-paid worker in the United 
States, commands $5 million a picture 
plus a percentage of the profits — a 
level which allows him to work only 
three or four months a year. 

But before you head for Hollywood, 
heed these average annual income 
figures compiled by the Screen Actors 
Guild: $7,380 for actors, $4,908 for ac- 
tresses, 

Comparing salaries among various 
occupations is difficult, Figures pull- 
ed together from various sources — 
government reports, professional 
organizations and other groups — 
may represent different time periods | 
or different methods of computation. 

But when they are put together, 
they provide an interesting answer to 
an interesting question: Are wages 
equitable?

NEW YORK (UPI) — Chase 
Manhattan and Chemical of New 
York, two of the nation’s largest 
banks, have raised the prime len- 
ding rate they charge top-rated 
corporate customers a half point to 
15 % percent — matching the 
record level for the rate.

For the 
second time, the high court declin- 
ed to disturb a lower-court ruling 
that “light” is a common descrip- 
tive word and not a trademark for 
@ product. Miller, maker of a low 
carbohydrate beer, filed 
trademark infringement suits 
against nine competitors to stop 
them from using the word “‘light’’ 
to describe their product. In 1978, 
the Supreme Court refused to allow 
Miller to stop the Heileman Brew- 
ing Co. from marketing a beer with 
the word “‘Light”’ on its label.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The U.S. 
economy, shrugging off predictions of 
a recession, showed more strength 
during the October-December 
quarter than previously believed, the 
government announced today. 

The Commerce Department said 
the gross national product — the 
value of all goods and services pro- 
duced by Americans — rose at a 2.1 
percent annual rate during last year’s 
fourth quarter, to §2.46 trillion. 

The Commerce Department 
originally announced last month that 
the fourth quarter growth rate was 1.4 
percent. But the estimate was revised 
today, based on more complete in- 
formation. 

According to the new report, three 
categories were revised upward to ac- 
count for the overall higher growth 
estimate. 

Business investment was $3.0 
billion above the previous estimate; 
federal government purchases were 
$1.4 billion higher and personal con- 
sumption expenditures were $800 
million ahead of last month's 
estimate. 

Net exports, meanwhile, 
revised downward by §2.8 billion. 

The revised fourth quarter per- 
formance means that overall growth 
of 1979 — from fourth quarter of 1978 
to fourth quarter of 1979 — was | per- 
cent compared with the previous 
estimate of 0.8 percent. 

The Commerce Department report 
also said that inflation, as measured 
by the socalled “explicit price 
deflator,” rose at an 8.7 percent

WELLESLEY — Lee Friedlander is 
a man who likes to take photographs, 
but he doesn’t like to talk about them. 
Last week the photographer, whose 
pictures sell for $400 apiece and are 
exhibited in major museums in this 
country and in Europe, was at 
Wellesley College for the opening of 
his exhibit there. 

“Everything I have to say you've 
just looked at,’ he told students 
gathered to see his major exhibit of 
150 photographs. Then he had fun 
playing dumb while students ques- 
tioned him about his message. 
“Psychology? I don’t know anything 
about it,’”’ he said with a grin. ‘‘No, I 
don’t have any philosophy. I don’t 
know anything about art,” he said 
laughingly. 


Friedlander is known for playing 
games in his photographs too. Ac- 
cording to John Szarkowski of the 
Museum of Modern Art, he is “play- 
ing a game in which tradition is 
challenged and perception redefined. 

Friedlander, who looks younger 
than his 46 years, sees the world 
through the eyes of the photographers 
he admires. “When I first went to 
Maine, everything I saw looked like 
pictures by Walker Evans. And I'll 
always believe Versailles was design- 
ed by Eugene Atjet.” He also likes 
Cartier-Bresson, Brassi, Ansel 
Adams, Garry Winogrand and Robert 
Frank. 

“A good picture is 90 percent luck, 
but the other 10 percent is important 
— you have to be a good craftsman,” 
Friedlander said. ‘‘The most impor- 


tant thing is when you take the pic- 
ture.” His photo of a bus passing in 
front of the Boston State House would 
have been a different image a few 
seconds later. 

Friedlander uses a 35 mm camera 
and does all his own developing. 
“Ninety-nine percent of the time I 
don’t crop my pictures," he said. 
“There is pleasure in seeing the edges 
you take." He seldoms uses color 
because of the difficulties in develop- 
ing it when he started out over twenty 
years ago. 

He discovers what subjects to pur- 
sue from looking through the stacks of 
photographs that he has developed. In 
his American Monument series he 
“took ten pictures, decided to take ten 
more, and eventually ended with

North regainstrackcrown

A poster of Rocky was put up last 
Thursday on the North track team's 
bulletin board with the message 
“Beware of the underdog.” Some peo- 
ple chuckled at it but Saturday the 
underdogs struck, Newton North sur- 
prised all of the experts as they cap- 
tured the State Class A title, 39.5 to 39, 
over New Bedford. 

“T can’t pick out any one individual 
performance said Tiger coach Fred 
Yataines’ “because each member of 
the team inspired the others.

The Class A title was the second for 
Newton in the last four years. After 
winning in 1977, Newton finished se- 
cond in 1978 and sixth last year.

“Going into the mile-relay I never 
expected to win. New Bedford 
Couldn't score and we had to get an 
outstanding performance but that's 
what happened,” stated Yataines. 

North’s dazzling quartet of captians 
Mike Pendergast, Linus Vachon, and 
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Dave Vona along with sophomore Bill 
Drew turned in a school record time 
of 3.30, almost two full seconds better 
than the old mark. All four had per- 
sonal bests as the baton went from 
Drew(52.3) to Pendergast(52.6) to 
Vachon(53.7) to Vona who flashed 
across the line in 51.4. 

Eighteen points were picked up by 
the Tigers in the one-two mile by the 
finish of the duo, Vona and Vachon. 
Vona’s 4.22.8 and Vachon's 4.23.9 were 
off their personal bests because the 
two were concerned with getting the 
points and saving something for the 
relay.

For 
most people, having! a bird as a pet 
means a parakeet or a canary in a 
cage in the living room.

You can beat those prices by 
subscribing to one of the many na- 
tional magazines. Through their 
classified advertisements, 
grays can be bought for $250 each, 
with similar “bargains” on other 
Species. 

The oldest and largest is American 
Cage-Bird Magazine, a\monthly that 
costs $9 for a year’s suscription. You 
can subscribe by writing to 3449 N.

Shipment from commercial adver- 
tisers is usually by air freight, with 
delivery the same day. 

You pay cash on delivery and avoid 
the numerous U.S. Department of 
Agriculture restrictions on importing 
birds from foreign countries. 

You can also pick up your bird 
directly from the breeder and save 
even more over pet-store prices. 

Once you have your bird, you'll un-

doubtedly want a place to Keep it. For 
large birds, make sure you get a 
strong cage. Those beaks are power- 
ful enough to snap welded joints. 

Then there's food ond. vitamins. 
Parrots and most hard-bill birds can 
eat anything people eat, but shouldn't 
get any sugar or salt. Sdft-bills need 
live food, which means you'll have to 
keep worms in your refrigerator. 

Pet stores carry a lafge variety of 
vitamin and mineral sugplements and 
books to tell you what tado. 

If you want to triad your pet to 
answer the telephone like ‘‘Fred’’ on 
the “Baretta” TV cop|series, nibble 
scrambled eggs off your breakfast 
plate, imitate dog-and-cat fights, 
swear at the neighbors and_bill- 
collectors or say “Watch it, sucker!”

Fitzmaurice fights to retain union control (Boating course

WASHINGTON (UPI) — David Fitzmaurice is 65 years old 
and does not want to\quit his $50,000-a-year job as president of 
one of the nation’s largest unions. 

A federal law passed two years ago says he cannot be forced 
to retire. But the constitution of Fitzmaurice's union — the In- 
ternational Union of Electrical Workers — says he must. 

Fitzmaurice stays healthy by jogging, usually around the 
Ellipse near the White House, swimming and working out on 
weights. His daily exercise program causes the tall, sturdily- 
built AFL-CIO vice president to appear younger than his 
years. 

“I’m a jogger,” he said during an interview, somewhat em- 
barrassed. “I go every night of the week. I do two miles.” 

But he now is in a hard fight to keep control of the IUE, a 
union of 250,000 electrical workers at such corporations as 
General Electric and Westinghouse. 

Fitzmaurice’s union career began while working in a GE 
lamp plant in Cleveland iin the 1940’s. He later headed a district 
that ran from Ohio to Florida, and in 1968 was elected 
secretary-treasurer, a post he held until becoming president in 
1976. The union will vote again this year at a convention iun 
Detroit in September. 

He has been a voice against sex and race discrimination. In 
1969, he was arrested in Washington leading a protest against 
Soviet oppression of Jews. 

The IUE constitution, under an amendment passed by con- 
vention delegates in 1970 over the objection of top officers, pro- 
hibits anyone from being elected to the union’s top offices after 
they reach 65. It does allow an officer to conclude a term begun 
before the 65th birthday. . 

Fitzmaurice, who will be 66 in August, said he has been ad- 
vised that ‘‘The federal law supersedes the (union) constitu- 
tion.”

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His position is a switch from two years ago when he lobbied 
on against the federal law that prohibits forced retirement 
before the age of 70. 

“Help for our older citizens should not be bought at the ex- 
pense of younger generations,” Fitzmaurice said in congres- 
sional testimony. 

He argued that problems of the aged should be met by in- 
creasing Social Security and pensions and not by encouraging 
older workers to hang onto their jobs. The latter, Fitzmaurice 
said, increases the problems of younger people finding jobs. 

His opponent, John Shambo, says the union constitution is in- 
violate, and Fitzmaurice is ‘‘morally wrong” in going against 
it. 

“He is violating the constitution,” said Shambo in an inter- 
view. ‘He is violating his oath of office.”” 

Shambo, 57, from Schenectady, N. Y., heads the GE division 
of the union which has about 80,000 members in over 100 cities 
throughout the nation. According to several union officials, he 
got a commitment from Fitzmaurice in 1977 for support in the 
presidential race this year. 

Shambo has the endorsement of former IUE President Paul 
Jennings and the current secretary-treasurer, George Hut- 

chens, who was Fitzmaurice’s running mate in 1976. 


Hutchens, who will be 65 on March 20, is not seeking reelec- 
tion because of the constitutional prohibition, and thinks Fitz- 
maurice should do the same. 

Fitzmaurice has chosen as his running mate the man he nar- 
rowly defeated in 1976. He is William Bywater, president of the 
New York-New Jersey district, the second largest in the IUE. 
In 1976, when the president was elected by general member- 
ship balloting instead of by convention delegates, Fitzmaurice 
defeated Bywater, 43,000 to 34,500.

Heroin case under advisement 


NEWTON — The case of three men 
accused of involvement in a heroin 
deal in Newton Oct. 1 has been taken 
under advisement by Judge. Monte 
Basbas, who found no probable cause 
against a fourth defendant. 


At a probable cause hearing Fri- 
day, David Monosson, 35, of 435 
Boylston St. was charged with posses- 
sion of heroin with intent to sell and 
three other persons, Richard Made}, 
33, of South Boston, Margaret 
McKillop, 29, of Somerville and Ralph 
Stratis, 34, of Arlington, were charged 
with conspiracy to violate the nar- 
cotic drug law. 


Judge Basbas dismissed charges 
against McKillop Friday and took the 
other three cases under advisement to 
allow defense lawyers time to file 
memoranda of law. 

Stratis and Monosson were arrested 
on charges of possession of heroin 
with intent to sell July 21 and probable 
cause on those charges was found in 
Newton District Court. They were 
bound over to Superior Court, but 
have not yet been arraigned there. 

Sergeant Gerald Lawrence testified 
Friday that he saw Madej and Stratis 
in Brigham’s in Chestnut Hill the 
evening of Oct. 1 and he said they ap- 
peared to be waiting for someone. 


Lawrence said that Madej left the 
store later and got into a car driven by 
Monosson. Lawrence said he told his 
partner, Detective Richard Forbes, to 
drive up to Monosson’s car. 

Lawrence said he saw Madej 
holding a large amount of cash in the 
front seat of the car. Madej saw 
Lawrence, who was in uniform, and 
went back to Stratis’ car, the detec- 
tive said. Both cars reportedly left the 
scene at about 30 miles per hour. 

Lawrence also testified that he 
received information over his radio 
about the previous arrest of Monosson 
and Stratis. He called in the location 
of the two cars, which were heading 
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Beacon Street, and the cars were 
stopped at Beacon Street. 

Lawrence said Officer David Dues 
searched Monosson at the scene and 
found 8 grams of heroin in his pocket. 
He said over $1,300 was found on 
Madej’s person. 

According to Lawrence a piece of 
cotton was also found in Monosson’s 
car which showed traces of heroin. 

Lawrence said he questioned Madej 
and McKillop at headquarters and 
asked both of them whether they had 
heroin habits. He sald both defen- 
dants admitted they had been ad- 
dicted in the past, but that they were 


now on methadone treatment pro-

‘innuendo’

NEWTON — Police Chief William 
Quinn said Monday that the Police 
Department has been “held up to 
ridicule and contempt” as a result of 
“unfair inferences and innuendoes of 
wrongdoing” stemming from an in- 
ternal investigation of police court 
time. 

“The character and integrity of a 
police captain and four other 
dedicated officers have been hurt and 
tainted through the inference that 
they have done something wrong or 
something illegal,” Quinn said. 

The chief said that the investigation 
by Lt. John Salemme, a former police 
prosecutor, has already covered the 
month of December, 1979, and ‘“‘so far 
hasn’t found one bit of evidence of 
wrongdoing.” 

Quinn said three police officers 
were unfairly charged with receiving 
compensation for court time on Dec. 
6, when they did not appear in court. 
He explained that the three were in 
and out of court Dec. 7 while they 
were bringing in defendants busted 
for marijuana at Newton North High 
School. Quinn said the charges 
against the officers were simply the 
result of an incorrect date on the court 
slips. 

Another officer who was accused of 
going to court without the authoriza- 
tion of his superiors, Quinn said, was 
in fact ordered to go to court at the re- 
quest of complainants in an assault 
and battery case.

Murray Rd. abutters 
want building razed 


NEWTON — The Murray Road 
reuse advisory group heard neighbors 
reiterate their desire to have the va- 
cant building demolished and see 
single-family houses built and will in- 
clude that alternative in its revised 
recommendation to the aldermen. 

The group reconvened Thursday 
night at the suggestion of Administra- 
tion & Planning Committee Chairman 
Ernest Dietz because of complaints 
from the neighbors that they had not 
had adequate notification of reuse- 
group meetings. 

The reuse group and the Planning 
Department both recommended 
retention of the building and sale for 
conversion to between seven and 10 
apartments. The reuse group wanted 
condominiums. 

Peter Bella, 170 Auburndale Ave., 
the neighborhood spokesman, said the 
neighborhood wants the building 
demolished and the land zoned to 
Private Residence or Residence C, as 
it would have been had the city not 
taken the land to build a new school. 

According to a Planning Depart- 
ment memorandum, the 60,000- 
square-foot property could be 
developed as a seven-house subdivi- 
sion, which is what the neighborhood 
wants, Bella said. 

Reuse group chairman Robert 
Cohen and others said the feeling of 
the majority of the Board of 
Aldermen is that they will not vote to 
demolish any school building, given

the shortage of housing of all kinds in 
Newton. 

The recommendation of, the reuse 
group “imposes minimal impact on 
the neighborhood,”’ Cohen said, does 
not propose a low-income occupancy, 
and saves the land. 

Saving the land in this case is just 
what Murray Road neighbors do not 
want. 

According to Bella, the residents of 
the area want the land all used so 
there will be no more of the vandalism 
and other unlawful or annoying ac- 
tivities that have taken place behind 
the building for many years, even 
when it was a school. 

Maureen Bonazoli, a member of the 
reuse group, asked, ‘‘How much of the 
neighbors’ response is becausa of the 
history of Murray Road School? How 
objective are they being?” She felt 
the objectionable activities would 
stop if the building were converted to 
condominiums. 

The school was built as a 
kindergarten-fourth grade school in 
1952, then later used as an “‘alter- 
native’ high school for several years, 
from about 1969 to 1978, when it was 


+ closed and declared surplus. 


Bella said the residents do not see 
why, if the number of housing units 
that would result from conversion of 
the school or demolition and subdivi- 
sion are about the same, the reuse

WEST NEWTON— Don't let the 
gray business suit fool you when 
Peter Ulin of West Newton tells you 
about his job as a matchmaker.

NEWTON — The expectation of 
closing a junior high school on the 
north side of the city in three years set 
the tone for a School Committee vote 
Monday to replace a burnt-out section 
of Warren Junior High School. 

Damage from the Christmas night 
fire that consumed 15,530 square feet 
of the building on Washington Street 
has been estimated at $1.2 million. 

A cafeteria, auditorium, two 
classrooms, and other space was lost 
in the blaze. 

The committee supported a plan for 
a one-story structure of no more than 
8,000 square feet that will house a 
cafeteria and an area for large group 
instruction. 

Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser said the work endorsed by the 
committee would cost about $400,000. 
Cleaning after the fire has cost a 
reported $350,000. Fraser said the city 
has not yet settled with the insurance 
company. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink propos- 
ed the modified reconstruction of the 


fire-damaged section of the building 
because the building will be used for 
at least three more years. 

In a recent memorandum to Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, Fink dismissed 
the possibility of closing Warren and 
distributing the students among the 
other junior high schools. 

School officials have said there is no 
possibility of closing a junior high 
school prior to September, 1983, But 
at that time, it would be possible to 
close a north-side junior high, 
Bigelow, Day, or the older Warren, 
and convert Newton North High 
School to four grades. 

Questions about school closings 
came from two directions: Commit- 
tee member Nancy Mann, who wor- 
ried about construction if the building 
is to close; and member Susan Silbey, 
who suggested the construction plann- 
ed may not be enough if the building is 
to stay open. 

Mrs. Mann asked to discuss the 
possibility of moving the closing of a 
junior high ahead to 1982. That discus- 


sion should begin, she said, when the 
committee finishes budget. Other 
members wanted to delay the discus- 
sion to at least October when new 
enrollment figures are available. 

Mrs. Silbey, whose motion to recon- 
sider approval of the modified con- 
struction failed, said “I think we have 
made a decision that impinges on our 
future options.” ‘‘this impinges 
directly on the decision of which 
junior high to close.” She said the 
plan is inadequate for a school that 
would be open more than three years. 

Although Chairman Ann Berwick 
said a discussion of a school closing is 
premature, Mrs. Mann said ‘It's im- 
portant to get on with it because it af- 
fects all our decisions." 

Mrs. Silbey said she found it hard to 
believe the cost of construction would 
be the same if the building were 
designed to serve for two years or 25 
years. 

Fraser assured her a steel plate

Murley Farm condo plan 
back on drawing board 


NEWTON — The Land Use Com- 
mittee Monday night sent The Green 
Company back to try again with its 
plan to develop the Murley land at 
Parker and Dedham streets. 

Exercising a new approach to 
developers, Chairman Terry Morris 
did not want to tell the developer how 
many units of condominiums he 
should build, but said, ‘‘We’ll set 
parameters,” and the developer 
himself will have to figure out how to 
build within those parameters. 

The goal is to reduce the proposed 
number of attached condominiums 
from 78 to something less, such as 60. 

Most members of the committee 
had an objection to some feature of 
the proposed development of the 29- 
acre site, and most did not like 78 
houses. 

Morris wanted the condominiums to 
be farther back from Dedham Street. 
Cynthia Creem and Susan Schur 
wanted the tennis courts and pool 
moved toward the center of the land 
so as not to disturb an abutter on 
Countryside Road. 


Schur also thought the houses, 
which will be built in the center of 
the land, are too crowded, making the 
project too dense. 

The clusters of houses built close 
together were designed to preserve 
open space in the rest of the property, 
Ethel Sheehan pointed out. 

Ald. Rodney Barker and Lisle 
Baker, not members of the commit- 
tee, were concerned wiih en- 
vironmental aspects of the develop- 
ment. Barker called the conservation 
land around the property ‘‘a joke,” 
and Baker was worried about there 
being too much pavement and roof 
area. 

The developer has promised a 60- 
foot conservation restriction around 
the sides of the property, with 130 feet 
on the Dedham Street side. 

Creem especially was concerned 
about the traffic on Dedham Street 
and wants another roadway in some 
other location than at Murley Lane, 
the single access to the property now. 

The committee must find public 
benefit in the proposal in order to 


grant the special permit. A zone 
change to Private Residence from 
Single Residence C is also required 
for the construction of attached 
houses, 

The committee was agreed on some 
of the reasons — preservation of open 
Space, preservation of natural 
features, the conservation easement, 
and the provision of low-income hous- 
ing. 

The Green Company will provide 
four apartments for the elderly in the 
development and four single-family 
houses preferably in Ward 8, where 
the Murley property is. 

The mechanism for city ownership 
or rental of condominiums is not clear 
now and needs a ruling by the state. In 
any case, Allan Green, president of 
The Green Company, said he is 
prepared to do whatever is necessary 
to subsidize the apartments. 

New plans are to be submitted by 
the Green Company for the March 24 
meeting of the Land Use Committee, 
unless a special meeting is scheduled. 


Newtonville revamp a problem

Gentile cited ‘‘mixups,"’ ‘‘problems,"” 
and “‘a lot of hard feelings’ in the 
relationship between the committee 
and the business community and said 
no further action will be taken on the 
plan until these problems have been 
worked out. 

“I believe this plan has to be looked 
at carefully before anyone can say 
‘yes,’ ‘no’ or maybe,’ Gentile said. 
She added that the committee will be 
meeting Wednesday night at 6:30 p.m. 
at the cafeteria in City Hall for the

It is quite common these days to 
look at the newspaper and read 
about the seemingly dozens of com- 
panies which are buying up the 
smaller, privately owned

If you don't know very much 
about the financial world you'll 
probably skip over those stories, 
but Ulin has a way of explaining 
the whole process of ‘corporate 
matchmaking” so that it is a little 
easier to understand. 

“Mergers and acquisitions are 
on the corporate finance side of in- 
vestment banking. We deal with 
companies that want to expand by 
acquiring other companies, or who 
want to sell out to other com- 
panies,” he explained. 

“There was a time when buying 
up companies was a more uncom- 
mon thing, but in the last 10 or 15 
years, this type of thing has 


first time since widespread public ob- 
jection to the plan surfaced in a 1200- 
signature petition from residents and 
members of the business community. 

Stan Klausen of the Planning 
Department summarized the intent of 
the plan Monday night saying that it is 
designed to decorate the sidewalks 
with plantings and ‘‘pedestrian 
amenities,” enhance the parking lot 
in Newtonville and improve the 
signage in the area. 

A number of residents and business 
people spoke in opposition to the plan, 
with criticism focused on the widen- 
ing of the sidewalk to accommodate 
the plantings. 

Klausen said that the plan is design- 
ed to make the business district more 
“pedestrian oriented” and said that 
the widening of the sidewalk is essen- 
tial to any pedestrian improvements. 

“Tt is difficult to imagine any effec- 


tive improvement without the widen- 
ing,” he said. ‘‘At a width of eight feet 
almost anything is something of an 
impediment.” 

John Keefe of Page Road sum- 
marized the criticism of the plan by 
quoting a nieghbor who, he says, is 
“something of a wag." ‘‘The best way 
to get to the other side of Newtonville 
Square is to be born there.”” 

Keefe said that the narrowing of 
Walnut Street would worsen “a 
deplorable hazard.” He added that 
brick sidewalks called for in the plan 
would pose a hazard to ‘the young, 
the old and the blind.” 

Other members of the Newtonville 
community complained that they 
were not properly notified of the pro- 
gress of the plan. Gentile agreed that 
public input has been a problem with 
the advisory committee because of a 
turnover in membership.

become a very active part of the 
landscape.” 

Ulin explained that the reason 
for this phenomenon is that 
businesses are requiring more 
capital and expertise, and that the 
smaller companies are finding it 
hard to keep up with their needs. 
Therefore, the prospect of selling 
out to a larger company begins to 
look more attractive. There are ad- 
vantages for both sides, he said. 

“Oftentimes it is easier to buy 
than to create,"’ said Ulin, explain- 
ing the point of view of the larger 
companies. ‘This is true especially 
in times of inflation when costs are 
so great that it is better to buy a 
business and have everything 
already there. The disadvantage is 
that there may be problems on the 
personal level because the former 
owner doesn't like having a new 
boss."’ 

“The advantages for the small 
business is that there are more op- 
portunities for advancement in a 


larger company, and they will also 
be able to marshall all of the expert 
resources that the larger company 
has to offer,” said Ulin. 

Oftentimes, it looks as though the 
big companies are The Bad Guys, 
swooping down on helpless victims 
and gobbling them up with all the 
zeal of Attila the Hun. Ulin says, 
however, that the small privately 
owned businesses aren't selling out 
because they have tried and failed 
in a world where only the big com- 
panies make it. Rather, they have 
to be superior in the first place if 
they are going to sell out, or else 
they won't even have a buyer. 

“The big guys are getting a 
larger and larger share of the pie, 
whether we like it or not, but I don’t 
think the day of the small, family- 
owned business will ever die. The 
number of these companies may 
continue to be reduced, but I don't 
think it will ever get to the point 
where they will disappear

Cohen bill 


restricts 


smoking in public 


BOSTON — State Rep. David B. 
Cohen ;D-Newton) has co-sponsored 
legislation to restrict smoking in 
public places including health care 
facilities, schools, school buses, 
meeting places of governmental 
bodies, and’ restaurants having a 
seating capacity of over 50 people. 

In testimony presented to the Joint 
Committee on Health Care last week, 
the Newton lawmaker stated, ‘‘This 
legislation is aimed at protecting 
nonsmokers from the hazardous ef- 
fects of inhaling smoke from other 
peoples’ cigarettes, cigars and pipes. 

It will not deny smokers their right 
to choose to smoke. Instead, by 
regulating smoking in certain public 
places where tobacco smoke is not 
dissipated, it will aid the 67 percent of 
the population who have chosen not to 
smoke. 

Cohen explained that nonsmokers 
who must breathe smoke-polluted air 
are in reality involuntary smokers. 

Cohen said, ‘‘Research shows that 
serious health problems are caused 
by involuntary smoking. Not only is 
second-hand smoke harmful to 
healthy nonsmoking citizens, but it 
can even be life-threatening to per- 
sons with heart and lung ailments. 


For the one in seven people in 
Massachusetts who have chronic lung 
disease, second-hand smoke can ex- 
acerbate an already serious condi- 
tion. For others with a history of 
allergies, second-hand smoke can 
cause headaches, nasal and eye 
discomfort, and coughs. And for in- 
fants and children, second-hand 
smoke can increase the chances of 
suffering from bronchitis and 
pneumonia.” 


Cohen pointed out that ‘‘many toxic 
compounds are released into the air 
from burning tobacco smoke. These 
include known _ cancer-causing 
chemicals and compounds which at- 
tack the heart, lungs, and blood. One 
of these substances is nicotine, which 
acts on the nervous system and in- 
creases the heart beat and the body’s 
need for oxygen.” 

“In view of the documented 
evidence regarding the hazards to the 
nonsmoker, the restrictions in this bill 
are minimal. They involve at most an 
inconvenience to the smoker. Clearly 
there is a need for this law and a need 
to protect the right of nonsmoking 
people to breathe non-polluted air,” 
Cohen said. 


Mofenson speaks on 
handicapped rights 


BOSTON — State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) House chair- 
man of the Committee on Human Ser- 
vices and Elderly Affairs, spoke to a 
disabilities law training session last 
week on what Massachusetts is doing 
to put a halt to discrimination against 
the handicapped. 

The lecture was sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Bar Association and 
the Tufts-New England Medical 
Center's Handicapped Education Law 
Project. Mofenson’s talk was on 
“State Remedies Designed to Provide 
Relief for Disabled Persons from 
Discriminating Practices.” 

Mofenson explained that federal 
and state law now _ prohibits 
discrimination by private and public 
agencies which receive federal funds 
or hold state contracts. 

Mofenson said, “until recently per- 
sons with mental or other physical 
handicaps who were turned away 
from a motel, restaurant, retail store, 
bank, gas station or movie theater, 
had no recourse under law, They 
could only go elsewhere and hope that 
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the discriminatory practice did not 
happen again.” 

Last summer, however, the 
Massachusetts public accommoda- 
tions law was amended to include in 
the practices prohibited in places of 
public accommodations those 
discriminatory acts which are based 
on ‘‘any physical or mental disabili- 
ty.” This law became effective Jan. 2. 

“Prohibiting discrimination in 
places of public accommodation is the 
most substantive step we have been 
able to make regarding the outlawing 
of discrimination against the 
physically and mentally disabled in 
Massachusetts,”” the Newton 
lawmaker said. 

People who believe they are 
discriminated against because of 
their disabilities may file a complaint 
with the Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination. 

Mofenson said that despite the pro- 
gress made in the public accommoda- 
tions area, much work still has to be 
done to curtail discrimination in 
employment and housing. 
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, Party Sunday in Newton marks 
» anniversary of state’s constitution 


NEWTON— Sunday, March 2 will 
mark the 200th anniversary of the 
Massachusetts constitution, and 
Newton is planning to do some 
celebrating in a big way. 


The staff at the Newton Free 
Library in Newton Corner has been 
hard at work over the past few mon- 
ths planning a bicentennial celebra- 
tion which will be held on March 2 at 3 
p.m. at the library. Special guests at 
the party, which is free and open to 
the public, will be the half a dozen 
descendants of Dr. John King and 
Thomas Parker, Newton residents 
who took part in the signing of the con- 
stitution. 


The Massachusetts constitution is 
especially important, explained 
Elinor Persky, who was involved in 
the planning of the festivities, 
because it was one of the first in 
America and was used as a model for 
constitutions in other states.

“The celebration will involve 
members of the different com- 
munities within the city, as well as the 
Newton descendants of King and 
Parker, who were delegates to the 
convention to form the constitution,” 
she continued. 


Featured speakers will include 
Frank Avruch, a Channel 5 TV per- 
sonality who currently introduces the 
late-night movies on that station, and 
James Henretta, the director of the 
American studies program at Boston 
University. 


Avruch will read excerpts from the 
constitution and Henretta will discuss 
colonial history, which is one of his 
particular interests. 


Other entertainment will include a 
performance by the Newtonville 
Library Players, and a brass quartet 
from the All Newton Music School will 
provide some of the music. 

“Also, Debbie Clere, one of the 


librarians, has been working with 
some elementary and junior high 
school students who will be giving a 
small reading dealing with the con- 
stitution,” said Persky. ‘‘And the 
library has all kinds of old books and 
documents and different materials 
that anyone can come look at to find 
out about that time. The staff here has 
been putting together an exhibit hav- 
ing to do with the formation of the con- 
stitution. This can all be seen in glass 
cases around the library during the 
celebration.” 


Many of Massachusetts’ current 
legislators will be on hand to help 
Newton celebrate its contribution to 
the constitution. 

Rep. Eobert Drinan will be at the 
library, among others, and Mayor 
Mann will be there to make some 
brief remarks. 


The winners of the recent essay and 
poster contest dealing with the 
bicentennial celebration will be for- 


mally announced and prizes will be 
awarded. There also be refreshments 
and a special “birthday” cake will be 
served. 


The first meeting to form the con- 
stitution was held on Sept. 1, 1779 in 
Cambridge. Statewide _represen- 
tatives convened for the sole purpose 
of forming a new constitution for the 
state of Massachusetts. 


After four sessions, the constitution 
was formed. 

Dr. John King lived on Centre 
Street, which was called Common 
Street at the time’ at the present site 
of the Newton Centre branch library. 
He was a physician and politician, as 
well as a selectman and a moderator 
at town meetings. 


Thomas Parker was a Baptist lay 
preacher who lived on Eliot Street 
near the Charles River. He was a 
state representative and a leader in 
the Upper Falls community. 


$50,000 in drugs seized at Susse Chalet

Mofenson urges statewide 
use of Middlesex jury system 


BOSTON — State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) testified before 
the Joint Committee on the Judiciary 
in support of a bill he co-sponsored 
with State Senator John Brennan to 
reform the jury selection procedures 
throughout the commonwealth. 


The existing program is com- 
puterized and selects prospective 
jurors on a random basis. Eligibility 
lists are compiled from annual census 
data of the 54 cities and towns in Mid- 
dlesex County. Originally filed in 1974 
by Mofenson as a statewide bill, the 
final version was enacted for Mid- 
dlesex County in 1977 in order to 
create a pilot program in a single 
county to gauge the effectiveness over 
a period of time and serve as.a model 
for expansion. 


After one year of operation the 
results are both ‘‘positive and im- 
pressive,’’ Mofenson said.

tires key elemenis of his bill (Senate 
): 

The Middlesex System abolishes 
class exemptions, resulting in a jury 
composed of a much wider comnunity 
cross-section than is presently ap- 
plicable in other counties. Statewide 
expansion would promote the same 
broad-based community representa- 
tion on juries in those counties chosen 
to participate in the program, he said. 


The public education aspects of the 
Middlesex County system provides an 
improved knowledge of the judicial 
system and a pride of having par- 
ticipated in an important decision- 
making process. Both have had a 
favorable effect on jurors. Similar 
results are expected if Senate 838 is 
enacted, he said. 

The Middlesex County system 
establishes a new method of juror 
compensation. To date, substantial 
savings has been realized — nearly 
$50,000 per month. Statewide im-

plementation can be accomplished at 
less cost per county because the in- 
cremental increase in operating costs 
would be Jess for each additional 
county added to the system. 


The real savings is realized when 
nearly 85 percent of all court cases 
are completed within three days. 
Employers are required to pay 
employees for the first three days of 
juror service, while the state compen- 
sates jurors beginning on the fourth 
day. Considering that operating costs 
would not increase relative to the 
number of counties on the system the 
savings from juror compensation 
through statewide expansion would be 
dramatically increased, he said. 


Mofenson concluded his remarks by 
saying, “It's not often we can offer the 
taxpayers a major program change 
which can offer so much in terms of 
efficiency, cost savings, juror utiliza- 
tion, and public education all in one 
package.”

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Two found guilty, sentenced 
in city racial disturbance case

WALTHAM — Two local men were 
found guilty Monday in District Court 
of charges stemming from distur- 
bances between non-Hispanic and 
Hispanic youths last Nov. 23. 

Glen W. Sawyer, 18 of 172 Princeton 
Ave., was given 90-day concurrent 
sentences in the Billerica House of 
Correction, suspended with probation 
to Feb. 25, 1982 after being found guil- 
ty of charges of assault and battery 
on a police officer and of attempting 
to rescue a prisoner. He also was 
ordered to pay restitution by Judge 
Arlyne F. Hassett, the amount of 
which is to be determined March 13. 

Michael J. O’Tero, 20 of thirty-and- 
one-half Cushing St., was found guilty 
of disorderly conduct and ordered to 
pay $100 by May 15 by Judge Kevin R. 
Doyle. A second charge of assault and 
battery on a police officer was 
dismissed. 

According to police reports at the 
time of the incident, Ptl. Neil J. 
McGilvray Jr. was on paid detail at 
the Wal-Lex Recreation Center on 
Lexington Street when several non- 
Hispanic youths attacked Hispanic 
youths who were boarding an MBTA 
bus. 

McGilvray testified in court Mon- 
day that he began to cross Lexington 
Street to disburse a band of non- 
Hispanic youths who were holding 
bottles, rocks and clubs. Most ran, he 
said, but some threw bottles that 
smashed at his feet and rocks that 
“bounced past me.” 

He said he heard screams for help 
from an MBTA bus at the Wal-Lex 
center. He said he saw Sawyer and “I 
then went into the bus and forcibly 
removed two or three white youths 
who were punching and kicking the 
small Hispanic youths,” McGilvray 
testified. He took O'Tero off the bus 
he said. 

He said he held and arrested O’Tero 
on the ground outside the bus “and 
was attempting to handcuff him” 
when he was “‘encircled by this group 
of white males.... There were pro- 


bably 10 to 15 youths” around him, he 
estimated. 

McGilvray said he told the youths to 
leave. He said Sawyer hurdled a guar- 
drail and punched McGilvray in the 
neck, wrist and shoulder. He said he 
told Sawyer to ‘“‘back off” — which he 
said Sawyer did — but the other 
youths moved in and pummeled 
McGilvray. He said he was hit from 
behind ‘‘and I received a hairline 
fracture and was knocked down by 
the blow.” 

McGilvray said he was stunned for 
“two or three seconds’ by the blow, 
which came apparenly from a blunt 
wooden instrument, before he 
“regained a position over O’Tero.”” 

He said Sawyer then jumped over 
the guardrail for a second time and 
hit him again. He testified that the 
youths pushed him down and dragged 
him “about 15 yards down the street” 
with him holding onto O’Tero. The 
youths stopped dragging him, he con- 
tinued, and he asked a Wal-Lex 
employee to phone police for 
assistance, 

Defense attorney Fred Wilder ask- 
ed McGilvray if Sawyer had hit 
McGilvray with a “wooden instru- 
ment.” McGilvray shook his head to 
indicate no. McGilvray said Sawyer 
hit him with “‘a closed fist’ at two dif- 
ferent times during the incident. 

“At all times he (Sawyer) was right 
in my vision,” McGilvray said. ‘‘I’m 
certain that he was the one who pun- 
ched me. All the punches came when I 
was (crouched) on the ground over 
O'Tero.” He added that he knew 
Sawyer previous to the Wal-Lex 
disturbance Nov. 23. 
his shoulders and neck as a result of 
the beating. He said his collar was 
“nearly torn off” and that his uniform 
was torn in other places. 

Sawyer testified that he was at the 
front door of the bus while other non- 
Hispanic youths struck the Hispanic 
youngsters but contended, “‘I did not 
enter (the bus).”” 

He said he did not hit McGilvray 
and did not say anything to him. ‘I 
never touched the officer,” Sawyer 
said. He said he was five feet away

from the officer on the opposite side of 
the guardrail ‘but I never approach- 
ed him (McGilvray).” 

Sawyer said he did not participate 
with the group as a whole in pummel- 
ing the officer nor did he take part in 
dragging him along the street. “‘Other 
kids were doing it,” not he, Sawyer 
testified. 

Sawyer described the incidents the 
night McGilvray was attacked as 
“just mad.” He said youngsters were 
“throwing punches and kicking.” 

Assistant District Attorney Joseph 
Kropp asked Judge Hassett to impose 
a 90-day sentence in the House of Cor- 
rection suspended with probation for 
two years and restitution for 
McGilvray's torn clothes on the 
assault and battery charge. He asked 
for a finding of guilty with a fine on 
the charge of aiding an escape. And 

he said he left to the judge’s discre- 
tion, any sentence on the charge of 
disorderly conduct. 

Wilder said he ‘agreed with the 
assistant district attorney’s recom- 
mendations. 

In the case of O’Tero, McGilvray 
said he saw O’Tero “harassing and 
throwing punches at the young 
Hispanics on the bus.” He said he 
removed and arrested him. That is 
when the alleged confrontation with 
Sawyer and the other youths began, 
he said. 

Sawyer also was found guilty of 
disorderly conduct and given proba- 
tion until Feb. 25, 1982. And he was fin- 
ed $50 after Judge Hassett found him 
guilty of illegally transporting an 
alcoholic beverage. The fine was 
suspended until March 27, by which 
time, Sawyer must pay the fine. 
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Housing at Weeks voted 


NEWTON — Under pressure by 
members of the Board of Aldermen, 
the Weeks reuse advisory group voted 
Tuesday night to accept a Planning 
Department recommendation for 65- 
80 subsidized apartments in the junior 
high school, which will be closed in 
1981, 

Of that number, 10 percent will be 
for low-income family housing and 90 
percent for elderly housing. 

The reuse group had previously ac- 
ceded to neighborhood wishes that the 
building be demolished and that 20-30 
attached townhouses be built on 3 
acres of the school site, 


Several members of the Board of 
Aldermen made it clear at a recent 
meeting of the Administration & Plan- 
ning Committee, which is responsible 
for recommending the disposition of 
surplus municipal buildings, that they 
would not vote to tear the building 
down and that given the shortage of 
housing of all types in Newton, the 
reuse group should reconvene to 
discuss housing. 


About a dozen neighbors of the 
school who attended the reuse group’s 
meeting wanted to persist in the 
groups’s original proposal to 
demolish the building. 

Maureen Bonazoli said, ‘‘We are 
unhappy with the Planning Depart- 
ment report, because it does not 
guarantee the (maximum) 
numbers.” She said the neighborhood 
would continue to ask for demolition. 

Reuse group chairman Robert 
Cohen responded, ‘But you have to 
temper that with some semblance of 
reality.” 

Cohen tried to steer the group away 
from total rejection of the apartments 
toward making the best of what is 
almost a sure thing — the retention of 
the building. 

As the discussion turned toward 
restrictions the group would recom- 
mend to protect the neighborhood 
from an undesirable impact, one 
woman in the audience said, “'I find it 
very difficult to sit here and listen to 


you plan our lives for us."’ 

The recommendation for elderly 
housing to occupy 90 percent of the 
usable space in the building reduces 
the impact considerably, according to 
Cohen. The zoning ordinance requires 
only one parking space for four units 
of housing for the elderly, he said, 
while market-level condominium 
apartments, which had been con- 
sidered and rejected previously, re- 
quire 1.5 spaces per apartment. 

That argument worked against a 
proposal by reuse group member 
Beverly Smith to ask for mixed- 
income housing for the elderly. Not all 
elderly people need subsidized hous- 
ing, she said, but they still may want 
to live with other people their age. 

Mary Adelstein, speaking for the 
League of Women Voters, said that 
although the LWV had supported 
demolition, it was to support mixed- 
income housing in the townhouses, 
and the League would also support the 
housing as now proposed for Weeks. 

Neighborhood feeling ranged from 
one statement that there should be no 
family housing in Weeks but all elder- 
ly to another from a middle-aged 
woman who said, “If I had wanted to 
live with elderly I would have bought 
where the elderly are.” 


Getting down to physical restric- 
tions that would make the retention of 
the building more palatable to the 
neighborhood, the reuse group agreed 
that only the three floors currently oc- 
cupied should be used for dwelling 
units, the rear center wing should be 
razed, there should be no parking in 
any side or front setback and nothing 
built on the setbacks, no additional en- 
trances should be built except as 
necessary because of the demolition 
of the center wing, and a driveway 
should be built from Rowena Road to 
the parking area at the rear, 
obstructed in some way to prevent the 
use of the parking area as a vehicular 
shortcut around the school. 


Other changes to the Planning 
Department recommendation were 


that the developer provide parking for 
the playfield and tennis court use and 
that the use of solar energy genera- 
tion be strongly encouraged. 

To a motion that the percentage of 
family housing be increased to 15 per- 
cent of the total, Chairman Cohen 
said, “You're imposing on this 
neighborhood more housing than any 
other neighborhood . . . It would be 
grossly unfair.” The amendment was 
denied’ with only four of the 10 
members in favor. 

A proposal to make the apartments 
all for the elderly was denied by an 
even larger margin, with only two in 
favor. 

The group agreed that “to the 
greatest extent possible,” tenant 
selection should be under the supervi- 
sion of the Newton Housing Services 
Commission. HSC Chairman Stephen 
Buchbinder, a member of the reuse 
group, explained that different sub- 
sidizing agencies have different 
regulations, some of which preclude 
HSC tenant selection, but the HSC 
may be involved to help assure that 
placements are done legally. 

The vote on the Planning Depart- 
ment recommendation, as changed 
by the reuse group, was 8&2, with 
Maureen Bonazoli and Miriam 
Drukman opposed. 

The report of the group, which is on- 
ly a recommendation, will be for- 
warded to the Administration & Plan- 
ning Committee in time for its March 
12 meeting. 

Ready by then also should be a 
feasibility study farmed out by the 
Planning Department to a Harvard 
professor and his graduate students. 
Their report should say whether the 
number of units of housing recom- 
mended by the department is about 
the right number. 

The A&P Committee is supposed to 
determine only what the best disposi- 
tion of the building is. The Land Use 
Committee reviews zoning and land 
use aspects, and the Finance Commit- 
tee sets the minimum price of the pro- 
perty. 


Taxi fare hike under study 


NEWTON — The Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee Monday 
night heard but did not act on a re- 
quest from the Newton Taxi Associa- 
tion for a rate increase which would 
double the price of the first mile of 
each fare. 

Committee’ Chairman Mark White 
said he would like to study some 
figures on the increase before approv- 
ing it. 

Taxi company owners told the com- 
mittee Monday night that they face 
bankruptcy if the increase is not ap- 
proved. 

“If we don’t have some relief we 
can’t stand another six or seven mon- 
ths,” said Dewey Mollomo of 
Veterans Cab Company. Mollomo 
said another increase could even be 
necessary a year from now. “It comes 
down to whether we're going to stay in 
business or not,” Mollomo said. “I 
think there's a need for us, even at a 
higher price and if we don’t get a 
higher price we're not going to be 
here.” 

Mollomo and other taxi company 
owners cited increases in gas, sales 
and excise taxes, insurance, 
automobile prices and workman's

Carabetta won't appeal 
sales building verdict 


NEWTON — Carabetta Enter- 
prises, builder and owner of the 
Chestnut Hill Gardens apartments, 
has agreed not to appeal a finding of 
guilty and has agreed to remove the 
sales building by July 1. 

The agreement was approved by 
Judge Paul Chernoff in Newton 
District Court Saturday. Chernoff 
found Carabetta Enterprises guilty of 
zoning and building-code violations 
and imposed a fine of $25,000, to be 
suspended until July 14, provided the 
building is gone by July 1. 

The building has been in violation 
for almost two years. Petitions to the 
Board of Aldermen to be allowed to 
retain the building were denied.

Something good is brewing on the 
political scene this year. 


An unusually large number of 
Newton voters, and their counterparts 
in other cities and towns, made sure 
they were registered to vote in next 
week’s Massachusett s primary. 


_ On the final day of primary registra- 
tion, that reguired standing in line at 
City Hall for at least 45 minutes. Those 
waiting were described as ‘‘determin- 
ed’’ and “patient.” In the sea of 
rhetoric and analysis at the network 
and national level, commentators 
ee to be underemphasizing this 

‘act. 


Perhaps we will cause them to see 
the light next week. when a ‘‘determin- 
ed” electorate goes to the polls in large 
numbers. 


We are pleased that we are not using 
this space this year to plead with you 
to go out and vote. 


You’re going. We know. Because of 
the presence of a ‘‘favorite son’’ in the 
Democratic race, the nation will pro- 
bably not heed what happens here. It 
will have less meaning than, say, New 
York or Wisconsin. 


But that’s all right, because the real 
message remains to be transmitted. 
We're paying attention, we’re listen- 
ing and we're going to vote carefully 
and seriously. The chips are down. We 
must be careful in our selection of 
nominees and our final choice for 
president. 


Much of the activity at City Hall on 
the eve of the primary involved people 
changing from a_ specific party 
registration to Independent. 


Since this seems to always be a 
source of confusion in any partisan 
election, we would like to clarify: 


If you are now registered as an In- 
dependent, you may go to the polls 
next Tuesday and ask for either a 
Republican or Democrat ballot. 


Technically, after you’ve declared 
your choice of ballot, you are enrolled 
in that party. After you finish voting, 
you can obtain a card at the polls on 
which you designate you want to be re- 
enrolled as an Independent. In a mat- 
ter of seconds, then, you return to your 
Independent status. 


If you are currently a registered 
Democrat, you will automatically get 
a Democratic ballot when you go to the 
polls Tuesday. You can, if you wish, 
also change your status to Indepen- 
dent after you vote. 


Party affiliation, however, only af- 
fects voters in a partisan primary. In 
all other elections it does not apply. 


Next week, we’ll have the Newton 
numbers. While it will be interesting to 
see who ‘“‘won,”’ it will be even more in- 
terestings to see how many voted—and 
in which primary.

Cancer insurance to be reviewed 


By ROBERT DRINAN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — One year 
ago the House Select Committee on 
Aging, on which I serve, began to in- 
vestigate questionable practices in 
the sale of health insurance to the 
elderly. 

Very shortly, the committee will be 
releasing a report on one aspect of 
this problem, a report entitled 
“Cancer Insurance: Exploiting Fear 
For Profit.” 

Massachusetts banned the sale of 
cancer insurance in September 1979, 
but other states have been less cons- 
cientious in protecting their citizens. 
Four million cancer insurance 
policies were sold in the United States 
last year, and our study shows that 
many of these were sold to the elderly 
under false pretenses. Fear tactics 
were used by some companies. Others 
used phoney promises, false 
testimonials, and inaccurate 
statistics to sell insurance policies 
that were essentially worthless! 

Our committee's report will recom- 
mend that the Congress act now to 
help states tighten regulations gover- 


ning insurance policy sales by mail 
order firms, the worst abusers in this 
area. Our report will also urge the 
Congress to stop the sales of so-called 
“dread disease” policies to the elder- 
ly, and encourage other states to 
follow Massachusetts’ lead in barring 
cancer insurance sales altogether. 
Employee Privacy 

Each year, 500,000 workers are 
forced to take lie-detector, or 
polygraph, tests as a condition of 
employment. The accuracy of these 
tests is questionable, and not ad- 
missable as evidence in court. Even 
so, thousands of workers have their 
livelihood threatened and_ their 
privacy violated because of these 
tests. 

At least 16 states already prohibit, 
in varying degrees, such use of 
polygraph equipment. President 
Carter has called for a limiting of the 
use of these devices in employment, 
and the Business Roundtable, a group 
that represents the top 500 corpora- 
tions in America, agrees that 
employers must stop this abusive 
practice. 


This week I joined other members 
of Congress in co-sponsoring a bill to 
prohibit the use of lie-detectors in con- 
nection with applications for employ- 
ment, or as a condition to continued 
employment. This __ legislation 
prescribes specific criminal and civil 
penalties for employers who subject 
potential or actual employees to 
polygraph examinations. 

These tests do more than violate the 
privacy of workers. They violate the 
basic American legal principle that 
everyone is deemed to be innocent un- 
til proven guilty. 

Vietnam Memorial 

This week I became a cosponsor of 
a resolution authorizing the construc- 
tion, on public land here in 
Washington, of a memorial in honor of 
the men and women who served in the 
Vietnam War. 

This resolution would provide two 
acres of federal land on which the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial Fund, a 
non— profit group, will erect a 
suitable monument to those who serv- 
ed and died in the Vietnam War. 


District Survey 

Do you feel that registration for the 
draft should he reinstituted? Is it time 
we started rationing gasoline? Should - 
we impose wage and price controls to 
deal with inflation? 

If you live in the Fourth Congres- 
sional District, you will soon be 
receiving a questionnaire asking for 
your opinions on these and other 
pressing issues of the day. Each year 
at this time I mail out more than 
150,000 such questionnaires to 
households throughout my district. 

All of these matters, as well as 
crucial decisions on granting military 
aid to Pakistan, increasing military 
spending, and the future of nuclear 
power, will be considered in the Con- 
gress in the weeks ahead. I hope that 
all concerned citizens will take the 
few moments necessary to fill out this 
survey and return it tome.

Women, it's time to take a stand

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Now let me 
say right off that I don't want to go to 
war. I don’t want women going to war, 
and I don’t want men going to war. I 
don’t want war, period. Not for me, you 
or anybody else. 

That out of the way, it is time to focus 
on the more general issue of women and 
the draft, a point Congress is going to 
have to address shortly. 





President Carter wants to reinstitute 
draft registration for men and women, 
aged 19 and 20, as part of the military 
preparedness mentality sweeping the 
executive and legislative branches ot 
government. But, says he, women won't 
be used for combat duty. 

He could impose draft registration on 
men with an executive order, but to put 
women in the pool, Carter needs action 
by Congress. The Senate so far has been 


pretty quiet on the issue, but some key . 


House leaders say there’s no way a pro- 


posal to register women can pass on ' 


their side of the Capitol. 


Women's groups are opposing the 
registration proposal as well. Their line 
of reasoning goes like this: We don’t 
want war so we don't want registration 
because that moves the country closer to 
war. It is only as an afterthought that 
they say women should be included if 
registration becomes a reality. 

Strike up the band. Everyone is danc- 
ing the cop-out waliz. 

Congress, in a not unusual stance, is 
ducking the issue and throwing the ball 
to Carter. If the president really wants 
registration, he can have it just by sign- 
ing an executive order. Then if the public

gets outraged, only the president is to 
blame, 


Members of Congress can say it was 
all his fault and they didn’t have a thing 
to do about it. Add to this the extra 
benefit of avoiding entirely the question 
of what to do about women. 


Carter is ducking, too. He's willing to 
go three-quarters of the way by saying 
women as well as men should register. 
But his commitment to equality stops in 
the crunch: combat duty. He fails to 
realize that equality for women isn't a 
part-time thing: An equal right to live 
means an equal right to die. 


But the most distressing stand of all is 
that of the beleaguered women's move- 
ment that is slowly drifting farther and 
farther away from reality, Its main 
priority, the Equal Rights Amendment, 
is dying a slow death, revived briefly by 
a controversial extension of the ratifica- 
tion deadline until March 1982, but still 
no closer to acceptance than it was four 
years ago. 


Women's groups should be facing the 
very real possibility that the ERA won't 
pass and be regrouping now, not in two 
years, to develop other ways to achieve 
their goal. The draft registration issue is 
an excellent place to start. 


True believers in women's rights 
should be on the front line, demanding to 
be included if draft registration is 
reinstituted, demanding that Congress 
take whatever action is needed to end 
forever that fundamentally unequal 
assumption that when America’s men go 
off to war, its women wait at home. 


And, for the record, draft registration 
isn't the same as going to war. In fact, 
the argument could be made that 
America's leaders might be doubly 
cautious about making warlike noises if 
her daughters, as well as her sons, would 
be called on to pay the price.

altogether, especially in this coun- 
try where we have the Horatio 
Alger kind of thing going on all the 
time,” said Ulin 

“Some things are better done by 
the entrepreneur. The big company 
can't do everything,” he continued, 
“but in the so-called free world, in 
places like Germany and Japan, 
you have a history of some very 
large companies controlling a 
larger and larger share of the pie. 
It is the phenomenon of Socialism 
and Communism coming together 
because in these countries, union 
members are sitting on the board.”’ 

Ulin’s own experiences in the 
business world are not unlike those 
of the small companies that he 
talks about. He was born in Newton 
and graduated from Roxbury Latin 
High School and Harvard College. 
He then “took the big plunge” and 
left Massachusetts to attend the 
Columbia Business School in New 
York City. Following this, he spent 





a couple of years in Japan with the 
Army, and then he headed back 
home where he went into his 
father’s clothing store business. 

Ulin opened up a men’s clothing 
store, Pickwick Ltd., in Newton 
Centre, but, as he describes it, he 
was getting ‘‘antsy” about staying 
in the retail business. 

He headed for Wall Street and a 
nex career as an investment 
banker, staying there long enough 
to be asked to join F.I. DuPont, the 
second largest investment firm on 
Wall Street. Not long after this, he 
was headed back home. 

“Wall Street began to have pro- 
blems that I didn’t want to be con- 
nected with because they were not 
investment problems, but retail 
problems,” said Ulin, in explaining 
why he decided to open up a private 
financial consulting firm in Boston. 

He opened up the company 10 
years ago, and last December he 
was asked to join E.F. Hutton. 
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“My decision to join such a large 

firm relates in a lot of ways to why 
small companies decide to join 
large ones,”’ said Ulin. ‘‘No private 
practice can have the clout that a 
large firm has, and in my case, it 
had has been a very happy com- 
bination. I have a great deal of 
autonomy. I didn’t feel as though I 
was giving up very much com- 
pared to what I was gaining.” 
Ulin says that his experience 
with owning his own business, as 
well as working for a large cor- 
poration prepared him well for his 
move. He learned self-sufficiency 
by being on his own, yet now he is 
able to tap the many resources of 
E.F. Hutton that were not 
available to him before.

The State Advisory Council for 
Mental Health and Mental Retarda- 
tion has learned with great dismay of 
the hiring freeze imposed on the 
Department of Mental Health. 

As we painfully learned when 
similar action took place in 1975, such 
a freeze can only have negative, 
sometimes devastating, effects on the 
clients served by this department. 


We are not eager to repeat the ex- 
perience that may require a year’s 
time to fully recover services to our 
clients, despite the exclusion of some 
categories. 


We have been witness to the follow- 
ing as consequences of a freeze: 

—Ancillary services needed for the 
well-being of the clients threatened. 

—Delays in finalizing contracts 


may have serious implications for 
vendors—clients are denied needed 
services. 

—The opportunity for sound 
management practices is at risk. 

—Countless hours are wasted gain- 
ing approval to fill the positions allow- 
ed under the regulations issued Jan. 
beh, 

—Staff morale suffers, and this is 
reflected in the lives of the clients. 

—We risk losing qualified persons 
who are unwilling to wait until normal 
hiring practices can be resumed. 

For these reasons, we call on 
Governor Edward King to rescind im- 
mediately Administrative Bulletin 80- 
2 to avoid needless suffering for 
clients of the Department of Mental 
Health.

Winter, winds ® 


keep Crystal 
from freezing 


NEWTON — The combination of an 
unusually warm winter and the direc- 
tion of prevailing winds when cold 
weather did occur was the reason for 
the unfrozen patch of Crystal Lake. 

That is the opinion of the state Divi- 
sion of Water Pollution Control, called 
in by the Health Department to find 
out whether something in the lake was 
preventing freezing in a small area 
near Norwood Avenue. 

Recreation Director Russell 
Halloran would not allow skating on 
the lake because of the small piece of 
open water. 

According to Paul Moan of the 
Health Department, the state people 
took water samples for tests, all of 
which were in normal limits. 

Swimmers, if not skaters, will be 
pleased with the state's pronounce- 
ment that Crystal Lake has “‘ex- 
cellent water quality for a lake of this 
nature.” 

A large number of ducks have been 
enjoying the open stretch of water all 
winter. 


Library needs poll 


to begin this week 


NEWTON — A telephone survey of 
1200 households selected at random to 
represent all villages in the city starts 
this week, as part of a $27,670 
community-library analysis to help 
develop short- and long-range goals 
for the library. 

The analysis, being done by King 
Research, Inc., is being paid for by a 
grant awarded by the Massachusetts 
Board of Library Commissioners. The 
analysis, requested by the Friends of 
the Library, will assess the 
characteristics of each village and 
identify specific needs in relation to 
the Newton Free Library system as a 
whole. 

The Friends of the Library, who 
have been trained by King Research, 
will do the phone survey, which 
should take about 10 minutes to 
answer, according to Friends Presi- 

-dent Nancy Criscitiello. 

There will also be printed question- 
naires in each branch library in about 
a week by which patrons may express 
opinions about the library and library 
service. 


Newton establishes 
wood removal policy 


NEWTON — In response to com- 
plaints from residents that the wood 
from cut trees is not available fairly, 
Public Works Commissioner Charles 
Thomas has established a policy of 
allowing one carload of wood to be 
taken from the Rumford Avenue land- 
fillevery Saturday. 


All wood from tree removal will be 
taken to Rumford Avenue, Thomas 
says. Every Saturday between 8 a.m. 
and noon, residents may take one load 
of wood. 


Large pieces and other wood that is 
not taken on Saturday will be 
available Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to3 p.m. This wood will be 
available to Newton residents for: 
commercial or residential use. 

The large pieces are beyond the 
ability of the average person to cut, 
and commercial wood dealers, as 
long as they are Newton residents, 
are doing the city a favor to remove 
them from the landfill, Thomas said.

NEWTON — After having waited 
more than four months for action, 
Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
this week said he'd settle for five of 
the eight new positions he says his 
department needs. 

The Public Facilities Committee 
did not act at its meeting this week, 
but promised a vote at its March 5 
meeting. 

Fraser cited the increase in 
building permits and the increase in 
zoning complaints over the past five 
years, as well as the increased com- 
plexity of construction and the variety 
of municipal projects his department 
is involved in, as justification for ex- 
panding his department. 

Building permits have doubled in 
number since 1975, increasing from 
429 to 843. New construction has 
decreased but alterations to existing 
buildings are increasing. All building 
permits necessitate at least one, often 
several, inspections. 

Zoning complaints have risen from 
97 in 1976 to 186 in 1979. 

The number of plumbing, gas and 
electrical permits issued has also 
risen greatly, Fraser said. 

The staff of six inspectors for 
building and zoning, two electrical in- 
spectors and two plumbing and gas in- 
spectors has been decreased by one 
inspector since 1975, 

Fraser told the Public Facilities 
Committee, “I still believe all the 
positions are necessary, but I'll settle 
for five to get things going.” He asked 
for one assistant building commis- 
sioner for maintenance and four in- 
spectors. 

The positions would add about 
$85,000 to the city’s annual payroll. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said Thurs- 
day he completely supports Fraser's 
requests for the eight positions, then 
said five are in the fiscal 1981 budget 
nearly ready for submission to the 
aldermen. 

The closing of schools has not 
relieved the Building Department of 
any work, Mann said. The buildings 
must still be maintained and kept in 
Gvod condition. 

The Building Department has fac- 
ing it asbestos removal from Newton 
North High School, a massive energy 
conservation project, a new public 
works facility, and the never-ending

NEWTON — Watertown and 
Newton are applying for a technical 
assistance project from the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
for preparation of a “revitalization 
plan” for the Centre Street-Galen 
Street corridor. 

If the application is accepted, 
MAPC, the regional planning arm of 
the state, will allocate staff time and 
resources for up to one year to study 
and make recommendations on the 
issues of concern to both com- 
munities. 

The main issue of concern to 
Newton and Watertown is what the 
commercial area revitalization 
districts (CARD) in each community 
will do the half-mile of heavily traf- 


ficked strip in between. 

Watertown Square has already 
been designated a CARD, and Newton 
is in the process of applying for a 
designation of Newton Cor-ier’s com- 
mercial area as a CARD by the state 
Department of Community Affairs. 

As proposed, the study would in- 
clude preparation of a survey of traf- 
fic flow and accidents, an analysis of 
the public transportation system, im- 
provement of parking, guidelines to 
improve the outside of buildings, and 
a recommendation of appropriate 
land uses. 


Final applications must be submit- 
ted by May 15; accepted projects will 
be announced in the summer. 


CETA looking for young 
people to be energy aides 


UPPER FALLS — Newton Area 
CETA is recruiting unemployed 
young people between the ages of 16 
and 19 to be trained as energy aides in 
a six-month program that starts in 
March.

Upstart bus still 
runs, with changes 


NEWTON — The Upstart bus, 
believed to have been discontinued 
last week, was given a reprieve by 
Mayor Theodore Mann until April 13, 
although with some changes. 


The bus makes a north loop and a 
south loop in the eastern part of the ci- 
ty, running Friday and Saturday 
nights and during the day on Sunday. 

Ridership has been very low, and 
the mayor extended the service once 
before, hoping that ridership could be 
increased enougn to have the service 
break even. 

New times of service at 7 p.m. to 
midnight Saturday and Sunday 
nights, and 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. Sundays. 


The south loop has added Mt. Ida 
Junior College campus to its route. 
According to a letter to the bus con- 
tractor from Planning Director Barry 
Canner, the north loop ‘‘can enter’’ 
the Boston College Centre Street cam- 
pus. 

The buses have been changed to 43- 
passenger buses, which cost less per 
hour than the smaller buses. 

Finally, the bus company, 
Transportation Management Corp., 
may raise the fare to 50 cents instead 
of the present 25 cents, if it reduces 
the hourly charge to the city by $1. 

The cost to the city, if the larger 
buses are used, will be $395 a week. It 
has been $565 a week.

“Yes it can be done,” Fink said, ‘‘but 
I don’t think with the data we have it 
would be feasible to do it.” 


An early closing would.put the high 
school at slightly over capacity, 
would eliminate a two-year transition 
period, and anticipated space at 
Newton North might not be available 
BeCatiae of asbestos removal, Fink 
said.

Looking at the world 
through rose colored glass

Stained glass creations, once mainly confined to 
churches, are fast becoming the hottest commer- 
cial and residential decorative items on the local, 
scene. 

From small hanging mobiles to full sized win- 
dows and screens, the public is electing to surround 
itself with the custom glass work. 

Nor is the phenomenon a first. Since its earliest 
appearance between the 12th and [4th centuries, 
people have employed the handicraft to add beauty 
and warmth to their surroundings. 


The last revival featured leaded glass in before 
turn of the century Victorian houses. Now the de- 
mand is high again. 

And nothing could please the Serpentino family of 
Needham more. 

Since coming to this country from Rome, Italy 24 
years ago, Joseph Serpentino has been working 
with stained and leaded glass. In 1968 he establish- 
ed his own Charles Street, Needham studio . 

His daughter, Maria Serpentino Iriti, educated at 
Babson College, represents the second generation 
in the family owned business. 

Joseph is the artisan, who explains ‘the always 
knew he wanted to do something with his hands.”” 


For Maria, the challenge lies in finding in- 
novative ways to expand the market for Serpentino 
Stained and Leaded Glass. 

Father, daughter, and son-in-law, Carmelo Iriti, 
sit in the small office which divides workshop from 
showroom in the 4,000 square foot studio and talk 
about the business they all love and live. 

They are proud of their expanding operation. 
“Many do little ornaments,” point out the trio, ‘‘but 
only a few studios deal with everything that relates 
to stained glass.” 

Accents of Italy color the father’s voice, as 
Joseph speaks of his craft. ‘For most men beauty 
rests in women, but for me there is that same feel- 
ing when working with glass—I enjoy the beauty of 
glass when it’s done,” he confides. 

Maria grimaces and reminds her. father that he 
must be modern, as modern and up to date as the 
shop setting. 

But she's the first to acknowledge that working 
with the colored glass is an art. In fact, the young 
woman likens stained glass to a painting, ‘‘each one 
is different and unique.” 

Her father quickly agrees, warming to the sub- 
ject. To create beautiful things with glass, he ex- 
plains, ‘you have to have it in you, just like a musi- 
cian.” 

The founder of the Needham studio, now semi- 
retired, fondly recalls his first windows for the 
Washington Cathedral. 

Over the years, he’s completed many ec- 


clesiastical projects and traveled to distant points 
of the country to oversee installations. 

One memorable instance, involved a month long 
stay in Bermuda to wait out the hurricane season 
before adding panels to an American military 
chapel. 

More recently, his firm, which now employs three 
other craftsmen and an artist as well as family 
members, completed decorative pieces for the 
Valle’s restaurant chain and Boston’s Parker 
House. 

The intown work included original designs for a 
glass canopy and dropped ceiling. 

And there are lots of requests from individuals. 
Maria mentions the popularity of adding glasswork 
during remodeling, and collaborating with interior 
decorators. 

An artist was added to the staff recently to 
specialize in helping people with ‘‘their ideas.” 

Often times a person has no real knowledge of 
what he is getting into, recounts Mrs. Iriti. ‘What 
we do is explain the options—you can have glass in- 
terior shutters rather than wooden shutters. Or a 
window for half the price of a new sofa. Our prices 
are reasonable.” 

Carmelo interjects enthusiastically, ‘that's why 
we're so successful—we’ve widened the whole idea 
of stained glass.” 

While some ideas may be new, the methods and 
materials used at the Serpentino studio are very 
similar to those of the Middle Ages. 

All glass used is handblown and mostly imported 
from Europe. Designs are drawn to full size by 
hand and the pattern carefully traced. 

The more intricate the design, the greater 
number of pieces, the more expensive the work will 
be. A two foot by one foot section may cost from $40 
to $400 depending on intricacy. 

Maria emphasizes that different textures in glass 
are mostly a matter of taste—they run the gamut 
from clear to very bumpy and bubbly, with the 
milky, opalescent ideally suited for areas with little 

ight. 

All the individual pieces of glass are cut by an ex- 
perienced workman. Serpentino estimates it usual- 
ly takes five or six years to be really skillful. 

The final process unites separate fragments in 
the lead frame. Pieces fit together like the parts of 
a puzzle and the frame is soldered. 

“Its a very old craft,” remarks Joseph, ‘‘it gets in 
your blood and you never get away from it.”” 

And it seems likely to carry on to the next genera- 
tion. Carmelo and Maria plan to stay with the 
shop; the couple can’t see themselves doing 
anything else, even though they spend 50 to 60 hours 
a week at the studio. 

The young businesswoman explains with a touch 
of wistfulness, ‘‘there’s so much to be done—we 
dont have time to make windows for our own 

iome.””

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Fishy garden 
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Anthony Provenzano looks at his backyard garden crop — fish. He is trying 
to find a way for American families to raise their own fish, backyard style. 


Unusual backyard garden swims 


NORFOLK, Va. (UPI) — In the backyard 
gardens of America, amidst tomato plants and 
berry patches, Dr. Anthony Provenzano envisions a 
new food crop — one that is high in protein, low in 
fat, and swims. 

“A fish garden — that’s what we're talking 
about,” said Provenzano, who is trying to refine an 
efficient and easy way for the average family to 
grow its own fish. 

The Old Dominion University professor works in 
a makeshift greenhouse lined with 15 plastic pools. 
He began experiments last spring and hopes to reel 
in the answers within a few years. 

“There's no doubt in my mind it can be done,"’ 
said the 45-year-old oceanographer, who mulled 
over the idea for years before launching the effort 
with a handful of students. 

“We want high yield, low cost and good reliabili- 
ty," he said. ‘We want the fish garden to work with 
the vegetable garden. The fish would be fed, to a 
large extent, vegetable scraps.” 

Provenzano believes there is a ready-made 
market for the fish garden — families squeezed by 
soaring food costs and concerned about chemicals 
in processed foods. 


aquarium could be built and equipped for under 
$500 and fish harvested for ‘well under $1 per 
pound.” 


During the past several years, some non-profit 
organizations have studied the concept, but none 
has developed a viable system. 


Some programs had high yields, but were too ex- 
pensive or complicated. Others were inexpensive 
and simple, but unreliable. 


“What we are trying to do is come up with a bet- 
ter idea,’ Provenzano said, as air pumps roared in 
his greenhouse. ‘We're taking the state of the art 
and trying to refine it.” 

So far Provenzano has spent less than $1,000 on 
his project. Research has consisted mainly of what 
type of fish would be best suited for the backyard 
garden, plus sketches of possible systems. 


“T think the African perch is a good candidate,” 
he said. He raised about 100 last spring. “We've 
shown they can be grown quickly and cheaply. But 
there are others and we want to identify them.” 

Provenzano said trout would generally be too ex- 


pensive, noting they would require more than just 
table scraps. 

“But if a guy wants to spend the money for trout, 
that would be his choice," he said. 

Provenzano plans to apply for federal grants, 
ranging from $10,000 to $30,000. 

“Up until now, it has been a shoe-string opera- 


tion,” he said. “But we expect to get really moving 
soon. I'm encouraged.” 


For the gardens to really succeed, Americans 
must develop a bigger appetite for fish. They cur- 
rently consume an average of 12-14 pounds of 
seafood per year compared to several hundred 
pounds of meat. 


Provenzano thinks these figures may change as 
meat prices continue to climb. 


He does not believe fish gardens will ever be a big 
threat to the commercial industry. 


“If anything, this will increase the demand for 
fish as more people learn what it tastes like — par- 
ticularly fresh fish and not that which has been on 
ice for days.”

This style becoming ‘old hat’ 


LONDON (UPI) — 

There'll always be an 
England, and every pro- 
per chap will always 
wear the “bowler” hat 
Americans call a ‘‘der- 
by.”” That’s what you 
think. 
You can still buy 
bowlers in many stores, 
but the only place still 
manufacturing the ge- 
nuine original article, 
according to Frank 
Yardley, is his quaintly 
Olde Worlde hat firm 
James Lock & Co. of St. 
James's street. 

Once upon a time, so 
the popular image goes, 
every Englishman wore 
a bowler. Like Charlie 
Chaplin. 

Between the two 
world wars — when, as 
Yardley put it, ‘You 
never saw anyone out in 
the street without some 
kind of hat on’’ — the 
bowler achieved its 
greatest popularity. It 
became an_ essential 
part of the uniform of 
the dapper British civil 
servant. Lock’s then 
sold several thousand 
bowlers a year. 

Now the bowler is still 
part of the British 
stereotye, but actually 
seeing one in London is 
almost a rarity. Lock 
sells about 600 a year. 

The trouble with the 
bowling-ball hat, 
Yardley says, is that it 
isn’t exactly informal. 

“You can’t wear jeans 
with a bowler,” he said 
in an interview. ‘You 
have to dress up to it.” 

Lock now sells its 
bowlers mostly to 
stockbrokers, lawyers 
and properly attired 
hunters, Yardley said. 
It makes them just as it 
has for 130 years, begin- 
ning when Lock & Co.

Subtle changes 
in home gardens 


BURLINGTON, Vt. (UPI) — Subtle shifts are oc- 
curring in priorities among home gardeners when 
they select seeds. 

“Gardeners are reacting to high food prices and 
planting vegetables that cost a lot to buy but re- 
quire small amounts of garden space,"’ says Jack 
Robinson, president of Gardens for All, the non- 
profit National Association for Gardening. 

In the group’s annual gardening survey by the 
Gallup Organization, gardeners were asked which 
of 23 vegetables they grew. Only six were found in 
more than half of last year’s gardens: Tomatoes 
were in 93 percent, onions in 64 percent, beans in 61 
percent, cucumbers in 58 percent, peppers in 57 per- 
cent and lettuce in 54 percent. Others in the top 10 
were radishes, carrots, peas and corn. 

Major declines in popularity in the 1979 survey 
showed herbs down 33 percent, white potatoes, 
down 27 percent and beets, down 28 percent. 

Homegrown corn was off by 13 percent. ‘Corn is 
still readily available at roadside stands and it’s 
relatively inexpensive,” one New England 
gardener told the p olltakers. “I can use the space I 
used to devote to corn ... better for crops that are 
sky high in the supermarket — tomatoes, lettuce 
and onions.” -

Farmers often buffaloed by new herds 


HEUVELTON, N.Y. (UPI) — 
About the only Buffalo ever 
associated with New York is the city 
in the western end of the state. 

A score of upstate farmers, 
however, have discovered another 
buffalo — the type usually associated 
with the Wild West, Buffalo Bill Cody 
and the like. 

For Duane Storie, a dairy farmer in 
the North Country community of 
Heuvelton, raising a herd of buffalo 
has been an unexpected weight- 
reducing and harrowing venture. 


Oliver and Evie Scott on the other 
hand, owners of the Scott T-Ranch in 
the Finger Lakes community of West 
Bloomfield near Rochester, have 
been selling buffalo meat to a growing 
clientele for the last two years, For 
them, it’s a money-making business. 

The state Department of 
Agriculture and Markets does not 
keep statistics on farmers who raise 
buffalo commercially. ‘‘The number 
being raised commercially is 
minimal,” said Louis van Dyck, the 
department's spokesman.

vegetables in December was 199 — 6 
percent below both a month and a 
year earlier.

According to the buffalo raisers, 
however, there is a future for the little 
industry. They say buffalo meat, 
although slightly higher in price, is 
higher in protein, lower in fat and 
generally a healthier cut than beef. 

“All it takes is educating the 
public,” said Mrs. Scott. 

To the herders, buffalo raising is ex- 
citing, if precarious. 

“Never trust a buffalo,’’ Storie 
warned. “Never turn your back on 
‘em. They're not friendly at all. But 
we find it exciting,” 


Storie, 36, a former tree surgeon 
and excavator turned dairyman, has 
found buffalo raising and breeding 
more exciting than he bargained for. 

Storie and his wife, June, 33, have 
been raising 40 head of buffalo on 


their 500-acre farm since May 1977. 
They hope to start selling meat com- 
mercially in several months. 


“T wanted to start a game farm with 
elk, wild boar, deer and buffalo,” 
Storie said. ‘My main goal was a 
game farm with a hunting preserve to 
attract tourists in the summertime to 
see animals in their natural state."’ 


Things never worked out with the 
other animals, But the buffalo — 
which he purchased for about $650 a 
head — remain. 

One morning last fall, Storie’s buf- 
falo herd rammed down two fences, 
broke out of its pen — perhaps 
“spooked by a dog” — and stampeded 
to the banks of the Oswegatchie 
River, crossed it and drifted into a 
dense, swampy area. 

About 50 of the Stories’ neighbors 
joined in the hunt in a five-mile area 
to round up the wandering herd. Some 
were on horseback. Others used road 
bikes, boats and walkie-talkies. More

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Fishing rental fee schedule is announced 


Metropolitan District Commis- 
sioner Guy A. Carbone has announced 
the new rental fee schedule for the 
1980 fishing season at Quabbin Reser- 
voir beginning on Saturday morning, 
April 12, at 6 A.M. 


Opening date, 1980 brings with it an 
increase of 15 cents, from 85 cents toa 
dollar per hour for boat rentals, witha 
maximum charge of five dollars. Out- 
board motor rentals are increased 
from one dollar to two dollars per 
hour, with a minimum charge of six 
dollars, due mostly to the fact there 
has been an increase in fuel prices. 


Deposits of five dollars are required 
for boat rental and twenty dollars 
deposit for a motor rental, making the 
total deposit for boat plus motor 
twenty-five dollars, equal to the max- 
imum charge for the day. Three 
gallons of gasoline are included in the 
rental charges, Commissioner Car-

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Round-the-world vacations 
will be out of reach for many

For many American families, summer '80 looks 
like a repeat of summer '74 when millions spent 
their holidays and vacations in their backyards or 
within 200 miles of the old homestead. 


‘The reasons are basically the same: concern over 
the gas crunch, the threat of higher prices for fuel 
and the increasing costs of long-distance travel at 
home and abroad. 

“Personal mobility is a precious thing,” said 
Patrick R. Sheridan, president of Gray Line Sight- 
Seeing Assn., which conducts tours in 167 cities in 
the United States and elsewhere around the world. 
“People refuse tc give it up, but they'll surely 
modify it based on their needs and wants, and the 
willingness to accept a temporary moratorium on 
their ‘round-the-world’ dream vacation.” 


Sheridan feels that even the short excursion — 
from 200 to 750 miles — is getting too costly to han- 
die. In 1974, he said the average expenditure per 
person for a short vacation was about $100, with 40 
percent going to transportation, 25 percent to lodg- 
ing and food and the remaining 35 percent to other 
expenses, 


“Tn 1980, that figure will be closer to $225, with 
transportation and lodging up sharply. The travel 
industry is close to the point of no-return. It will be 
priced out; home entertainment centers, giant tv 
sets and screens, with video cassette recording 
equipment and the like will become the primary 
foci of consumer discretionary dollars,” Sheridan 
said. 

The energy challenge will be the biggest obstacle 
against carefree travel spending in 1980, according 
to Sheridan. Consumer reaction to the fuel problem 
already has resulted in a drop of 25 billion 
automobile passenger miles in 1979, down 2.5 per- 
cent from 1978. 1979 also saw automobile travel 
drop 3 percentage points to 81 percent of all interci- 
ty travel. 

Sheridan noted that ‘much of the displacement is 
from cars to buses.” 


“Millions of Americans are either driving to a 
location and sightseeing via motorcoach, or simply 
taking all-inclusive vacations via a motorcoach 
package. That’s largely because of the lower ex- 
penses and the feeling of patriotism involved in

LONDON (UPI) — Everyone driving from Lon- 
don to Shakespeare's town of Stratford-upon-Avon 
Passes a few yards from a man-made structure 
older than the pyramids. Hardly one visitor in a 
thousand detours to see it. 


Hordes of people visit Stonehenge, but all over 
Britain visitors hurtle past other magnificent stone 
circles without even knowing they are there. 


Tf you do this, says Prof. Aubrey Burl, you're 
missing a rare experience. 


When you step into a stone circle, you step 
thousands of years back into time. Many of the 
circles have a brooding power, a tangible feeling of 
mystery and wonder which is hard to duplicate in 
our modern world, 

Burl has just produced an absorbing book called 
“Rings of Stone,” published by Weidenfeld and 
Nicolson, to help people understand these wondrous 
constructions. Malta has stone age temples and 
France's Brittany has lines of megalithic stones, 
but prehistoric stone circles are concentrated in 
Britain and Ireland. 


They are unimaginably old. 

Burl says they were built beginning “when Egypt 
was young, long before the pyramids, at a time 
when the earliest forms of writing and numbering 
were being developed.” Castlerigg circle, near 
Keswick, was erected about 3100 B.C., and some 
circles are 200 years older, Men went on building 
them for 20 centuries. 

_ Amazingly, despite the ravages of ages and inten- 
tional destruction by man, more than 1,000 stone 
circles still stand in Britain and Ireland. 

They pepper the hills and highlands from the 
Orkney islands north of Scotland to Land's End at 
England's far southwest tip. They are especially 
thick in the Lake District, around Aberdeen and in 
Cornwall. 

“Wherever in the north and west of prehistoric 
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mass transportation in these days of tighter sup- 
lies.” 

i He said Gray Line is expecting major new 
business in 1980 in a number of “sleeper” cities — 
places like Charleston, S.C., Chattanooga, Tenn.; 
Sante Fe, N.M.; Tulsa, Okla.; Sacramento, Calif.; 
Corpus Christi, Tex.; and Jackson Hole, Wyo. — 
“where there’s plenty of tradition and attractions, 
but not a tourist saturation.” 

Gray Line has introduced news tours in these 
cities and expects destinations like these to be 
discovered in 1980 by residents living within 200 
miles of them. : 

“Instead of someone trom San Francisco split- 
ting for Mexico or the Caribbean, a short trip in the 
‘neighborhood’ will be in order,” Sheridan said. 
“The big, luxury holiday will be stored for the 
future — 1980 is the year of the short-short vaca- 
tion.” 

Gray Lines has been leading tours since 1910 
when a young Washington, D.C., restauranteur con- 
verted a Mack Truck into an open air sightseeing 
coach for visitors to the national capital. Gray 
Lines today is the largest sightseeing and related 
services complex in the world, with 10,000 motor- 
coaches offering 1490 daily sightseeing excursions 
in 167 cities in 55 countries. 

Sheridan suggests plenty of surprises might be in 
store for tourists in their own range. “Did you 
know, for example, that Eureka Springs (Arkan- 
sas) is listed in Ripley’s ‘Believe it or Not’ as one of 
the 10 most unusual towns in America, Street for- 
mations show ‘S’ 16 times, ‘V’ 51 times. There are 
232 streets with no cross streets or stop signs; over 
54 miles of retaining walls; 63 springs within the ci- 
ty limits, one million treesa within one mile of the 
postoffice, including 115 species of foliage and 254 
species of wild flower. It’s an almost incredible col- 
lection of sight seeing statistics.” 

Sheridan said he doubted the automobile will lose 
its dominance in the American way of life, but will, 
as surveys suggest, become a less vital force in 
travel, and transportation. 

“With an undeniable and unyielding escalation in 
fuel prices, there aren’t many options,” he said. 
“The American predilection for the good times is 
vigorous but the pragmatics of our economy — and 
our own survival — are far more influential in 
deciding what pleasures. '80 will be a year of short- 
term and near-home pleasures.” 


‘Don't miss London’s stone circles 


Burl says, ‘people settled, felled trees, planted 
crops and built a stone circle.” 

You are never far from one in the British Isles, 
except in England's eastern lowlands. But you often 
have to hunt actively for them. 

Not many stone circles are as close toa road as 
the Rollright stones near the Stratford highway — 
though a road runs smack through Scotland’s Ard- 
blair circle. Sometimes you need only a short cross- 
country walk, but many are in wild but beautiful 
spots. 

Pt first glance some can be disappointing — just a 
crude circle of stones sticking out of the ground. 
Few have information aviailable, though Avebury 
has its own museum and abundant signposts. 

The best known and most easily accessible 
circles have marvelous names — Long Meg and her 
Daughters, the Hurlers, the Merry Maidens, the 
Trippet Stones and the Ring of Brodgar. Their 
variety is bewildering. 

Some are small, like the 80 circles clustered near 
Aberdeen which Burl says were built by individual 
families. Others are giants, the work of hundreds of 
men. Avebury is so vast an English village snuggles 
into one quarter and Burl says 13 Egyptian 
pyramids could fit inside, 

Avebury, easily found a few miles north of 
Stonehenge, is one of 50 spectacular circles which 
Burl describes fully, with evocative photographs, 
diagrams and precise locaions. 

“They are, all the stone circles, mysterious,” he 
says, ‘remote and still, as though life has been 
chilled out of them.”” 

Dozens of theories have tried to explain them. 
Once everyone thought they were Druid temples, 
though Burl notes ‘they were built 2,000 years 
before the first Druidical bard emerged in Britain.” 
Lately they have been described as giant 
calculators or astronomical observatories. Burl 
traces many “alignments” to the moon or sun, but 
says stone circles “were in no sense scientific 
observatories,”

Dr. Colohan, who comes to Newton- 
Wellesley from the Edward W. Spar- 
row Hospital, Lansing, Michigan, was 
the search committee’s unanimous 
choice for the newly created post. The 
search committee was composed of 
members of the hospital’s medical 
staff and administration, as well as a 
representative of Tufts University 
School of Medicine. 


As a result of a task force study and 
recommendation, Newton- 
Wellesley’s emergency service has 
been elevated to full department 
status. The appointment of a full-time 
department chief is the first step in 
the reorganization. Dr. Colohan is 
alreafly beginning the next step, 
which is the recruitment of a full-time 
emergency staff of physicians 
specializing in emergency medicine. 


Dr. Colohan is charged not only 
with the development of the new 
department, but also with the leader- 
ship role in the development of 
emergency medical services in the 
area, including the training and 
clinical support of the EMT’s and am- 
bulance services. 


A graduate of Memorial University 
of Newfoundland, Dr. Colohan holds a 
medical degree from  Dalhoisie 
University, Nova Scotia. He began his 
career with private practice in New- 
foundland where he remained for 
three years. 


Upon completion of his emergency 
medicine residencies at St. Lawrence 
Hospital and Ingham Medical Center, 
both in Lansing, Dr. Colohan was ap- 
pointed director of the residency pro- 
gram at the latter medical facility. He 
was later named director of emergen- 


cy service at the Edward W. Sparrow 
Hospital where, under his direc- 
torship, the service was reorganized 
and developed into a department of 
emergency medicine widely acclaim- 
cay physician peers and the public, 
alike. 


Active in the American College of 


Emergency Physicians, Dr. Colohan 
was a key member of a task force 
charged with developing its national 
board exam and was editor of the na- 
tional self-assessment, examination 
PEER II. He has taught medicine at 
Michigan State University and has 
authored many articles in medical 
publications.
